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It is positively refreshing to ho able to an­ 
nounce th at the centre of interest in foreign 
news has ceased for a tim e to bo in british 
Isles. The great fight over the governm ent 
of Ireland has so long absorbed public at­ 
tention, th at tile ordinary events of foreign 
nations have ceased to prove leaders in at­ 
traction. The diversion in Bulgaria has. 
therefore, had the pleasing effect of intro­ 
ducing a new elem ent to tho readers of the 
foreign news. It is loss than tw elve months 
ago th at tho little state becam e the centre 
of attraction, in consequence of the war 
w ith Servia, but such a length of tim e is 
sufficient to dull the memory, and a state­ 
m ent of the affairs of th at principality will 
be necessary to a clear understanding of 
tho peculiar revolution and counter-revo­ 
lution last week. 
B ulgaria as a distinct nation was brought 
into being by the treaty of Berlin between 
Russia and tho great powers of Europe, act­ 
ing under tho im pulse of G reat Britain, 
w hich refused to recognize tile treaty be­ 
tw een Russia and Turkey, following the 
w ar of 1878. It was a compromise of tho 
claim of Russia to absorb the province cap­ 
tured from the Turks. By the treaty Bul­ 
garia was made an autonom ous province, 
■with nom inal subjection to Turkey and 
under the Turkish hag. Prince Alexander 
o f Battenburg. a Germ an prince w h o had 
served on tho Russian sido during the war, 
Mas chosen as the lirst prince. Tho new 
state started under the fostering care of 
Russia, was for some tim e locked upon as a 
more appendage of the C /a r’s em pire; 
Russian officers organized tho m ilitia and 
Russian intluence was every vv Here apparent. 
It so,rn began to develop friction. A series 
of disturbances broke out. tbe end of w hich 
only cam e w hen Prince A lexander dissolved 
th e Constituent Assembly, and for a tim e 
becam e the virtual dictator of the province. 
As a result the Russian iniiuence was grad­ 
ually 
dim inished, 
tim country became 
quiet, and Alexander voluntarily 
I.ald Down Iii. E xtra Pow'tri. 
In obedience to the popular m ovem ent in 
the neighboring state of E astern Rouinelia 
for alliance with Bulgaria, in 1885, Prince 
A lexander accented the results of the rev­ 
olution, aud annexed E astern Roum elia to 
his own principality. This action was a 
surprise to all parties. Russia threatened 
and stormed, but the Russian officers were 
quietly removed from com m and in the 
arm y ; the people of both countries wore de­ 
term ined, and the whole of the great coun­ 
tries of Europe set about the task of m aking 
th e best of tho new conditions. 
T he 
result 
was as m ight have been 
expected. 
T urkey was p lacated ; Russia 
was forced to assent, and, though at one 
tim e it looked as if A ustria and Russia 
v ould corno to trouble over the m atter, tho 
storm blow by. 
But the little kingdom of Servia, which 
had been carved out of Turkey by a previ­ 
ous treaty, took um brage at Hie sudden 
success of its neighbor. 
King Milan began 
to spread him self; declared th a t B ulgaria’s 
increase of territory should be m ade up to 
him by an accession of laud from Turkey. 
For a wonder he found tho powers u n ­ 
w illing to bo generous a t the expense of 
the 
Sultan, and 
so 
he 
proceeded to 
“the last argum ent of kings”—war, w ith 
as m uch bounce as if he had been the Czar 
him self. For a tim e it seem ed as if the 
Servians would have things th eir own way, 
and little belief was had th a t tho Bulgari­ 
ans would be able to fight. 
Under the 
leadership of th e bravo young Prince Alex­ 
ander the BiUgtyians proved unexpectedly 
Sood soldiers. The invading Servians were 
riven back, after a series of hum iliating 
reverses, and Prince A lexander was on his 
m arch to his rival's capital, when 
T h e X u ro p k u i A lation. Culled a H alt. 
T b eg rea t gain of this little w ar was the 
force 
it 
gave the national sentim ent. 
R ussia was not looked up to as before. In­ 
deed, the Czar was so 
offended th at 
he 
openly 
repudiated 
th e 
successful 
P rince A lexander 
and 
dism issed 
him 
from 
his 
honorary com m and 
in 
the 
Russian army. The prince seemed to get 
along very well, however, till the events 
of last week cam e about, the chronicling of 
which is now in order. A Vienna despatch 
tells the story th at Prince A lexander was 
w aited upon by his primo m inister, and 
bluntly told th at his policy was disastrous 
to tho country. 
A m ilitary force at tile 
back of the m inister gave point to his sug­ 
gestion th at the prince abdicate. The prince 
replied th at ho saw no friends near aud 
m ust needs subm it. lie was then escorted 
to the frontier, placed on a yacht and 
started oil. But alm ost before his deposi­ 
tion was fairly know n a counter-revolution 
set in, 
„ 
th e troops in Eastern Roum elia and at 
Shum la. one of the principal fortresses, dis­ 
approved of the deposition. Two thousand 
people who favored 
tho restoration of 
Prince Alexander m et in front of the Rus­ 
sian consulate at Phillipoppolis, tho capital 
of Eastern Roumelia, and m ade a public 
dem onstration of their wishes. The deposi­ 
tion has divided the population of Molia 
into two hostile parties,one of ivhich ardent­ 
ly supports the revolution, the other as 
w arm ly espousing the cause of the prince. 
Tho partisanship on both sides became dan­ 
gerous. and it was feared th a t parly con­ 
flicts of a serious nature would ensuo. The 
railw ay service between Constantinople 
and Roum elia M as suspended. 
Russia fondly hoped th at she m ight step 
in to "settle” things, and the prospect th at 
she m ight do so is not yet over. W hile the 
despatches are even yet contradictory and 
confusing, it is plain first, th a t Prince Alex­ 
ander is safe; that he is likely to return to 
B ulgaria; th at the leading conspirators 
have been arrested, tried, and sentenced to 
death, the minor characters in tho dram a 
being imprisoned. It is also plain th at the 
Russian elem ent is opposed to the Prince, 
and one semi-official paper 
warns 
him 
against resum ing his reign over Bulgaria. 
The feeling in England can be only de­ 
scribed as one of intense solicitude for tho 
personal safety of Prince Alexander. The 
E nglish, who believe the 
Russians are 
capable of anything, feared foul play. The 
news of the safe arrival of the prince at 
Lem berg produced an expression of joy. 
English papers urge him to return at once 
te Sofia and to resum e th e governm ent, 
regardless of the wishes of Prince Bismarck 
or anybody else. 
Nobody doubts 
th at 
B ulgaria w ants 
him 
back. 
Tile over­ 
throw of tho conspiracy which 
called 
itself 
a 
provisional 
governm ent, 
has 
been the trium ph of 
democracy. 
The 
pople of B ulgaria asserted their will, but 
Prince Bism arck’s regard fur B ulgaria oi­ 
lier people is slight, and his desire to save 
the susceptibilities of the Czar is groat. 
W hether Prince A lexander can return or 
rem ain depends on the result of the confer­ 
ence between Prince Bism ark and M. de 
Giers. 
W hat people here 
hope is th at 
Brince Bism arck will see th a t it cannot be 
for the peace of Europe or for the security 
of any throne th at any governm ent should 
come to an end by kidnapping or piracy. 
B ut Prince A lexander him self may not care 
to return unless ho obtains assurance of 
support

He is weli-knoMfD and 
liked, and wears on his breast the highest 
badge of bravery, the Victoria cross, and 
flus was given not for bras erv against ene­ 
m ies—savage or otherw ise—hut for his hu­ 
m ane worn iii rescuing com rades from the 
hands of savages, dashing in am ong these, 
and saving in a losing tight three from 
slaughter

hands of the Zulus, 
f a c in g them on

carrying them to a place of safety. 
Brutal 
m en do not generally display these charac­ 
teristics.

The caucus also accuses him of associating 
him self M’ith Lord H artington, in the belief 
th at he will succeed to tire leadership of 
tbeL iberal-U nionist wing when Lo id H art­ 
ington succeeds to a peerage and goes into 
the House of Lords. It is also asserted th at 
be is now actuated solely by his spite 
against Mr. Gladstone. 
H ie grow th of the dem and for homo rule 
in Scotland and Wales, accompanied by the 
closer connection, has taken place betweoii 
the Parnellite and the Scottish and W elsh 
parties is likely to lead up to an organized 
union of these political sections for pur­ 
poses of m utual assistance.

MIX HUNDRED LIVES LOST. 


E«i'tb<|uakei In the Grecian Idea—Italy 
and Egypt Shaken Up, 


A t h e n s , A ugust 28. —Greece lias again 
been visited by an earthquake, which has 
been m ost disastrous in the Morea, and in 
which tho loss of life, according to the best 
inform ation, reaches tbe enorm ous figure 
of 300. The village of Pyrgo and the tow n 
of Philiatra. both situated on the western 
coast of the Morea, were tho chief suffer­ 
ers, and these furnish, it is believed, all 
th at have perished. In Pyrgo not a house 
is left standing, while P hiliatra is alm ost 
swept from tbe face of the globe and swal­ 
lowed up in the convulsions of the earth. 
Tho siiocks M’ere experienced throughout 
Greece in a greater or loss degree. In the 
town of Zante every house was dam aged, 
and the inhabitants tied in terror to the 
open country. Several tow’iis in Italy were 
also visited bv tho earthquake, but not to 
any serious extent, Napios, Brindisi, Foggia 
and T aranto being of tho num ber. 
A despatch from A lexandria says, “ Vio­ 
lent shocks of earthquake have been expe­ 
rienced here and iii other parts of Egypt, 
causing terror am ong the natives, but, so 
far as known, doing no serious dam age.” 
A despatch from Naples says th at a sec­ 
ond earthquake shock has occurred there. 
The population was crowding the streets, 
and m any fam ilies were fleeing from the 
city. There have been two eruptions of 
Vesuvius, and tho volcano is still very 
active. 
An earthquake shock w’as experienced at 
Athens at m idnight. 
Advices from /a n te say that excessive 
heat, dead calm s and unusually high tides 
forewarned tho inhabitants. 
The earth ­ 
quake centre appears to be in tile sea at a 
point th irty m iles north of Zante. Tho 
earthquake is supposed to be of volcanic 
origin. The cables and telegraph wires are 
broken, and no news had 
pooh received 
from the interior. The cathedral at Prygo 
was destroyed. 
A t h e n s , August 29.—The area of the 
earth disturbances in Greece yesterday was 
phenom enally wide. At least six towns 
were entirely and a score of others partially 
destroyed. On the m ainland m uch dam age 
was done, hut there was little loss of hie on 
the 
islands.

Tho 
undulations 
w ere curiously regular. Tho actual shocks 
averaged tw elve seconds in duration. Peo 
pie everyw here are cam ping out in tho 
Held. The breaking of the telegraph lines 
delays tho reception of details, The Greek 
cabinet is sitting at Athens alm ost continu­ 
ously, considering relief measures. A trans­ 
port w ith tents, food, doctors, medicines 
and a com pany of pompiers, started for the 
stricken district Saturday evening. 
N a p l e s. August 29.—Vesuvius is again 
in a state of eruption. The people of Naples 
and Bari are lleeing to the country or 
fathering in the open spaces to pray. 
At 
Sari the priests proclaim the earthquakes 
as a visitation of God.

In 
a 
Secret Recess in the Ceiling— 
Rifles, R evolvers and Swords Found 
in an A narchist Den in Chicago. 
C hicago, 111., A ugust SO.—Louis Jtihl, a 
tailor 
living a t No. 579 West Seventh 
street. Henry Batzel, a stone mason of No. 
58(5, and W illiam Kloth, a cooper of No. 
588 on tho sam e 
street, were arrested 
yesterday and locked up in the Hillman- 
street station, charged w ith conspiracy to do 
an uni awful act. 
The capture M as m ade 
by L ieutenant Shepard and a num ber of 
officers, who w ent to til© place about noon, 
when all the m en were at home. They 
m ade no resistance w hatever, and allowed 
them selves to be taKen to the station. 
For some m onths past there lias been 
considerable talk 
in 
the neighborhood 
about the three prisoners and their strange 
actions. 
They 
are 
all 
known 
to 
be 
anarchists, and M’ere always on hand when- 
ever Spies and l ’arsons m ade a speech or 
called a meeting. 
Batzel, it is said, cam e to the country re­ 
cently from Germ any, and ever since his 
arrival lie has been associated w ith tho 
anarchists in this city. 
Kloth has been hero longer 
He om’iis a 
cooper shop in tho rear of Ii is house, iii 
which 
place 
he 
employed 
six 
or 
seven ignorant Germ ans. 
The 
cooper 
shop seemed to ne tile m eeting place, 
for 
two 
or 
three 
tim es 
cadi 
week a 
num ber of 
m en 
congregated 
and rem ained till nearly m idnight. Some 
of the men carried m ysterious packages ana 
valises, which are supposed to have held 
rtvnamito or firearms. 
It is not yet clear 
w hat the Anarchists! did inside tho cooper 
shop, but from w hat tho neighbors say 
it would seem th at they m et to drill and 
talk over tbe use of dynam ite. They finally 
hecame so bold during the recent excite­ 
m ent th at on one occasion sixteen men 
were seen to leave the place about l l 
o’clock at night, each arm ed with a rifle or 
pistol. 
Tile m ysterious m eetings were carried on 
until the neighbors became alarm ed, and 
finally inform ed the police of w hat was 
going on 
Tne lieutenant w atched the 
place.and became convinced th at the m eet­ 
ings woro for no lawful purpose, and th at 
the men wore conspiring to destroy life and 
property. 
Accordingly, a raid Mas de­ 
term ined upon. 
The cooper shop aud the houses of the 
three m en were thoroughly searched. No 
explosives were found, hut two full stands 
of Australian pieces, swords, and heavy 
Colt’s 44-calibro revolvers were discovered 
stowed away in an ingeniously devised 
com part rn en t in the ceiling. 
Junk Kloth and Batzel were asked to 
account for the presence of this embryo 
arsenal in the cooper shop, and, as they 
could give no plausible explanation, they 
were locked up and charged w ith conspiracy 
to do an unlaw ful act. 
K loth openly avowed th at ho was an an­ 
archist, and adm itted th at he had to fly 
from 
Berlin, and 
for 
th at reason 
ho 
further 
volunteered 
tho 
inform ation 
th at he was a staunch 
sym pathizer of 
the 
convicted anarchists. 
The police 
claim th at he was im plicated in the Hay­ 
m arket riot, and was confined in 
the 
Desplaines street station for six weeks, but 
was finally discharged for w ant of evidence. 


GIRLS TOOK HIS A P PL E S, 


And the F o rm e r F ired a t T hem '•J*ep- 
per and S a lt” — S ym pathy Divided. 
N ew Y ork. August 30.—Dora Rodenburg 
of Union Hill, N. J.. M’ith several girl com­ 
panions, entered the apple orchard of Jacob 
Lambers, near G ivernaud’s silk m ill, Satur­ 
day, and each started to leave with an apron 
well filled with th* forbidden fruit. F arm er 
Lambers omergod from Ii is house with a 
double-barrel led shot-gun. and fired a volley 
of “pepper and salt” into the crowd. 
Miss Rodenburg fell insensible a t her 
com panion’s feet, alm ost the entire chargo 
having entered her head and body.

One Person Killed and Several Others 


Receive Fatal Injuries. 


The Shock Causes a Panic in a 
Church Ten Miles Away. 


Shaking Up the C arolinas. 
C h a r l e s t o n , S. C., August 28 .—Another 
shock of earthquake M’as felt here at 4.48 
o’clock this morning. It extended as far 
north as Summerville, twenty-fire m iles 
from her6.

At tho 
Brighton drug store, m ore th an a m ile 
away, tho tall clock fell to the floor aud 
was sm ashed into fragm ents am ong the 
debris from tho shelves. 
Its

bauds m arked the tim e 9.20. Two hundred 
yards west of w here Dulm stock lay a com­ 
m unity of houses was in ruins, splinters 
and flames entom bing the dead and dying, 
uhilo 
ten m iles distant, in the heart 
of Chicago. French glass windows were 
strew n over the sidew alks in pulverized 
pieces. Mystified men, wom en and chil­ 
dren ran hith er and thither, wondering if 
this was a new Pompeii w ithout a Vesuvius,

N ew Y ork, August 27.—A great throng 
of people, having read of a reporter’s expe­ 
rience in Die subm arine bout Peacem aker, 
on Tuesday last, gathered along the North 
river hank at E ighty-sixth street yesterday 
to witness tho public exhibition of tho 
diver's rem arkable powers.

Lay ing lier course tow ard tho 
Now Jersey shore, the Peacem aker w ent 
along m errily, her pilot’s dom e and the hatch 
covering catching the waves th at a brisk 
bronze sent over tho waters. W hen well 
un cr way Pilot Holland gave a cautionary 
signal and then called for “F ull speed.” The 
throb of the engine sounded pleasantly 
where tho reporter sat “ holding down” a 
pile of pig iron callant, aud tho w hirr of the 
screw coupling created a first-class local 
breeze which cooled tho air close by him , 
though no part of tho cabin w as very v arui. 
With everything w orking easily tho dive 
was 
begun. 
Toe last ray of

stream ed in through the cage and m ade a 
dancing picture on the wall.

m arked 
at intervals 
thirty, 
ttiirty-five, thirty-sevon, then forty feet 
below the uneasy w ater at the surface 
of tim Hudson. Tile screw revolved al the 
dizzy speed of 320 tim es a m inute, and tho 
propeller’s velocity actually made tho cu­ 
cum ber-shaped craft rock slightly as it heat 
the resisting waters. Then it was found 
that til© lid of tho hatch hadn’t been well 
screwed down, and the great pressure of the 
waler at forty feet depth caused it to find 
tho leaks. A shower hath was tho result, 
and tho rep"rter got it upon the head. 
Quickly moving out from tinder the icy cold 
stream s, ho sat down by the engineer aud 
wondered w hether tho shell was going to 
collapse. 
It diun’t, hut tho downfall of 
w ater continued until tho boat cam e to tho 
surface. 
This event occurred tw enty m inutes*after 
the adm iring crowds on shoro lost sight of 
tho boat, and to their astonishm ent—when 
they were looking for her to rise som ewhere 
across the river—her stern shot into view 
over two m iles up tho stream . 
Ten feet east lay a flotilla of canalboats. 
A wonder-struck dockhand peered over the 
side of one of thorn. 
“ I could hang a hat. on this fellow’s eyes,” 
shouted the pilot from his lookout. 
The diver returned slowly down tho river, 
crossed 
to 
the shore 
off 
W eehawken 
Heights, aud thou headed tow ard the New 
York side. 
“A steam er is com ing up the river,” said 
Pilot 
Holland 
to 
the 
passenger, 
who 
couldn't see out. Then, in a m om ent more, 
these sentences were uttered in a sharp, 
eager tone of voice; 
“Sho’s the City of K ingston; she's com ing 
across our Pows. W e’ll go under her. Give 
her all you’ve got.” 
This last m eant full speed; Rho got it in­ 
stantly. The little terror fairly 
•Jumped Ahrud Over tile Witter, 
and after g iv n ig a shrill blast of defiance on 
lier dim inutive 
w histle her stern went 
under, and tho Peacem aker slid out of 
sight at a trem endous inclination. This 
dive was Intended to show people how she 
was expected to act in 
a real charge 
on 
tho 
enem y. 
Tho 
reporter alm ost 
slid forward to tho hows, so acute was 
the incline of the boat. It needed no 
exertion to got out from under th at sam e 
old shower bath, but rath er a trial to keep 
ort the engine. Down, down she went, till 
it scorned as if the m arvellous little stool fish 
would stick her noso in the mud on Hie bot­ 
tom. Tho boat was quivering under tho 
pressure ol hor engine. 
At last the Peace­ 
m aker. under control of the horizontal rud­ 
ders, stopped descending, settled evenly on 
her keel end glided across tho river. 
"Thirty-seven feet deep.” said Holland. 
It only required a few seconds to cover the 
distance, but to tho single passenger It 
seemed a great deal longer. 
•‘I see tho shadow of Hie Kingston over us 
now,” called out the pilot, his hands hold­ 
ing the levers to both sets of rudders and 
keeping the boat steady; “and here’s about 
where we would roleaso the torpedoes to 
blow hor out of w ater.” 
In another m om ent ho sa id : "W e aro far 
enough away from and beyond her now to 
touch the electric button and discharge 
them with safety to ourselves.” 
Then the Peacem aker sought the surface 
again.

The 
dial indicated 120 pounds of steam ; she 
had started fifty m inutes before w ith eighty 
ffounds. T hat showed th e working capac- 
ty of her chem ical engine. 
A third trip was attem pted, hut the w ater 
in lier boiler ran out and the boat Had to ho 
towed inshore. Today she w ill be taken 
to D elam ater’s dock, from which she will 
em erge in two weeks w ith electric lights 
and other im provem ents and conveniences.

W a s h in g t o n , August 29.—A party sent 
out by the Geological Survey, under Cap­ 
tain Clarence E. D utton, I J. S, A., has m ade 
a com plete survey of Crater lako in Oregon. 
whoso shores, with tho possible exception 
ct one point on tho south, have never be­ 
fore been touched by tno feet of w hite men. 
The partv’s boats were hauled a hundred 
miles by m ule team s, dragged by a detail of 
soldiers up the snow clad sides of tho ridge 
which surrounds tho lako and lowered by 
roues from the crest to tho water, 900 feet 
below. One hundred and sixty soundings 
were m ade, the icsult of which gives tho 
general character of tho lake uottom. Two 
argo subtncigud cinder < ones were found, 
respectively ,-oo and 1200 feet high, ti to 
rest of the bottom being flat. Captain Dut­ 
ton believes this te lie the deepest, body of 
fresh w ater on the continent. Tho greatest 
depth attained by tho sounding lines was 
2oo5 feet 
As regards tho origin of the basin he 
writes to Director Powell: “ It has, I think. 
been formed in much tho sam e way as the 
grout calderas of the Hawaiian islands, by 
tho m elting of the I em ulations of the orig­ 
inal m ountains, the blowing out of tho 
m olten 
m aterial 
in 
the 
form 
of 
light 
Dumieo 
and 
line 
tufa. 
It 
cannot have been formed by an explosion 
like K rakatoa and Toinboro in tho East In­ 
dies, for there is no trace of the fragm ents 
anyw here in the country round about. But 
tho pum ice and tufa, which surely em anat­ 
ed from this crater, aro seen iii vast quanti­ 
ties anyw here w ithin a radius of tw enty to 
sixty miles. The ago of the crater is wholly 
post glacial.”

In early life Em m a said she was a 
slave in the fam ily of W illiam Beach, a 
w ealthy farm er of Acreman county, \ ir 
giiua. The dead woman was Mr. Beach’s 
favorite (laughter aud tho two grew up to­ 
gether. Miss Sarah, as she called her young 
mistress, at the tim e was sent away to a 
boarding school in Now York and for seve­ 
ral years camo back to the old hom estead 
to 
spend 
lier 
vacations 
w ith 
her 
parents. 
She grow up very handsome. 
D aring hor last year at school she fell in 
love w ith a young New Yorker and m ar­ 
ried him w ithout tho consent of her par­ 
ents. His nam e was Thomas Bayley aud 
he is said to have had very little moans. 
The father, who Is now living in the West, 
declined to have anything to do w ith hts 
daughter and told lier toigo lier way. 
She and hor young 
husband 
strug­ 
gled along for a while until she 
in­ 
herited quite a handsom e fortune from hor 
aunt. This brought plenty and happiness

Ratio! of the Three Prisoners. 


Evidence Accumulating Against the 
Three Defendants. 


W ilm in g to n , 
Mass., 
Angust 28.—Tho 
residents of this quiet town were throw n 
into a state of great excitem ent this m orn­ 
ing when it was learned th at an attem pt had 
■been m ade to poison several persons a t tho 
bouse of Mrs, Elizabeth Blanchard. 
M rs.Blanchard keeps a sum m er lioarding- 
iiouse, and during tho present season has 
had eight or nine hoarders, am ong whom 
were Judge Em m ons and wife of E ast Bos­ 
ton. 
and C. A. Littlefield of 
Boston. 
Mrs. Blanchard has a colored girl about 13 
years of age to as-ist her in the Jiouse. 
Last Thursday evening, the girl, 
whose 
nam e is Mary Davis, wa- told to prepare 
Hie tea 
for 
supper, 
which she 
did. 
Five of the eight persons who sat down to 
supper drank of the tea and in a short tim e 
Mere taken violently sick. They were Judge 
Emmons and Ills wife, C. A. Littlefield, and 
the boarding m istress and her son Samuel. 
Dr. Buzzcll of W ilm ington was called in, 
and, upon exam ination, stated th at th ere 
were strong indications of arsenical pois­ 
oning. 
Some 
of 
the 
tea 
that 
was 
left 
wa- 
exam ined 
and 
found 
to 
contain arsenic. The reason for suspecting 
th at 
tho 
tea 
was 
poisoned 
was be­ 
cause three of the party who sat down to 
supper d i d not drink any of the tea and 
felt no ill effects from the food. 
As the colored girl had prepared the tea. 
she wos asked w hat she n u t into it. but sho 
claim ed th at she put nothing but the tea in 
the tea pot. She said th at she mixed some 
new tea th at had just been purchased w ith 
the old tea th at was left, in tho cannister. 
(she says sho sm elled of the tea and th o u g h t 
it sm elled of tobacco. 
Tim parties have been tinder m edical at­ 
tendance and at lost accounts all were doing 
well and there was little fear of fatal re­ 
sults. 
I he girl was arrested and arraigned 
before tho District Court at Maiden, ant? 
hold in $5000 to answ er on .thursday nex t 


TH E ROMER VI I. GE POISONER*. 


M r*. Ms«rnh J . Robinson and D r. Ct. TV 
liver* Arraigned In Court. 
Tho latest developm ents in the Som er­ 
ville poisoning case has been the arraign­ 
m ent of Mrs. Robinson and her alleged ac­ 
complice. Thomas R. Sm ith, charged w ith 
adm inistering poison, w ith intent to k ill 
W illie 
J. Robinson, son of the fem ale 
prisoner. The counsel for the prisoners 
mado no extended pleas, the law yer re­ 
tained for Mrs. Robinson’s defence alleging 
th at in tho present state of public feeling it 
would not be advisable to argue tho case. 
The prisoners were held in HO.ooo. 
On the same day Dr. C harles 0. Beers was 
arraigned 
w ith Mrs. Robinson, charged 
with the m urder of the latter’.* daughter, 
Lizzie. The exam ination was continued at 
great length, lasting for several cays. 
T he 
evidence showed th at tim doctor was a 
very frequent visitor at Mrs. Robinson’s 
and th at there wne an understanding I e- 
twoon them as to the sick persons, w hile 
tim business relations between tho two 
were equally confidential. Tho details of 
tho deaths of W illie and Lizzie Robinson, 
and tho 
au n t of tho same, were very 
m inute, tne witnesses being the lover of 
the unfortunate Lizzie and dom estics and 
nurses who had been in the house. The 
prisoners were field in $10,000 tor further 
exam ination. 
The 
following 
testim ony 
will give some idea of the m ethods which 
havo given rise to tho charges against both 
prisoner*: 
“The physician I saw w ith M rs.Freem an,’’ 
said Mrs. M arshall, "was Dr. D avidson: 
saw him there tw ice; Mrs, Freem an wanted 
some ice cream ; promised to carry some ice 
cream to Mrs. F reem an: gave Mr. Freem an 
money with which to buy the ice cream : 
he stood the icecream on a window sill; I 
think lie got a pint: i took a san Corfu I to 
Mrs. F reem an; I don’t know who took 
tim croam out of tho pail; 
I offered 
the 
cream 
to 
Mrs. 
Freem an; 
sho 
refused to take it; she was very sick; 
I said to lier sister. ‘Ii you tak e it. perhaps 
silo will eat it’; Mrs. Robinson took some 
ice-cream to Mrs. Freem an: when the sau­ 
cer cam e out it was nearly em p ty ; I don’t 
know who ate it, as she was in another 
room ; som ew here from an hour to an hour 
a n d a half later the wine was called for; 
Mrs. Robinson wont for th e w ine; I heard na 
conversation between Mrs. Robinson and the 
lady down stairs; site gave Mrs. Freem an 
tim wine in tile cup: Mrs. Freem an died front 
five to ten m inutes after drinking the wine; 
I didn’t visit Mrs. Robinson because my 
health was poor; during Mrs. F reem an’s 
sickness when I was there Mrs. Robinson 
m anifested the most sisterly atteutions to 
hor; I visited W illie after he was taken 
sick; I w ent into W illie’s room ; he was 
lying on the sofa; W iliie said he would be 
all right tom orrow ; he said he was inclined 
to vom it considerable; he didn’t say the 
headache was th e consequence of the box, 
tho lieat or anything else; be said he d id n ’t 
w ant any doctor. 
Questioned by Mr. Turner, Mrs. M arshall 
said : W hen I was at Mrs. F reem an's house, 
Dr. Beers was not introduced to m e; I hail 
seen him before; I saw him when he de­ 
livered the bottle to Mrs. Robinson; I don’t 
know how long it -taved!on|that m an tel; th e 
interview, when Dr. Boers was there, lasted 
about ten m inutes; she spoke to him in a 
low tone of voice; I couldn’t understand 
w hat was said, it was in such a low tone 
of voice: had free access to the patient: 
didn’t understand th at Mrs. Freem an had 
taken any dislike to me.

T he soil for successful w in ter w h eat grow ­

T h e w h eat p la n t can n e v er fully develop in 
a w et soil, n o t to speak of being exposed to 
th e action of freezin g and th aw in g in w in ­ 
ter. w hich u su ally both break s th e roots in 
th e soil and d raw s th em from th e gro u n d , 
leav in g th e m in a crippled condition, from 
w hich th ey n ev er w holly recover. 
ROTATION. 
T he n e x t im p o rtan t point is th e adoption 
of a judicious system of ro tatio n of crops. 
T h is has m u ch to do w ith k eep in g up th e 
fertility of th e soil, besides in creasin g tho 
yield of w h eat. C lover and tim o th y belong 
in this ro tatio n w ith o th e r crops, an d a good 
proportion of th em should be fed w ith o th e r 
crops on th e farm , all th o m a n u re being 
carefu lly saved and re tu rn e d . 
It w ould 
seem th a t if care and ju d g m e n t a ro u se d 
th e m a terial used for rn a in ta in iu g th e fer­ 
tility of soil can be produced on th e farm , 
b u t the situ atio n today show s th a t th o u ­ 
sands of farm s, once fertile, have becom e so 
im poverished th a t th e use ol com m ercial 
fertilizers Is considered a n ecessity for a 
ra y in g crop of w heat. 
MANURING. 
T here can be no g re a t difference of opin­ 
ion reg ard in g th e need of m a n u re in suc­ 
cessful w h eat grow ing; b u t th e re m ay be 
as to its application. 
W hen th e soil is to be 
enriched w ith barn-yard m an u re, I have 
alw ays tou n d th e best resu lts from ap p ly in g I 
to th e surJace an d th o ro u g h ly in te rm ix in g 
w ith th e up p er soil belore seeding. T his 
plan secures a b etter g row th of p la n t in 
au tu m n an d to som e e x te n t acts as a m ulch, 
besides m a k in g a b etter seed-bed for clover. 
C om m ercial fertilizers can bo sow n w ith 
th e d rill a tta c h m e n t rn ado for th a t purpose. 
or broadcast, w hich is perh ap s g en erally 
best. 
THE BEST SOIL. 
Clay a n d loam m ixed probably form th e 
best soil fo r w h eat as to d u ra b ility ; h u t it is 
less easily cu ltiv ated . 
Som e o th e r soils, 
such as san d an d gravel, w ill produce lin er 
qu ality of w heat, b u t th ey lack fe rtilizin g 
in g red ien ts and th e m ean s of reta in in g 
th em . C onsiderable soil in n o rth e rn O hio 
is com posed m ostly of h u m u s o r decayed 
v eg etab le m atter, w h ich 
w ill n o t raise 
w heat. b u t is gen erally in ie sted w ith w orm s 
and insects, w hose rav ag es a re seen in 
spots in m any balds. 
I-et snch lan d lie 
farm ed in o th e r crops u n til th e subsoil is 
th o ro u g h ly in term ix ed and th e top soil 
lim ier. 
W hen u n d er-d rain ed a n d clovered 
such soil w ill becom e su ita b le for alm ost 
any crop. 
PREPARATION OF SOH.. 
T h e p rep aratio n of lan d for w h e at re ­ 
quires th e sam** skill anti ju d g m e n t as does 
its fertilizatio n . T h e p lo u g h in g m u st alw ays 
be done in a w o rk m an lik e m a n n e r, and 
ra th e r d eep er th a n for sp rin g crops. 
If it is 
to be a su m m e r fallow , plough in J u n e and 
harro w th e g ro u n d rep eated ly lo k eep dow n 
w eeds. 
No fu rth e r p lo u g h in g is req u ired in 
th is p re p a ra tio n , as it need only be c u lti­ 
v a te d w ith th e w heel c u ltiv a to r before seed­ 
in g ; perh ap s, m ay n eed it o th er tim es be­ 
fore, if w eeds are troublesom e. 
If a clover 
sod is lo be fitted for w h eat, p lough it no 
la te r th a n Ju ly . so th a t th e ground m av set­ 
tle w dore seeding. 
S tu b b le gro u n d , e ith e r 
w h e at or oats, o u g h t to be ploughed as soon 
as possible a fte r th e crop is rem oved. Roll 
an d h a rro w for w h e at as fa st as ploughed. 
T h is w ill n o t only m a k e it solid, b u t pre­ 
v e n t its d ry in g out. 
H arro w rep eated ly to 
keep th e su rface m ellow and clean. B efore 
seeding, in e ith e r case. tim soil m u st bo p u t 
In th e b e st possible condition, to th o d ep th 
of tw o o r th re e inches, T h e p rin cip le of 
h a v in g th e seed-bed solid below , an d fine 
a u d m ellow on top. m u st n o t be overlooked, 
fo r it is of v a st im portance. 
It sh o u ld be 
re m a rk e d th a t th e p lo u g h in g is to bo done 
in "la n d s,” a n d w h en sow n, fu rro w s and 
cross-furrow s, if necessary, be opened, th a t 
po a cc u m u la tio n of w a ter m ay re m a in on 
th e surfaoe.

O n light, n a tu ra lly w ell-drained or 
porous soils, com p actin g th o loose soil m ay 
be u sefu l; b u t, as a g en eral ru le It is d esir­ 
ab le to h a v e th e e n tire soil loose, th a t th e 
a ir m ay c irc u la te deeply, o x id izin g and 
d e stro y in g noxious substances, an d th u s 
p ro m o tin g th o d eep er p e n etra tio n of roots. 
T hese m a tte rs w ore p re tty th o ro u g h ly dis­ 
cussed in o u r c h ap ter on D eep a n d .Shallow 
P lo u g h in g la st sp rin g .—E n.] 
SEEDING. 
I t is host to use th e d rill w h erev er possi­ 
ble. 
If th o soil is in proper co n d itio n , th e 
Wed w ill be evenly d istrib u te d to a uniform 
aepth, h a v in g little rid g es on each side of 
the seed-bed. w hich w ill serve to feed tim 
roung p la n ts th ro u g h th e a lte rn a te freez­ 
ing an d th a w in g th a t o th erw ise w ould lift 
them o u t of th e ground.

D espite th e croakers, w ho " b e a r” th e 
peaoh h a rv e st, w ho u su ally hav e th e buds 
w in ter-k illed , w ho p red ict d am ag e from 
cold rain s a t blossom ing tim e, a u d la te rd is- 
cover a ie a rfu l " d ro p '’ of th o fru it a fte r it 
has set. th e re w ill be a very larg e crop of 
peaches. 
In w h at h av e h ereto fo re been 
kn o w n as th e "p each reg io n s.” th e yield 
w ill be n early up to th e m ax im u m . 
Besides 
th is, peaches h av e been, w ith in Hie last few 
years, 
ex ten siv ely p lan ted 
in localities 
w h ere th ey h av e n o t of la te years been 
grow n. 
M any of these n ew o rch ard s w ill 
com e in to fu ll h e arin g th is y ear for tile first 
tim e, an d th e se are sufficiently n u m ero u s 
to ap p reciab ly increase th e ag g reg ate. 
E x ­ 
p erien ced peach-grow ers do no t need any 
in stru c tio n in p ack in g and sh ip p in g th e 
fru it, w hile th e novices w ill find a lew h in ts 
of g re a t assistance. 
As soon as th e prob­ 
ab le yiold of th o o rch ard can be estim ated . 
packages for sh ip p in g th e crop should be 
provided, th e e a rlie r th e b etter. T ile peach 
b a sk e t is rap id ly boing rep laced by tho 
crate, especially for long distances, an d 
w h ere th e peaches are to be re-shipped from 
th e place to w hich th ey are consigned, to a 
m ore d ista n t m ark et. 
S till, baskets are in 
use to a larg e e x ie tit. and th e re a re sev eral 
d ifferen t sty les m ad e by th e m an u factu rers. 
W h atev er m ay be tho sty le of baskets, th ey 
should lie ordered w ell in ad v an ce of th e 
tim e w hen th ey w ill he needed, and so 
m ark ed th a t th ey m av be pro p erly id e n ti­ 
fied. 
I he sta n d a rd size o f th o b ask et is 
fivo-eigliths of a bushel, stru c k m easure. 
M uch sm aller b ask ets are used by those 
w ho care little for th e ir re p u ta tio n for h o n ­ 
est d ealin g . 
B askets are re tu rn e d to th e 
grow er 
T ho n u m b e r of b ask ets n eed ed for 
m a rk e tin g a crop w ill d epend upon th e 
p ro m p tn ess w ith w h ich em p ties a re re ­ 
tu rn ed . 
F o r a crop of 10.000 bask ets it is 
estim ate d th a t 650 b ask ets w ould be suffi­ 
cien t to m a rk e t it w ere th e em p ties prop­ 
erly re tu rn e u . b u t in view of all tim delays 
a t least 4000 b askets are provided. C rates, 
on th e o th e r h an d , go w ith th e peaches, and 
are no t re tu rn e d , consequently as m any 
crates m u st be provided as th e re are b u sh ­ 
els lo be shipped. T ho sta n d a rd cra te oon- 
si-.ts of th irte e n pieces: tw o ends an d a m id­ 
dle piece of thro o -q u arter-iu ch stuff, seven 
and a h a lf in ch es w ide by fo u rteen long. 
T h e o th e r pieces are 
of three-eig h th s- 
tn ch stuff. 
T h e b o tto m an d top are six 
an d one n a if inches w ide, aud tw en ty -th ree 
and o ne-half inches long. 
T he sides hav e 
fo u r slats, each tw o a n a o ne-half inches 
w ide, an d tw e n ty -th ree an d one-half inches 
long. 
lf tim crates are to go to a g re a t dis­ 
tan ce a c le a t is nailed across th e top and 
bottom a t each en d ; th e se allow of free 
v e n tila tio n w h en th e crates are stack ed one 
upon an o th er. 'H ie c rates are u su ally m ade 
by th e grow er. 
B eaches should n ev er be 
soft w hen packed for oven a n e ar m arket. 
If to go a long d istan ce th e degree of h a rd ­ 
ness m u st he go v ern ed by th e len g th of 
tim e th e fru it will be en route. 
T he ex act 
con d itio n a t w hich fru it m u st be g ath ered 
for d ifferen t distan ces can only be lo am ed 
by ex perience. B efore pack in g th e poaches 
should be tu rn e d o u t upon a table, w here 
ti.ev m ay bo inspected, an d n o t a single 
soft one allow ed to bo pack ea. O ne o v er­ 
rip e peach m ay spoil a w hole crate.

It is custom ary

uniform q u a lity th ro u g h o u t, th o u g h it is 
allo w ab le to "fa c e ” th e bask ets by tu rn in g 
tim colored ch eek of th e top lay er upper­ 
m ost.

PICKING AND RIPENING PEARS. 
As th o fru it Increases in size it re ta in s its 
gre< n tin t, and ouly w h en g row ing ceases 
an d th e m a tu rin g process begins does th e 
coloring vary.

A tin g e of yellow , m ostly very 
slig h t, m ay be noticed, a n a freq u en tly a 
ru sset ap p earan ce is a p p aren t on tile skin.

te r pears in o u r m ark ets, an d it is n o t alto ­ 
g e th e r ow ing to ig n o ran ce eith er, as a vory 
sh o rt season or a clim ate an d soil th a t are 
d e trim e n ta l to early m a tu rity w ill in m anv 
cases p re v e n t th e crop from b ein g p erfect 
w ith best of care.

It is n o t desirable to e a rth up th a t in ten d ed 
for la te use. m ore th a n en o u g h to k eep th e 
p lan ts from sp reading, u n til ab o u t th re e 
w eeks before th ey are to be p u t aw ay in 
w in te r qu arters. 
C are m u st bo observed, in 
e arth in g , th a t tho foliage be dry, oth erw ise 
tho q u ality of th e crop m ig h t be seriously 
in ju red . 
F or a fam ily w h ere ouly IOO or 
200 p la n ts a re grow n, th e best w ay is to 
first strip off all decayed or sh o rt leaves, 
th e n at th e first e a rth in g or h an d lin g , as it 
is usu ally called, first d raw e a rth up w ith 
th e hands, so as to keep th o stalk s close to ­ 
gether. T he old-fashioned w ay was to draw 
th em to g e th e r w ith a piece of bass m a ttin g 
w hich was slipped up a t eacli successive 
earth in g . 
A lw ays keep th e crow n or tho 
c en tre of th e celery p la n t free from soil. 
RADISHES 
A n o th er crop of th ese p leasan t vegetables 
m ay still bo sow n, b u t it w ould be best to 
use th e tu rn ip , or som e of th e oval kinds, 
lin e th o E n g lish B reak fast.

A t th o E a st th is plan w as form erly 
very com m on, an d is su itab le in all locali­ 
ties w here th o w in ters are n o t too severe, 
b u t h ere in th e N orthw 'est it is necessary to 
place m ore d ependence on sp rin g sow ing of 
such things. 
SPINACH 
is also a crop th a t even h ere m ay be sow n 
in a u tu m n and w in tered over if slig h tly 
protected by a few ev erg reen b ran ch es or a 
little loose litte r th ro w n over them . 
ONIONS 
in ten d ed for sp rin g use m ay bo p lan ted in 
a u tu m n . 
T h e k in d a aa p te d for th is pur­ 
pose is tile top or tre e onion, w hich repro­ 
duces itself by a m ass of sinai! onions iu Hie 
place of seed. 
T hese m ay bo p lan ted in 
row s a foot a p art, th e sets th re e in ch es in 
th e ro w s; in sp rin g th ey w ill fu rn ish th e 
first g reen crop, an d w ill begin to grow as 
soon us th e fro st is sufficiently o u t of th e 
g ro u n d for th e e arth to becom e m oderately 
w arm .

T h e H essian F ly —T h e W h e a t Midge 
T he W ire W orm . 
In sects a re classified according to tho 
n u m b e r of th e ir w ings, an d tho H essian fly, 
b ein g tw o w inged, belongs to th e order 
D iptera. 
T h e fem ale is slender, of a d a rk 
brow n color, th e w ings being a d u ll, sm oky 
brow n. 
T h e m ale is so m ew h at sm aller. 
T he egg is ab o u t one-fiftioth of an inch 
long, cy lin d rical and pointed a t both ends, 
h a v in g a sh in in g , tra n sp a re n t shell. 
T iiere are tw o broods of th is insect in th e 
year, th e first lay in g its eggs on th o leaves 
of th e young w h eat in A pril a n d M ay, tho 
second a p p ea rin g in A u g u stan d Septem ber, 
d ep o sitin g its eggs on th e te n d e r shoots of 
w in te r w heat. 
T he egg h atch es in ab o u t four d ay s a fte r 
tieing layed, a la rv a o r m aggot b ein g pro­ 
duced, th e body being soft, sm ooth, sh in in g , 
oval-cylindrical, c o n ta in in g 
tw elv e 
seg­ 
m ents. 
M any of th ese larvae find th e ir way 
dow n betw een th e stem an d th e base of Hie 
leaf, n e ar th e roots, pro d u cin g a sw elling 
of th e stalk , an d th e p la n t tu rn s yellow and 
dies. 
T h e n e x t tran sfo rm atio n is th o p u p ariu m 
or "fiax-seed” stage. T his occurs ab o u t th irty 
or forty days a tte r tile fall w h eat is sown, 
and in th is condition Hie in sect rem ain s 
over w inter. T h e body is th en brow n, and 
finally tu rn s in to a b rig h t c h e stn u t color. 
In th e first w arm th of sp rin g th ese "flax­ 
seeds” rap id ly tran sfo rm in to th e chrysalis 
state, soon a fte r w hich th e fly escapes in to 
th e air. 
T his is th e life h isto ry ; now for th e rem e­ 
dies. 
It is necessary for a farm er to u n d er­ 
stan d Hie life history of ills d e stru ctiv e in­ 
sects; for th ere are so m any h u m b u g rem e­ 
dies, th e ab su rd ity of w hich can only be 
seen th ro u g h th e life-liistory spectacles. If 
m uch w h eat is sh elled on th o field w hile 
h arv estin g , it is q u ite n a tu ra l th a t the 
sprouts w ill be a tta c k e d byth© fly. 
Late 
sow ing h a s been strongly recom m ended in 
order 
th a t 
th e 
first 
frosts 
w ill 
de­ 
stroy 
th e 
tty 
before 
th o 
grow ing 
w heat 
appears 
above gro u n d , thereby 
p rev en tin g egg deposits, but la te sown 
w h eat is a p t to be w in ter k illed , is usually 
m ore liable to rust, and to be a tta c k e d by 
th e m idge. 
A g reat deal of nonsense is 
talk ed about insect-proof \ ariettes of differ­ 
e n t field an d g ard en crops, b u t th e w heats 
w hich best w ith stan d th e a tta c k of th e Hes­ 
sian fly are n o t ow ing to v arieties in th em ­ 
selves so m u ch as to th e fa c t th a t th e h ard ­ 
e st and coarsest leaf an d stalk is loss in v it­ 
ing to th is insect. 
B u rn in g th e w h e at stub­ 
ble im m ed iately a fte r h a rv e st lias th o dis­ 
ad v an tag e of destroying th e p arasites w hich 
are th e w orst enem ies of th e tty. C lose pas­ 
tu rin g w ith sheep late in th e fall w ill de­ 
stroy m yriads of th e insects. 
S tren g th en ­ 
in g th e v ita lity of th e crop by drainage, 
ro tatio n , cu ltiv atio n an d fertilizers is an 
ex cellen t p rev en tativ e. 
B lougliing narrow 
strips around and th ro u g h tho field an d sow­ 
ing th em early w ith a soft. te n d e r variety 
of 
w h e at 
w ill a ttra c t th e 
fly, an d by 
p loughing th e w hoat deep u n d e r th e in ­ 
sects w ill be destroyed, an d th e w hole field 
m ay be sow n to fall w heat. 
T he g reat draw b ack w ith th is, as w ell as 
w ith all o th e r d estru ctiv e insect s.is th a t far­ 
m ers will not co o p erate,an d it is useless for a 
few of th e m ost in te llig e n t farm ers to use 
p rev en tativ es and rem ed ies so long as a 
large n u m b er of th e ir n eighbors believe 
th a t such calam ities are a visitation of 
P rovidence, an d m u st th erefo re be endured. 
THE WHEAT MIDGE. 
T h is fly is a v ery m in u te insect, w ith 
long slen d er legs a n d 
an ten n al (horns). 
T h e eyes are larg e an d black. 
T h e wings 
are 
so m ew h at w ide am i rounded at tho 
o u ter e x tre m ity , and m o d erately tran sp ar­ 
ent. 
T h e body Is slen d er anil is divided 
in to a larg e n u m b er of segm ents 
This 
insect should no t he m ix ed up w ith tho 
H essian fly. as is done in th e m inds of m any 
farm ers. 
T ile fem ale deposits lier eggs on th e heads 
of g rain , and th e h u tch ed larva- are m ag­ 
gots of a reddisn color, w hich feed upon 
tim young k ern els of w h e at and o th er sm all 
g rain s—o v e n so m etim es upon the grasses. 
T h e insect has been know n on this co n ti­ 
n e n t since 1827, a lth o u g h 
it. had been 
know n in E urope for n early h alf a cen tu ry 
p rior to tim t date. 
Its life history iias no t 
y et been th o ro u g h ly explored. Tile m ag­ 
gots reach m a tu rity in th e la tte r p a rt of 
J u ly mid in A ugust,w hen th ey are supposed 
to e n te r tho g ro u n d an d rem ain th ere over 
w inter, u n til th e follow ing .lune. Som e 
m aggots, how ever, h av e been found in 
w h eat w inch was le ft stan d in g long lifter it 
becam e ripe, p ro v in g th a t Hie insect, to 
som e e x te n t, can th riv e on d ry food. 
THE WIRE WORM. 
T his p est is a very p ro v o k in g one. and ex­ 
cites m au y inquiries. 
AV© have tw o or 
th ree in q u iries now in reg ard to it. It preys 
upon alm o st ev ery crop th a t is grow n. 
T hey do n o t trouolo beans, pease and b u ck ­ 
w heat, b u t w e do n o t th in k of any o th e r 
crop th a t th e y do n o t som etim es injure. 
T hey resem ble a w orm au d resem ble w ire, 
and lienee th e ir n a m e is very appropriate.

and so 
is freq u e n t h arro w in g . 
Xii is gives th e

Both gas lim e 
and salt are used to ad v an tag e in E urope, 
b eing placed w ith th e seed a t tim e of p lan t­ 
ing. Som e advise th e sow ing of b u ck w h eat 
th e second y ear a fte r th e plow ing u n d er 
sod, should th e w ire w o rm bo very a b u n d ­ 
ant. T h e first year, one experienced farm er 
and g a rd n e r says, th e y seem to prefer th o 
d ecaying grass roots, and b u ck w h eat seem s 
d istastefu l or poisonous to them . T he sam e 
is bu t little loss tru e , th e w riter says, of 
beaus an d p e a s . __________ 
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T h e M anagem ent of Young T a r t l y * — 
T h e Cure of Chicken*. 
O f all classes of p o u ltry young tu rk ey s 
are th e m ost d ifficult to raise; yet w hen 
fu lly m a tu re d , tu rk e y s can end u re g reater 
e x tre m e s of cold a n d h eat, and subsist w ith 
less assistan ce th a n 
any o th er class of 
pou ltry . 
A lth o u g h it is often overlooked, 
y et m uch d ep en d s upon^ th e p a re n t stock. 
Y oung tu rk e y s h a tc h ed 'front eggs laid by 
h en s only one y e ar old do not possess th e 
vlg cr and h ard in ess o f those produced from 
eggs laid by fully-developed birds. It is b et­ 
ter, th erefo re, to use gobblers and h en s over 
tw o years old for b reed in g purposes. 
If we can g et a t th e root ot th e difficulty 
in th e w ay of ra isin g young tu rk ey s m uch 
of Hie loss m ay be avoided. 
To do this ic 
m u st bo co nsidered th a t young tu rk ey s 
fe a th e r very rapidly. It is th is quick grow th 
of fe a th e r th a t o ften d eb ilitates them , and 
causes th em to drop off suddenly. 
They re­ 
q u ire a larg e q u a n tity of food, w hich m ust 
be given often, and consists of th a t w hich 
co n tain s a larg e proportion of those ele­ 
m en ts essen tial to grow th, H ence corn­ 
m e a l is insufficient food for young turkeys, 
us every fa n n e r’s w ife know s. Like chicks, 
hard-boiled eggs, finely chopped, and m ixed 
w ith onion-tops, a re ex cellen t for th e first 
tw o days. 
W h eat bread, so iked iii m ilk . 
m ay th e n he given, varied w ith cooked 
oatm eal c o n ta in in g lettu ce or onion-tops. As 
thoy req u ire close a tte n tio n , ow ing to th e 
rap id d ev elo p m en t ol feath ers, th e safest 
m ode of feed in g is to give th em four m eals 
daily. 
As soon as th ev begin to ru n about 
th ev should h av e n o t only a v ariety of 
cooked g round g ra in , w ith m ilk, bu t also 
m eat th re e or fo u r tim es a week, w ith all 
th e chopped v eg etab les ih ey can eat, as 
w ell as ground bone in tho soft food. 
T u r­ 
keys th riv e best on Iroth anim al an d vege­ 
tab le food, an d c an n o t en d u re confinem ent. 
W hen very young, th ey m ay be given lib­ 
e rty : bu t th e hen should be confined in a 
sm all yard to p re v e n t w an d erin g off. T he 
little tu rk s should not lie allow ed in th e 
w et grass, and on Hie ap p earan ce of ind ica­ 
tions of a show er th ey m ust bo k ep t sh u t up 
u n ’il th e d an g er is ovor. 
D am pness is fa ta l to young tu rk ey s, and 
causes g re a te r loss th a n an v illin g else. T he 
essen tials to Success are, nitrogenous food, 
w arm th , dryness an d freq u en t feeding. 
If 
produced by th e uniou of vigorous parents, 
an d given carefu l a tte n tio n u n til a fte r th e 
c ritic a l period, few er hisses w ill 
occur. 
W hen th re e m o n th s old they w ill be able to 
ta k e cate of th em selv es w ithout assistance. 
M any persons 
recom m end keep in g 
th e 
young tu rk e y s confined, out thoy can n o t be 
easily raised unless given liberty, as th e 
tu rk e y is n a tu ra lly ad d icted to loraginir: 
b u t if th e re are a n u m b er of them , it w ill 
lie profitable to w atch th em until th ey are 


w ell 
advanced. 
T h e 
m ilk 
an d d rin k ­ 
in g w a ter should alw ays be so g iv en th a t 
th e birds can n o t w et them selves. 
W hen 
th e y oung ones are p u t w ith th o g e n eral 
flock, aud are m ade to forage for th e m ­ 
selves, it w ill ho found an ad v an tag e to 
give th em a good m eal of g ra in w hen th ey 
com e up at n ig h t, especially of g ro u n d oats 
and m iddlings, m oistened w ith m ilk an d 
baked. 
T his is no t ab so lu tely necessary, 
b u t if s6 tre a te d thoy w ill grow fa ster an d 
a tta in larg er size, an d be induced to com e 
u p reg u larly a t evening. 
If in sec t food is 
n o t a b u n d an t, a feeding of chopped m eat 
tw ice a w eek w ill be very acceptable. 
If 
hatch ed u n d er hens an d raised w ith Hie 
chicks, th ey can be ta u g h t to roost in th e 
p oultry-house a t n ig h t, b u t they p re fe r th o 
open air, if w ell p ro tected from w inds an d 
enem ies. 
W hen being fa tte n e d they should 
n o t be confined longer th a n ten days,or they 
w ill 
w orry 
an d 
becom e 
disco n ten ted , 
th e re b y losing flesh.—[R ural N ew Y orker.

G azette finds oatm eal Hie best stap le food 
for ch ick en s. 
Ho g en erally w ets it w ith 
new m flk, an d gives it im m ed iately a fte r 
m ix in g it, allo w in g none to re m a in a fte r 
each feed. 
No m ore food sliould be m ixed 
a t a tim e th a n th o ch ick en s w ill eat. as any 
food w hich lies over w ill becom e so u r am i 
unw holesom e. 
On w et days, w hen th ey 
can n o t go ou t, lie gives a hard-boiled egg to 
each brood. 
H e finds th is ch eap er a n d bet­ 
te r th an artificial food. 
H e also g ives eggs 
a t first for a w eek a fte r th e ch ick en s com e 
out, one egg to each score of chicks. He 
alw ays uses up stale broad, so ak in g it in 
w nrm m ilk and m ix in g it w ith m eal. 
If 
th o price of m eal w ere no objection he 
w ould give it u n til th re e m o n th s old. H e 
alw ays gives each brood a h a n d fu l of good 
oats for th e ir last 
feed iu th e evening, 
w hen th ey pass th re e or four w eeks old. 
T his keeps th em full d u rin g th e n ig h t, 
lf 
fow ls g e t soft food w hen going to roost, it is 
d igested early in th e n ig h t, an d th e y tire 
h u n g ry before m orning. 
T h is is avoided 
by g iv in g w hole grain. 
C h ick en s sliould n ev o r 
be allow ed to 
roost till ten or tw elv e w eeks old. 
If al­ 
low ed to perch, th e ir b reasts o ften get 
crooked an d th e ir g ro w th an d app earan ce 
a t tab le are spoiled. 
O ccasionally we see 
an oth erw ise fine tu rk e y m ost u n sig h tly 
front th is cause. 
F a ilin g dow n is o ften in­ 
ju rio u s to larg e birds. 
O ne rem edy for gapes, so m etim es called 
pip or roup, is th e follow ing; T ak e tw o 
h airs plucked from a horse’s tail. n u t th em 
stra ig h t to g e th e r an d draw a k n o t on th e 
tops: th en c u t off th e points n e ar th e knot. 
In tro d u ce tin s in to Hie w indpipe, n o t tho 
th ro a t, and n u t it dow n to Hie end, say 
ab o u t th ree inches. T hen tw ist tile h airs 
betw een Hie th u m b an d fro n t finger and 
d raw it out. 
T h ere is no d a n g er w ith th is 
m ethod, a u d less u n c erta in ty th a n w ith 
others. 
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W ritte n Especially fo r the American 
R u ra l Hom e by G. M. Doolittle. 
A su bscriber to th e A m erican R u ral H om e 
w ishes m e to giv e an article on th e tra n s­ 
ferrin g of bbcs irom box hives in to m ovable 
fram e hives. 
T ho first req u isite is to havo 
som e one-eighth in ch holes bored th ro u g h 
th e c en tre of each fram e co n tain ed in th e 
m ovable hive, ab o u t th re e th ro u g h to p and 
bottom bar, aud th e sam e th ro u g h th e end 
bars if th e y are of equal le n g th w ith Hie 
others. 
If sh o rter, th e n tw o w ill be suffi­ 
cient. 
N ex t g e t som e th o rn s to go th ro u g h 
th e holes, or w h ittle som e pegs, h a v in g 
th em sh arp a t th e points. 
T h e re a re only 
tw o really fav o rab le tim es for tran sferrin g , 
a lth o u g h it can be done a t any tim e by 
using care. 
T h e first is d u rin g fru it or 
apple bloom , an d th e second is tw enty-one 
days a fte r th e first or prim e sw arm issues. 
If done in fru it bloom bu t little b rood and 
honey is iii th e w ay, w h ile honey is com ing 
in to p re v e n t robbing, as w ell as to enable 
tho bees to rap id ly re p a ir th e ir com bs. 
If 
done tw enty-one days a fte rs w a rm in g th e re 
w ill be no brood in th e hives ex cep t a little 
drone brood, so th e re w ill be no loss trom 
c u ttin g th ro u g h it, as ail th o bees fro m th e 
eggs laid by th e old qu een w ill be now 
h atch ed , w h ile th e young queen w ill hav e 
only ju s t begun laying. B eside h a v in g th e 
fram es an d pegs ready a board ab o u t tw o 
feet sq u are w ill be n ecessary, a n d a b arrel 
or box of c o n v en ien t h e ig h t for th e opera­ 
to r to place th e board upon. On ono side of 
th e board should be ta c k ed th re e or four 
th ick n esses of clo th , so th e brood 
and 
com bs w ill n o t be in ju red by b eing placed 
upon it. 
H av in g th ese th in g s in 
readiness, to ­ 
g e th e r w ith a long-bladed knife, proceed to 
Hie hivo and blow a few ru ffs of sm oke in 
a t th e e n tra n c e to alarm th e bees, w hen th e 
box hiv e is to tie tu rn e d bottom up, ab d Hie 
fram e h iv e placed on th e stan d th e box hive 
occupied. 
Blow a little m ore sm o k e over 
th o exposed bottom of th e com bs au d place 
tho cai) to th e hive, or any box, over th e 
bottom of th e hive, a little to one side for 
th e bees to craw l up into. 
It is said th a t 
th is box m u st fit so tig h tly th a t no bees can 
g et out, au d th a t th en th e bees m u st lie 
d ru m m ed u n in to it, b u t I find th a t th e 
fig h t jo in t is unnecessary, and th a t all the 
d ru m m in g required is done by sp littin g Hie 
old hiv e ap art, prep arato ry to g e ttin g Hie 
com bs out. 
Select th e side of th e h iv e to 
w hich Hie com bs ru n p arallel, it possible, 
an d proceed to pry off Hie side, u sin g a cold 
ch isel to c u t th e n ails if necessary. If th ere 
a re cross-sticks til rough th e cen tre of th e 
liive th ese m u st lie c u t oft w ith a saw , or 
o therw ise. By th is tim e th e bees will all lie 
off th e com bs n e x t to you, w hen th e first 
one is to be c u t o u t of th e hivo and laid on 
tho p repared boara. 
Now lay a fram e on 
th e com b, an d m ark th e com b by th e inside 
of th o fram e. 
T a k e o ff th e fram e an d cu t 
th e com l) a h a ir larg er th a n th e m arks, so 
m a t it w ill lit closely. N ex t press th e fram e 
o ver th e com b u n til it nicelv tills th e fram e, 
w h en Hie th o rn s or pius are to be pushed 
th ro u g h th e h o le sin to tlie com b sons to hold 
it in place in th e fram e w hen h u n g in the 
hive. 
To ta k e from th o board, raise board 
an d all u n til th e fram e stan d s in th e posi­ 
tio n it hangs in th o hive, w hen th e re will 
he no d a n g er of Hie com b fa llin g o u t in 
liftin g . 
Blae© in Hie hive, w hen th e bees 
w inch havo re tu rn e d from th e field will 
ta k e possession of it, lick in g u p drip, etc. 
P roceed to c u t out Hie rest of th e com bs, 
and fit th e m in Hie fram es th e sam e way 
u n til all are used, and set in th e now hive, 
p lacin g th em in Hie new h iv e in th e sam e 
relativ e position as n e ar as possible w hich 
tliev occupied before. 
lf drone com b to any am o u n t is found, it 
is well to have th e m ost of it o u t 
lf m any 
pieces ot nice w o rk er co m b u re m ad e by Hie 
com bs c u ttin g to d isad v an tag e, th ey can be 
lilted in to fram es, an d tine w ire w ound 
aro u n d to hold th em in place. 
If tit is is 
d one th e lin e m ust lie opened in a fow days, 
a s soon as tho bees g et th e com bs securely 
fasten ed , aud th e w ire rem oved. T ho pegs 
can alw ays rem ain, as th ey do no p artic u la r 
h arm . 
As soon as th e com bs are in close th e new 
hive, and hive th e bees w hich are in th e 
cap or box into it, th e sam e as an y sw arm 
w ould be hived, w hen Hie job is done. 
If a 
scarcity of honey e-xists a t th e tim e of tran s­ 
ferrin g . so th a t robbbing is liab le to occur, 
a bee te n t to set over th e hivo a n d o perator 
is a good thing. 
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F a rt* fo r Yarnier»~-Nuininer Seeding to 
G ras*— Prop ag atio n of Flout* icy Cut­ 
tin g —Etc., etc., etc. 
A fa rm e rs’ clu b m anaged for show m ay 
h av e 
som e influence to w ard ad v an cin g 
a g ric u ltu re , b u t it w ill n o t do as m uch 
good w ork as an o th e r clu b th a t m ak es d i­ 
re c t effort to im prove m eth o d s of farm 
w ork. 
Good w in ter apples are reaso n ab ly sure 
to find read y m a rk e t abroad th is year a t 
prices th a t w ill give profit for p ro d u cin g 
th e m , b u t th ey m u st lie sound anil good 
or th ey w ill no t bo w o rth tran sp o rtatio n . 
O ats c u t w h ile th e straw is y et g reen m ay 
fill an d w eigh m ore to tile b u sh el th a n if 
left stan d in g u n til o v e r-rip . 
T he best 
tim e to c u t is w hen tho g ra itr h as a tta in ed 
fu ll size an d beguti to harden. 
Old sods, w eeds, d ead anim als, v eg etab le 
w aste, ashes, lim o, p laster, refu se sa lt an d 
m an y o th e r th in g s b len d am azin g ly w ell in 
th e com post h eap an d rep ay th o labor of 
c o llectin g as c erta in ly as an y re tu rn s for 
lab o r on th e farm . 
W estern heel' crow ds E astern m a rk e ts 
every day of th e year, hut th o ro is alw ays 
room for tim best m eats produced a t th e 
E ast; an d a t prices th a t offer enco u rag e­ 
m e n t to farm ers w ho know how to feed 
c attle to m ak e th e m ost of th em . 
E v ery fa n n e r witose lands h av e been long 
u n d e r cu ltiv atio n w an ts m ore m an u re th an 
he can get, bu t th e re are th o u san d s w ho per­ 
m it v ast q u a n titie s of fe rtilizin g m a tte r to 
go to w aste w ith o u t so m u ch as th e slig h t­ 
est effort to save it. 
P rep aratio n for w h eat a fte r oats or barley 
sh o u ld begin im m ed iately a fte r th e crop is 
rem oved, and com pleted before Hie first of 
S eptem ber, in o rder th a t ih e ground m ay 
h av e tim e to settle, for th o seed w ill n o t 
g erm in ate w ell nor root w ell in open soil. 
A ta x of t wo cents a pound on oleom ar­ 
g arin e w ill n o t be h alf as burdensom e as 
th e bran d , w hich, lik e th a t of C ain, will be 
too g re a t to be borne w here all m en m ay see 
an d Ire so w arned against, tho vileness of a 
c o u n te rfe it th a t has too lo n g been p er­ 
m itte d to assum e a v irtu e it had not. 
F o r th e first tim e in m any r ears farm ers 
h av e been a b 'e to obtain restrictiv e legisla­ 
tio n from a C ongress th a t h as re lu c ta n tly 
im posed a ta x on c o u n terfeits a fte r th ey 
h av e inflicted im m en se loss upon an in d u s­ 
try th a t co n trib u tes to th e su p p o rt of one- 
fo u rth th e population of th o country. 
T obacco is cured in th re e w ays; 
Bv air- 
drying. by open tire h e a t from charcoal or 
wood fires in th e barn, and by flues w hich 
convey h e at from ovens an d h e aters b u ilt 
ou tsid e of th e barn. T h e la st m eth o d is th e 
best. as it (rives one b e tte r co n tro l over th e 


tem p eratu re. No re g u la r ru le can be g iv e n ; 
th e h e a t is to be re g u la te d according to c ir­ 
cum stances. and m u st c h an g e w ith th e 
w eather. 
T he m ain th in g is to dry th e to ­ 
bacco g ra d u a lly to secure a good color, and 
to p re v e n t m oulding. 
W h en th e tobacco is 
dry it should be k e p t so by g en tle tirin g in 
w et or dam p w eath er, and it sh o u ld n o t bo 
to u ch ed to b u lk it u n til it has becom e soft 
and pliable. 
Tim m ost p a rtic u la r p a rt of 
th e c u rin g is th e fe rm e n ta tio n w hich occurs 
w hen th e tobacco is bulked, as th is process 
has a very im p o rtan t re su lt on th e flavor of 
th e leaf. 
SUMMER SEEDING TO GRASS. 
T he m ost successful seeding to grass m ay 
be done in Ju ly and A ugust, a fte r th e g rain 
crops are ta k e n off. T he p resen t season lias 
been a had one for th e seed sown last fall. 
T h e h ard w in ter destroyed th e tim o th y , and 
tho late sp rin g lias in te rfered g reatly w ith 
th e seeding of th e clover. 
As a rule, it m ay 
be said th a t su m m er seeding is m ore suc­ 
cessful th a n fall an d sp rin g seeding, but Hie 
ground m u st be th o ro u g h ly w ell prepared. 
The w hole secret lies in th is p rep aratio n . 
T h e follow ing plan has been tound excel­ 
lent. 
T he stu b b le is w ell ploughed, no t 
m ore th a n four inches deep, a n d im m ed i­ 
ately h arro w ed in a th o ro u g h 
m anner. 
T h ere are sev eral new im p lem en ts w hich 
do th is w ork in th e best m an n er, p u lv eriz­ 
ing th e soil, 
leveling th o surface, and 
sm o o th in g it, so as to g et th e land in th e 
m ost p erfect condition for th e seed. 
A fter 
all th is has te e n d one,and th e furrow m ark s 
o b literated , th o seed is sow n am i th e sur­ 
face im m ed iately rolled. 
If th is is done in 
Ju ly n o th in g m ore is required. 
If it is left 
la te r it w ill be d esirab le to sow tu rn ip seed. 
a t th e ra te of one pound per acre, w ith th e 
grass seed. T his affords protection for tho 
young grass an d clover in th e fall and w in­ 
ter. 
W e (lave found it a good plan to leave 
Hie tu rn ip s on th e ground an d n o t g a th e r 
them . T hey w ill be k illed by th e frost, and, 
th o leaves fa llin g dow n, fu rn ish p rotection 
to th e grass d u rin g th e w in te r and in th e 
early sp rin g w h en 
so m u ch d am age is 
u su ally dyne by th e a lte rn a te th aw s a n d 
frosts. 
T h e grass w ill u su ally fu rn ish one 
c u ttin g tim sam e season, bu t it should n o t 
he pastu red , as tho su rface is n o t y et firm 
enough, nor th e p lan ts sufficiently w ell 
rooted to stan d such a tax. 
PROPAGATION OF PLANTS BY CUTTINGS. 
Those w ho desire to grow p la n ts of g e ra ­ 
niu m s an d o th e r bouse p lan ts for w in te r 
bloom ing should sta rt th e c u ttin g s at once, 
if they h av e not alread y done so. 
B lam s 
starte d now w ill begin to blossom in D e­ 
cem ber, an d 
w ill 
co n tin u e 
in 
bloom 
th ro u g h o u t th e w inter. 
T h e young g ro w th 
of ten d er p lan ts is a t th e proper co n d itio n 
lo r c u ttin g s w hen it w ill easily snap off 
w hen douDled over w ith tho th u m b an d 
fingers. 
G u ttin g s from h ard y roses are read ily 
pro p ag ated bv using th e "b lin d shoots,” 
th a t is, th e sh o rt shoots th a t do not show 
flow er buds. 
T he c u ttin g s of roses w ill root 
m ore read ily if th ey are ta k e n ju st before 
th e tiow er buds open or ju st a fte r th ey havo 
■topped 
bloom ing. 
T h e tops of young 
shoots arc a1 w ays best for cu ttin g s, a lth o u g h 
th e o th e r portions of Hie shoot can be used 
if necessary. 
T ile m ost co n v en ien t an d 
sim ple process of p ro p ag atin g for am ateu rs, 
w ho h av e no re g u la r p ro p ag atin g Led, is 
th e sau cer system . 
It consists sim ply in filling a shallow dish 
w ith sand. 
T he c u ttin g s are th e n placed in 
the sand ab o u t one inch a p a rt: w ater is th e n 
poured upon tho sand u n til it gets in to a 
h a lf liquid state. 
T h e dish is th e n placed 
in th e w indow or b en eath a liot-bed sash. 
T h e c u ttin g s should n o t be shaded b u t al- 
low oa all th e s u n lig h t possible. 
T h e sand 
m u st be k e p t very m oist u n til th e c u ttin g s 
are rooted, w hich w ill he in from te n to 
fifteen days, acco rd in g to th e tem p eratu re. 
NOT HO BAD FOR TH E FA RMKR S. 
G rain grow ers an d o th e r tille rs of th e 
soil, w ho feel lik e co m p lain in g a t th o low 
prices of farm produce now prevailing, 
should rem em b er th a t a g ric u ltu ra l in te re sts 
a re not alone in tho m a tte r of d ep reciatio n 
of prices. 
T ho fact is th a t d u rin g th e past 
sev en ty years farm p ro d u cts have increased 
larg ely in price, w hile m a n u fa c tu re d a rti­ 
cles havo decreased. 
An in te re stin g com ­ 
parison of prices for farm produce is show n 
in th e follow ing tab le, com piled for th e 
M illing W o rld :

It w ould ap p ear th a t a g ric u ltu re 
lias really been favored a t th e ex pense of 
m echanical in d u stry , and th e grain-grow ers 
an d g en eral fa rm e rs sh o u ld cease to con­ 
sider th em selv es th e only class of v ictim s 
of th e p resen t depressed business condi­ 
tions.

"M an can n o t liv e by bread alo n e,” says 
th e good book. 
N e ith e r can lu g s live and 
th riv e w ell on corn alone. This, we believe, 
is begin n in g to be p re tty w ell understood 
by hog raisers gen erally .

of th e fact is as plain as a p ik est aff. 
Hogs 
are no t m ade up e n tire ly of carbon, a l­ 
th o u g h th e feeding lins so long been based 
on Hie co n trary idea th a t th e hog has ac­ 
quired a pred o m in an ce of carb o n —of fat. 
It n eed s so m eth in g to m ak e m uscle. 
In 
th is, corn is deficient. 
It is m ostly starch , 
su g ar and potash, w ith of course a sm all 
proportion of n itro g en . 
But th e carbon 
g re a tly predom inates. 
Its digestible ele­ 
m en ts are com posed of 8.4 per cent, of 
n itro g en o u s 
m a te ria l to 65.4 oi carbon­ 
aceous—a ra tio of I U> 8.6. 
It o u g h t to be 
a b o u t I to 5. 
T o give th e proper balance, 
oats, w h eat bran, pease, or so m eth in g of 
th is k in d , should accom pany th e corn. 
All 
th is appears very reasonable, and has been 
rep eated so m any tim es in one form and an­ 
o th er, til at one w ould th in k everybody 
m ust know it. B u t th is does n o t ap p ear to 
be tho fact. 
If it is. th en farm ers go on 
w o rk in g ag ain st reason arid tho law s of n a ­ 
tu re, w a stin g th e ir corn. stu n tin g th e ir 
hogs, an d often d iseasin g th e m : an d they 
feed it in th e m ost w astefu l w ay—th ro w in g 
it to th e hogs in th e ear, and o ften in tho 
filthy m ud of th e pen. 
T h e corn o u g h t to 
ho e ith e r cooked or ground, if no t both. 
A t th e least it should be soaked and m ade 
soft. 
T hen, if p len ty of skim m ed m ilk and 
b u tte rm ilk is fed w ith it, th e ration w ill 
n o t bo so fa r o u t of th e way. 
Tho question 
cd cooking depends larg ely on th e facilities 
for doing it. 
B u t g rin d in g or so aking can 
be done a t a co m p arativ ely sm all expense. 
T h e object is to g e t th e food fine enough tor 
th e g astric ju ice to ta k e hold of it an d dis­ 
solve it; fo r u n til it is dissolved. it c an n o t 
ho absorbed an d a ssim ila te d .—LLivo b tock 
J o u r n a l .

T ig h tly clasped iii h e r h a n d ,h a rd ly k n o w ­ 
in g th a t slie held it, w as th e n ew sp ap er con­ 
tain in g th e acco u n t of th e m u rd er, w hich 
D ickey h ad given ber to read. 
T h en she h eard D ick ey ’s sh rill voice as he 
c ried : 
"H e re ’s y e r ’x tra ! 
P u l l ’co u n t of t h e ’or- 
ribio m u rd e r!” 
She opened th e ra p e r w hich she held, and 
m oved to w ard s tho car statio n w indow , 
w here she road.in starin g cap itals,th e head­ 
lines of th e acco u n t of th e m u rd e r w hich 
bad th a t day been discovered in Boston. 
Iii h e r h asty g lan ce at tho colum n, filled 
w ith ho rrib le d etails of th e te rrib le deed, 
she learn ed th a t R obert Jam eso n , a b a n k er 
of Boston, h ad been found dead by th e side 
of his rifled safe, an d th a t ins w ife and a 
m ale frien d w ere supposed to bo th e m u r­ 
derers since th ey h ad been m issing since 
th e previous evening. 
T h e a n n o u n cem en t w as not. u n fo rtu n a te ­ 
ly. like th a t iii m any o th e r cases, bu t it fell 
like a th u n d e rb o lt upon th o y oung g irl w ho 
read it. because it d estroyed th e only hope 
w hich she h ad of receiv in g help. 
In h er satchel she had a le tte r from th e 
fam ily w ith w hom siie had been living, and 
w ho h ad finally sen t h e r o u t in to th e w orld 
to live or starv e, as th e fates m ig h t decree, 
an d th a t le tte r w as addressed to R obert 
Jam eson. 
Siie h ad been told th a t w ithin a few w eeks 
of h er d ep artu re from th e placo th a t she 
had alw ay s called h er hom e, R obert Jam e ­ 
son had reg u larly paid a sm all a m o u n t 
w eekly for h er support, an d th a t lie liacf 
su d d en ly ceased to m ake th e w eekly allow ­ 
ance. for th e alleged reason th a t lie w as no 
longer in stru c te d by th e corresp o n d en t u n ­ 
d er w hose orders lie had been actin g so to 
do.

slie w ould I>e "ta k e n in ” if sh e w as n o t 
m ore carefu l how she plied lier trade. 
T ho poor girl did no t u n d e rstan d th e 
m ean in g of his th re a ts, fo rtu n ately for her, 
b u t stu m b led on in th e frozen snow- an d 
m ud u n til she becam e so w eary th a t h e r 
lim bs alm o st refu sed to do h e r bidding. 


S he bad tasted no food since sh e had left 
h e r N ew H am p sh ire hom e. e a r l y in th e 
m orning, for she h ad husbanded h e r scan ty 
fu n d s w ith such jealous care th a t she had 
n o t allow ed h erself th e sm all a m o u n t w hich 
w ould p u rch ase h er a lunch. 
L ittle w onder, th en , th a t sh e stag g ered 
along th e icy pav em en ts, or th a t a t last she 
fell fa in tin g a n d e x h au sted upon tho m ud- 
covered stone, an in e rt m ass.

m o an in g in very p ain of terror.

B ut th e m a tte r w hich thoy h a d u n d e r con­ 
sid eratio n w as a w eighty one, for D ickey’s 
sh rill voice could bo hoard some, distance, 
aud P atsey w as n o t noted for th o softness 
of his tones. 
“ I d id n ’t find h e r w hen I w en t back la st 
n ig h t, a fte r w e’d g o t th a t placo for h e r to

h ad rem ark ed earnestly. 
"Y ou m issed it.” said P atsey , w ith a tr i­ 
u m p h a n t am i a t th o sam e tim e consoling 
tone, " fu r I got th e cakes au d boloneys an d 
tw o w hole cigars for five cents, a n ’ I had 
p re tty nigh h alf a candle. 
It w as high, I 
tell yer. a n ' th e old place looked scrum p­ 
tious.” 
“ I s’pose bo,” am i D ickey sighed as ho 
th o u g h t of w h a t he had m issed ; "b u t yer 
see I w as k in d e r responsible fu r th a t girl. 
It w a sn 't b u t a little w hile ago th a t I m et 
th e long cop th a t looks o u t for C ourt street, 
a n d I w as a sk in ’ him cf lie bad seed such a 
g irl. 
Now, w h a t do you s’pose h e ’d bin a n ’ 
gone a n ’ did w ith her?” 
" W h a t? ” queried P atsey w ith no little in ­ 
terest. as he d ex tero u sly c a u g h t tim stu b of 
a cig ar w hich a passer by had ju s t throw n 
aw ay, and. placin g it betw een h is te e th a t 
no little risk of b u rn in g his m o u th , puffed 
a w av in anxious expectancy. 
"W hy, h e’d pulled lier in fu r b e in 'd ru n k 
a n ’ orderly. Je st th in k of th a t! O ur girl 
took up fu r b e in ’ d ru n k ! 
I t’s a d isgrace to 
th e p u rfw d o n .” 
"W h ere is she n o w ?” 
“ In th e T om bs." 
"T h en th a t settles it,” said Pntsov p h ilo ­ 
sophically.

" I’ve bin over te r th o co u rt a n ’ I seen ono 
of th o bosses th e re a n ’ told h im all about it. 
H e says h e ’ll te ll U ncle Cook a n ’ p erhaps 
he can g et h er off,” said D ickey hopefully. 
P atsev shook Ids head decidedly. 
“ I don’t th in k m uch ot th a t, fu r th e y 'll 
only le t h er o u t on p u p a tio n , a n ’ th a t d o n 't 
sound very w ell w hen y er com e te r th in k 
th a t 
she 
w asn ’t 
d ru n k a t all. 
Som e 
w im m en hav e a w ay of k e e lin ’ over w h en 
any little th in g happens, a n ’ I s’pose th a t’s 
th e wry it w as w ith h e r.” 
" E t y er d o n ’t like th e way I fixed th in g s 
s’pose you th in k of so m eth in ’.” 
"J know ,” said P atsey sag ely ; "E ve got 
ju st th e k in d of ra c k et as’ll fix th e th in g up 
brow n.” 
“ W h at is it, P atsey ? 
Y ou’re a stu n n er a t 
p u ttin ’ uu jobs w hen you try ." 
"T h ere's a frien d of m in e u p to w n ,” an d 
P atsey spoke w ith th e air an d tone of a m an 
w ho know s th a t he is ab o u t to astonish his 
listen ers by th o brilliancy of his ideas, 
" th a t keeps a place called B uffer’s Bowers. 
S h e’s a w om an, a n ’ h er 
n a m e ’s Jen n ie 
C ollins. 
She used to be pooty good to m e 
w hen I sold papers up tow n. A ll she does 
is to go ’round h u n tin ’ up g irls th a t are in 
tig h t places, a n ’ som etim es she has a slab 
of th em on h and. 
Now, w e’ll go up th ere, 
tell hor a1! ab o u t it, a n ' afore you can w in k 
sh e’ll h av e th e th in g fixed.” 
Patsey*# p lan w as really such a b rillian t 
one, an d prom ised such success, th a t D ickey 
drew in a lo n g b reath of relief th a t th e 
vexed question could be settled soeasily, and 
w ith o u t a w ord took lits co m p an io n ’s arm 
•to s ta r t him to w ard s M iss C ollins an d "B uf­ 
fe r’s B ow ers.” 
W h ile th ey a re gono on th e ir e rra n d of 
m ercy, w ith o u t try in g to re la te th e occur­ 
ren ces of th a t day in th e o rd er th a t they 
cam e, it m ay be w ell to re la te briefly th e 
ev id en ce w hich w as given d u rin g th e course 
of th e co ro n er's in q u est on th o body of 
R obert Jam eson. 
As th e new spaper a rticles stated , Mr. 
Jam eso n had been discovered by th e ser­ 
v an ts in h is house ly in g on th e floor of his 
lib rary , n e ar th e open safe, w ith his sk u ll 
cru sh ed com pletely in. 
T h e w eapon w ith 
w h ich th e deed bad been accom plished w as 
a heav y iron b ar th a t had been found a few 
feet from th e body, covered w ith blood and 
h air, an d w hich tho serv an ts testified had 
fo rm erly been used as a g u a rd to th e base­ 
m e n t w indow , bu t w hich h a d been, prio r to 
th e need, k e p t in th e cellar. 
It w as a w ell-know n fact th a t Mr. J a m e ­ 
son, w ho w as a banker, k e p t larg e sum s of 
m oney in hts safe. T h e cash ier of his b an k ­ 
in g house testified th a t lie nad been in th e 
lib rary in com pany w ith Hie deceased on 
th e aftern o o n prev io u s to th e m u rd e r a n a 
th a t th e n th ere was in th e safe, as h e show ed 
by Ja m e so n ’s p riv ate acc o u n t k ep t a t th e 
office th e follow ing am o u n ts of m oney: 
In gobi’............................................................... 010.600 
United .states bonds...................................... 10,000 
United States notes....................................... 16,400 
T h ere could bo no d o u b t b u t th a t th e 
cash ier, a m an in w hom th e deceased tied 
had th e m o stim p lic it confidence, was cor­ 
rect in ills statem en ts, an d th a t th e m u r­ 
d e re r or m u rd erers had secu red th e en tire 
a m o u n t of $40,000. 
T ho pocketbook, w ith q u ito a largo sum 
of m oney in it, th e diam o n d s h irt stu d s and 
w atch aud c h ain w ere to u n d u n d istu rb ed on 
th e bed. 
T b e co n d itio n of th o room b etokened no 
stru g g le, an d it w as tho th eo ry of th e offi­ 
cers engaged in w orking u p th e case th a t 
th e b an k er had opened th e safe him self for 
som e purpose, and, w hile stan d in g in fro n t 
of it, had been stric k e n dow n by th e h an d 
of th e assassin. 
In th e safo w ere found a v ariety of papers, 
and am ong th em a p ack ag e w hich a ttra c ted 
little or no a tte n tio n a t Hie tim e, b u t on th e 
back of w hich w as w ritten , in Mr. Jam e ­ 
son's h a n d : " I n the cane o f the so-called 
Haste W alton.’* 
T lie deceased was 56 y ears of age, a m em ­ 
b er of tw o clubs, and a m an w ho "enjoyed 
life,” as Hie saying is. 
F o u r years previous 
to ids m u rd er he had m arried a young lady 
v ho was one of tile belles of society, b u t 
th e serv an ts testified th a t lier m arried life 
Iu d no t been a happy ono. B eing confirm ed 
to his hachelor habits, co n ju g al d u ties w ere 
irksom e to him , and before th o honeym oon 
should h av e been over, th e b u s'nan cl and 
w ife occupied sep arate ap artm en ts, an d 
ra re ly saw each o th er ex cep t iii society. 
T h e se rv a n t’s testim ony also elicited th e 
fa c t th a t Mr. Jam eson w as a t tim es very 
ab u siv e to his w ile, and th a t, in conse­ 
quence, she w ould rem ain in h e r room seve­ 
ral days a t a tim e, seeing no visitors save a 
y o u n g g en tlem an by th o n a m e of E dw ard 
B lake, w ho was a. daily visito r a t th e house. 
R u m o r h ad it th a t Air. .lam eson had been 
seen very often w ith a w om an w ho h ad once 
played m in o r p arts in a tra v e llin g th e a tri­ 
cal com pany, b u t w ho was now liv in g w ith 
co n siderable pretension to style, a t cue of 
th e fam ily hotels iii th e city. 
T h e serv an t w ho had discovered th o m u r­ 
d e r testified th a t she w en t d irectly to h e r 
m istress’ room a fte r seeing th e h o rrib le 
th in g in Hie library, mid th a t w hen sh e go t 
th ere she found 
th a t h e r m istress w as 
absent, an d th a t th ere w as no sign th a t she 
h ad occupied th e a p artm e n t th a t night. 
It 
h a d since been discovered th a t all of h e r 
jew els an d a portion of h e r w ardrolie was 
m issing, w hile th e officers h a d failed to 
find any traces of Mrs. R obert Jam eson. 
In q u iry a t Edw ard B lak e’s hotel disclosed 
tho fact th a t he had paid his bills th e rig h t 
previous an d ta k e n a portion of ids baggage 
w ith him . say in g th a t he w as going on a 
jo u rn ey and should n o t re tu rn for som e 
w eeks. 
M rs. Jam eso n was described by som e of 
lier h u sb n u d ’s friends as a lad y 26 years of 
age. b eau tifu l, fond of 
ad m ira tio n and 
society, ex tra v a g an t, an d a n u n congenial 
w ife for Mr. Jam eson. 
E d w a rd B lake was said to be a young m an 
of ab y u t 30 years, w ho h a d form erly been 
q u ito w ealth y , b u t his exp en siv e habits, 
coupled w itli ttie fact th a t ho w as n o t in 
business, bud dissipated th e fo rtu n e le ft 
h im by h is fa th e r very sensibly. 
T h ere w as but one opinion am ong th e 
co ro n er’s ju ry and th e 
m ajo rity of Hie 
officers p resen t, and th a t w as th a t th e m u r­ 
d er had beer, com m itted by e ith e r Mrs. 
Jam eso n o r Mr. B lak e; probably th e latter, 
w ith th e co n n iv an ce and aid of tile form er, 
and th a t both h ad tied in com pany, ta k in g 
th e m oney from th e safe w ith th em . 
T h e ju ry h ad rendered th e ir v e rd ic t ac­ 
cording to th e above belief, an d teleg ram s 
h ad been sen t to th e police of th e d ifferen t 
cities describ in g tile persons suspected, and 
a sk in g for th e ir arrest. 
O ne am o n g th o detectives p resen t did n o t 
ap p ear to ag ree w itli th e gen eral belief, an d 
he had m ad e a m ost th o ro u g h an d carelu l 
search of Mr. Jam eso n ’s hom e soon a fte r 
th e crim e had been discovered. 
T h is ono m an w ho h o ld o u t a g ain st th e 
opinion of every one else, w as Bon W ade, a 
h ard-w orking, shrew d, sk iliu l m em ber of 
th e force, and a th o ro u g h detective. 
W hen 
tile cash ier w as on th e stan d , W ade had 
suggested several questions to be p u t to 
him , an d as soon as th e tria l was over he 
collected th o follow ing in fo rm atio n re la tiv e 
to Mr. Jam e so n ’s confidential cle rk : 
Jam e s T racey w as th e n am e of th e cash­ 
ier. 
H e h a d been em ployed in C alifornia 
by a house w ith w hich Air. Jam eson h a d 


had co n siderable b usiness tran sactio n s, am i 
w hen, six years previous, ho w as in search 
of a confidential clerk , I racey had offered , 
his services, backed bv Hie very h ig h e st 
testim o n ials from th e C alifornia firm. 
Ile . 
w as 35 years of age, very co rrect in all h is 
hab its, rarely en tered society save u t his 
em p lo y er’s house, an d w as rep resen ted as 
liv in g alm ost Hie life of a reclu se w hen 
aw ay from business. 
D u rin g th o six years 
ttia t he 
h ad beeu em ployed by 
R obert 
Jam eso n 
he 
w as 
called 
a 
m odel 
cashier. 
Ho 
u n ite d 
iii 
h im self 
th e 
v irtu es 
of 
in d e fa tig a b le 
a rd o r 
in 
w ork, p u n c tu a lity , cap acity an d probity. 
Ile dressed lik e a m an of Hie w orld but 
lived like a sage. 
H e avoided pleasure, 
isolated h im self in a sm all house he had 
h ired on A llen st., sp en t as little m oney as. 
possible, and sp ecu lated w ith m arv ello u s 
skill th a t w h ich he had saved fro m his 
salary. 
T his w as w hat W ade had learn ed re g a rd ­ 
ing th is paragon of cashiers, an d y et he 
w en t to th o otlice of th e ch ief of police, 
sh o rtly a fte r th o teleg ram s had W on sen t 
o u t reg ard in g Airs. Jam eson an d B lake. 
an d asked th a t an officer bo statio n ed iii 
Air. Jam e so n ’s b an k in g house w ith orders 
to let no one, n o t ev en th e clerks, an d m ore 
especially th e cash ier, h av e access to any­ 
th in g th ere, even th o u g h they could show 
th a t it w as th e ir p riv ate property. 
T ile ch ief w as no t favorably disposed to 
g ra n t th e d e te ctiv e ’s request and openly 
rid icu led th e im plied idea th a t an y ono 
save th e tw o 
w h o had tied, could in any 
w ay be co n n ected w ith Hie tragedy. 
w h irs th e req u est w as u n d e r discussion, 
a teleg ram w as received an n o u n cin g th e 
a ire st of Afrs. Jam eson an d B lake in P h ila ­ 
d elphia, w ho hod Peen found in th o C en­ 
te n n ia l H otel, w here th ev had not even 
used th e p recau tio n of re g iste rin g u n d e r 
false nam es. 
"N ow . do you w an t Jo carry o u t y o u r idea 
of g u a rd in g th o b a n k er's office?” ask ed th e 
ch ief in an alm o st m ocking tone, as Ive fin­ 
ished read in g th e teleg ram . 
"N ow m ore th a n e v e r,” w as W ade’s q u iet 
reply. 
"W ell,” said th e chief, as if im p a tie n t a t 
ti is su b o rd in ate's persistency, "y o u shall 
h av e your ow n w ay, so far as th a t portion 
of th e case is concerned, for th r o e days, and 
a fte r t h a t you m u st ow n u p th a t you have 
m ade an ass of y o u rself.” 
" lf at th e en d of th re e days I h a v e no t 
tu rn e d so m eth in g up I w ill own m y self to 
bo w h a tev e r you choose to call m e, ’ said 
th e d etectiv e w ith a co n fid en t sm ile. "G ive 
m e th e o rd er to som e officer and a t th e 
sam e tim e iu siru ct h im th a t his o rd e rs ap ­ 
ply to every one save m yself.” 
T’he desired d o cum ent w as given, an d tho 
d etectiv e ap p lied him self closely to w ork­ 
in g up a th eo ry In w hich no ono ex cep t 
h im self h ad an y belief. 
To re tu rn to th o doings of M essrs. D um p 
& D enny, it is very n ecessary to say th a t 
P atsey succeeded in e n listin g th e sy m p ath y 
of b is frien d Aliss C ollins, and she, w ith h er 
tw o very ragged and v ery d irty follow ers, 
starte d at once to th e co u rt house, w here 
th e u n fo rtu n ates upon w hom th o stern a n n 
of Hie law lias a grasp a re sorted o u t in p a r­ 
cels, and sen t to do service for th o S ta te a t 
th e d ifferen t refo rm ato ry in stitu tio n s. 
W ork in tho police c o u rt had ju st begun 
w hen th o th ree w ho w ere in te re sted in 
Susie W alton e n tered th e room. 
T h e "old m ill” has so often been described 
by far m ore g rap h ic w riters th a t it seem s an 
alm o st superfluous and certain ly u n satis­ 
factory task to a tte m p t w h at o th e rs hav e 
done so w ell, bu t oil th is day its ap p earan ce 
w as so m u ch m ore gloom y and depressing, 
if such a state of aff airs couhl be, th a t it 
m av be w ell to attem pt, it. 
W ithin th o portion of th e room w h ich is 
sep arated trom th e rem a in d e r by a narrow 
railin g w ere Hie usual n u m b er o f law yers, 
w hoso c lien ts h a d been arrested , law yers 
w ho had no clien ts at all, but hoped to find 
som e th ere, a n d ttiose law yers w ho W 'ere 
bold enough to crow d th em selv es in to a 
place w hich th ey k n ew w as set a p a rt for 
others. 
D irectly iii fro n t of th is an d placed 
ex actly as if lie had I leon pu t th e re to keep 
th e o ccupants of th is p rivileged soot In 
order, sits C lerk L eighton, w hose d u ty it is 
to ascertain from each prisoner w h a t his 
p a rtic u la r ideas are reg ard in g his ow n g u ilt 
or innocence, an d to collect a n y th in g in tho 
w ay of lines. 
D irectly behind th e clerk and on a p la t­ 
form raised so th a t he m ay have a fu ll view 
of all th a t Is going on, sits one of th e th re e 
ju d g es whoso d u ty it is to look a fto r tho 
w elfare of th e m un icip al co u rts au d th e ir 
In v o lu n tary 
visitors. 
T h e old offenders 
know each of th o th re e judges w ell, as of 
course, do th e co u rt officers. T he first class, 
w hen one 
ju d g e is on th e bench, say, 
piously: 
"T ho L ord help u s!” 
W hen a 
certain o th e r Judge is on th e ben ch , th e 
c o u n officers glan ce a t th e ir w atches, and 
th in k in g of th e d in n e r w hich th e ir w ives 
w ill h av e ready a t a c erta in tim e. say. quito 
as piously: "T h o Lord preserve th o tem p er 
of o u r spouse!” an d w hen tho th ird ju d g e is 
p resid in g both p arties say fe rv e n tly : "T h e 
L ord h elp th e ju d g e !” 
On th e rig h t h an d side of th e ju d g e s’ 
ben ch is th o w itness stan d , aud a t eith e r 
corner, d irectly opposite, are th e desks, 
built n o t u n lik e tn e pew s rn tho old-fash­ 
ioned ch u rch es, of th o co u rt officers, N e t­ 
tleto n , Post, B arry an d others. In fro n t of 
a n om inous-looklng hoard p artitio n , som e 
tw o feet an d a h alf high. is th e o rier’s desk, 
and below it, placed so th a t a fu ll view m ay 
be bad over tills p artitio n , are th e desks 
w hore S tevens an d F ro st ch ro n icle for tho 
press a fa ith fu l acco u n t of all tho "g rist” 
th a t goes th ro u g h th e "old m ill.”

m ore th a n a deep sq u are hole. w hich has 
iis e n tra n c e a t its low est p a rt from tho 
Tom bs, an d steps by w hich each prisoner, 
as tie is tried , m ay reach such an elev atio n 
th a t he m ay see both th e ju d g e and his 
accusers. 
Iii th is deep box are packed as 
m any prisoners as it w ill Hold, a n d th e n tile 
tria ls begin. 
T he h o rro rs of th a t pen can h ard ly be de­ 
scribed. 
H ero are blear-eyed old m on and 
w om en, w hose san d s of life are n e arly run 
out, re e k in g w ith odor of liquor and h alf 
dazed from th e effects of th e previous 
n ig h t’s d ebauch. Y oung m en an d m aidens, 
w hose sp rin g -tim e of life has alread y been 
ov ercast by th e sto rm s and tem pests of 
c rim e ; m o th ers d ru n k e n alm o st to reeling, 
am i h o ld in g a b ib o In th e ir arm s w hich 
was, perhaps, born m a prison cell; boys

young 
girls w hoso holy m ission in th is w orld has 
been forgotten, c h arg ed w ith th o d eg rad a­ 
tion of th e ir ow n w om anhood. 
H ere g a th ­ 
ered in to tho one pen are crim in als of all 
classes an d agos, th e g u ilty an d th e Inno­ 
c en t; those w ho h av e ta k e n b u t tho first 
step and thoso w ho h av e w aded in orim e 
an d d eb au ch ery ; w om en w ith fair faces 
and w om en w ith fo u l; m en bleeding, d riv ­ 
ellin g , d ru n k e n , filthy, all serv in g to m ake 
a m ess to r a d e v il’s cau ld ro n see n as can 
n ever be described in all its hideous de­ 
form ity. 
And here, am id all th is crim e, misery* and 
h u m an ru in , w as th e young g irl on w hom 
th o c o n tam in atio n of sin had n ev er conic, 
au d she ch arg ed w ith a crim e such as Hie 
m ajo rity of Hie o th e rs had probaoly>com - 
m eticed th e ir vile c aree r w ith. 
T ho foul odor w hich ascends from th is 
pit of crim e su rch arg es th e a ir of tho en tire 
room , m a k in g it heav y w ith th e germ s of 
db ease, and laden m g it w ith vapors as 
noisom e us those from w hom it comes. 
Aud am id all this, a d ru n k e n w om an on 
ono side au d a com m on braw ler on tho 
o th er, s i t sh e w ho h ad alw ays breathed 
G od’s pure a ir in lier co u n try hom e. 
It w as th e first c o n ta m in atin g touch ot 
city life, and its im press w ould over lie pres­ 
e n t in hor m ind. 
W h atev er h e r condition 
iii life, am id w h a tev e r scenes she m ig h t bo, 
tile ho rro rs of those hours in tile prison 
cell. w here all tile n ig h t long siie heard 
d ru n k e n cries, oaths, sn atch es of lew d song, 
w ould ev er rise before her. H ow ever happy 
she m ig h t one day be. th a t te rrib le hour 
w hen she sat. am o n g tile d eg rad ed of lier 
kin d ch arg ed w ith crim e, w ould present 
itself to h e r m em ory, a n d th e h o rro r of th a t 
tim e w ould over cause h e r to shudder. 
T h is is a city p icture, w hich fo rtu n ately , 
n o t m any care t o roo. h u t is pain ted a n d r e ­ 
p ain ted w ith liv in g figures by m iserable 
w retch es w ho h elp to m ak e it up day after 
day, u n til th ey are called to a h ig h er conn, 
w h e r e th e ir sins stan d o u t in all th e ir hid­ 
eous d efo rm ity , an d th ey th e n realize th a t 
they had sp en t th e ir lives in tra in in g up 
o tn e rs to fill th e ir places an d to follow in 
th e ir footsteps, even up to th a t g re a t Jutlgo, 
w iio read etli every heart.. 
T ho n am es of th o se ch arg ed w ith d ru n k ­ 
enness w ere called first, and one after 
a n o th e r w as found g u ilty or discharged, 
u n til C lerk L eig h to n rep eated th e usual 
fo rm u la: 
"S usie W alton, you are ch arg ed w ith bo­ 
in g d ru n k and d iso rd e rly ; are you g u ilty or 
no t g u ilty ? ” 
T h e poor girl h a rd ly k n ew w h a t to do or 
say ; she h ad hoard h e r ow n nam o called, 
and knew th a t o th e r w ords had follow ed 
it; b u t so dazed w as she th a t she could not 
h av e co m p rehended th em , how ever loud 
th ey m ig h t hav e been spoken. 
T he officer w hose d u ty it w as to atten d to 
tho w retches ch arg ed w ith crim e m otioned 
lier to com e forw ard, an d oven th e n she did 
not know w h a t was ex p ected of her. 
T hen Hie w om an, w ho was read y to say 
th a t th e ch arg e a g a in st lier of being a com ­ 
m on b raw ler w as a tru e one. pushed lier for­ 
w ard. an d succeeded in m ak in g h e r realize 
th a t she m u st ascend th e steps, on w hich 
w ere seated d ru n k a rd s of ail ages an d de­ 
scriptions. w hore sh e m ig h t stan d iu full 
view of a li­ 
n e r face dyed w ith th e color of sham e, 
tre m b lin g in every lim b, h er eyes overflow ­ 
in g w itli tears, an d alm o st sin k in g b eneath 
th e sense of d eg rad atio n , she stood, a droop­ 
in g lily am id 
a crow d of 
th istles and 
noisom e weeds. 
She pleaded “n o t g u ilty .’’ b u t h o r accuser 
h ad sw orn th a t ho had found h er in Hie 
stre et so in to x icated th a t she w as un ab le to 
stan d , an d th a t lie had seen h e r previously 
several tim es on th e sam e e v en in g w an d er­ 
ing aim lessly about. 
She tiad no w itnesses on w hom sh e could 
call to prove th a t ex h au stio n had caused 
h e r to fall prone upon th e e a r th ; th e only 
tilin g w hich could plead rn h e r fav o r was 
h e r in n o cen t face. S he stood w aitin g to re­ 
ceive th a t v e rd ic t w h ich w ould brand h er 


forever, end ta k e oil th e sw eetness from 1 
h er young life for all tim e to corno.

y et th is p a rtic u la r rain y e v en in g seem ed a 
perfect godsend to th e p lan s of Mr. Ben 
W ade, th e in d efatig ab le d etectiv e, w ho had 
in te n steff h im self in th e Jam eso n case, on 
a scent w hich his b ro th er officers th o u g h t 
th e heig h t of foolishness 
T he storm , w hich had first com m enced 
w ith rain an d th e n tu rn e d to snow , only to 
ch an g e to rain ag ain , had seem ed to him a

w ith a b lue ribbon. 
As ten d erly and w ith q u ito as m uch in te r­ 
est uB if th ey had been his old love letters. 
W ade u n tied tho package, au u ex am in ed 
thorn one by one. 
T hey I > a cl all evidently been w ritten by 
Hie sam e bun d —a very p ecu liar o n o —an d 
th a t a lad y ’s. 
T ho first contained an alm ost perem ptory 
req u est for SKH), th e second ask ed for tile 
sam e am o u n t, tim th ird , fo u rth and lift Ii 
each co n tain ed a req u est for m oney in 
d ifferen t sum s. 
"H a thor expensive lovo th a t,” m used th e 
d e te ctiv e as he m ade a m em o ran d u m of 
som e am o u n ts w hich Hie w riter ackuow l- 
egad h a v in g received. 
In fact. each in tho p ack ag e was a begging 
one. arid very m any told of th e receipt of 
m oney. 
T h e sum s of this last fact W ade added 
to g eth er, an d w hen bo h ad finished m ade 
th e follow ing en try in h is m em o ran d u m 
book. 
L etters w ith ou t sign ature, 
b u t addressed to 
Ja m es T racey, acknow ledge th e receip t o f f»2820, 
from A u gu st a up to th e p resen t date. 
T racey’s 
salary Is 0 2 0 0 0 a year. 
R eplacing th e le tte rs as h e had found 
th em , his fu rth e r search w as rew arded by 
th e fin d in g of about a dozen notes, w ritten 
in a m a n ’s h an d , signed sim ply w ith th e 
In itials "G. IV ’ 
T lie first letter, or ra th e r note, co ntained 
sim ply th e w ords: 
Meet me at tho same place, I shall mod 010. 
T h e second: 
A d vertise iu tho m orning papers w h en you w ill 
m eet (J. I). 
T h e n e x t tw o w ere like th e first, oven lo 
th e a m o u n t of m oney needed, but tho fifth 
co n tain ed th e follow ing: 
I am on tim track. 
Im p ortant inform ation at 
th e sam e place tom orrow . 
I sh all neon JOO. 
T h e re w ere several m ore ap p o in tin g in­ 
te rv ie w s an d req u estin g m oney, and th en 
cam e one d atod on Hie day preceeding tho 
discovery of tho m urder. 
It read : 
It is for tom orrow , 
firing $ IS. 
" I t is for to m o rro w ,’’ m used W ade, "a n d 
for th a t in fo rm atio n G. D. increases n is de­ 
m an d front 810 to $15. 
W h at is it th a t is 
for tom orrow , and w ho is CI. D. ?” 
It was a question he seem ed little lik ely 
to solve for som e tim e. an d th en as he 
g lan ced a t th e note, w hich asked th a t an 
a d v e rtise m e n t be in serted in th e m o rn in g 
papers, a sh ad e of relief passed over his 
face. 
T h en he w rote th e follow ing: 
Vt lit ii. It. be at Y oung’s H otel at 12 or 5 to­ 
day? 
T h e n fin d in g n o th in g m ore of in te re st in 
th o c ash ie r’s d raw er he replaced ev ery th in g 
as nearly as possible as ho h ad found thorn, 
a n d le ft th e building to a tte n d to tho in ser­ 
tio n of his ad v ertisem en t in each of th e 
m o rn in g papers. 

R obert Jam eson and 
E d w ard B lake w ould a rriv e in th e city, 
c h arg ed w ith the m u rd er of R obert J a m e ­ 
son an d Hie robbery of his safe. 
W ould th e 
m oney be found iii th e ir possession? w as 
th e q u estion th a t Ben W ade ask ed him self 
m an y tim es th a t night. 
W ith all th e ev en ts co n cern in g tho m u r­ 
d e r related it only rem ain s to go back to tho 
A lunicipal C ourt room and learn Hie sequel 
to Susie W alto n ’s a rre st on Hie false ch arg e 
of being d ru n k and disorderly. 
J e n n ie C ollins had won for th e poor girl 
th o sy m p ath y of th e k in d -h e a rte d U n d o 
Cook, w ho, finding th a t Busto could,n o t tell 
h e r ow n story, co herently ex p lain ed th e 
ta c ts of th o case to th o judge, and th e resu lt 
w as th a t Hie trem bling, frig h te n ed g irl 
stopped ou t from th e terrib le nock cleared 
from th e odious ch arg e th a t had beeu p re­ 
ferred a g ain st lier. 
.Site a n d Jen n ie , closely follow ed by th o 
tw o boys, left tho co u rt room , an d once in 
th e hallw ay, freed from th o aw ful re stra in t 
of th e in c a rn a tio n of th e m ajesty of th e law , 
as p resen ted tty Hie ju d g e of th e police 
co u rt, D ickey and P atsey in d u lg ed in a very 
w ild triu m p h a n t dance, to th o no sm all 
am u se m e n t of th e loungers, an d th e fear of 
M iss C ollins th a t they h ad su d d en ly ta k e n 
lea vo of th e ir senses.

T h a t i a it o f Mr. B l a i n e ’s sp eech w hich 
I trea ts of th e lab or q u estio n is perhaps th e 


m o st in co n g ru o u s of his w h o le bandle o f 


lo ose cu d s 
Mr. IU ,aine is w ell acquainted w ith the 
characterof the K n igh tsof Labor and other 
tild e s organizations into w hich the great 
m ass 
of discontented 
w orkingm en are 
incorporated. 
He knows that these organi­ 
zations are not form ed for tho study of 
political econom y, but are com posed cf 
men holding certain relations 
to their 
em ployers w hich they desire to change, in 
older to better their condition. 
In so far 
as these 
relations 
are proper 
subjects 
of 
legislation 
they 
call 
upon 
tho 
legislatures 
to 
en act 
certain 
laws. 
T hey ask, for instance, th at em ployers be 
held liable for injuries to their help, under 
proper lim itations. 
They ask that child 
labor be prohibited in m ines and factories. 
They ask th at convict labor I e abolished. 
They ask—a n d in '>fr. B la in e 's S ta t • they 
asa- f rt'ver in ra m —th at ten hours shall 
constitute a legal day’s work. 
These dem ands are exp licit enough. That 
valid 
grievances underly 
them nobody 
denies. 
N either does anybody deny that 
they are proper subjects of legislation. B ut 
Mr. B l a i n e , in passing down the list of 
specific dem ands of tile K nights of Labor, 
is shocked to find no dem and for a protec­ 
tive tariff. 
He evidently wren:* less of this 
specific bnsiness-like drafting o ’ rem edial 
legislative proposals and more of political 
econom y. 
Doubtless it would suit him if 
a litt'o theology aud astronom y were in­ 
serted. 
To itll these dem ands Mr. B l a in e, w ho 
has spent the bulk of his life in legislation, 
has nothing to say. Ile know s tho persistent 
light which the w orkingm en are carrying 
on for a tcn-liour law in M aine, but has not 
one word to offer, as to w hether it is just or 
unjust. 
He says he has no new nostrum s to 
offer, w hich is equivalent to saying th at he 
takes no stock iii any practical proposal to 
am eliorate the term s upon w hich capital is 
w illin g to em ploy labor. 
W hen labor organizes under a legislative 
charter it becom es a corporation and ap­ 
peals to tho I egislature as to w hat are 
corporate equities as betw een incorporated 
capital and itself. 
It presents w hat it a-<ks 
for in clue leg isla tiv e form, in accordance 
with the dem ands of its platform . 
These 
consist of square business-like propositions, 
v hirh are as plain as the first sen tences of 
a Pi nner. 
Mr. B la i n e , th e life long legis­ 
lator, ignores them , and has nothing to 
say. 
He has. how ever, th e surprising as­ 
surance to think th at by in stitu tin g a prob­ 
lem of political econom y he can dodge the, 
w hole business, and thus, w h ile bein g non­ 
com m ittal, still carry tho working people 


with him. 
W e have been accustom ed to eivo Mr. 


B l a in e credit for sagacity, in sp ite of all 
his w inding w ays and artful dodgings, but 
are 
gradually being forced to tho con- 
v iition th at 'ne is not even a groat man. 
A career of repeated evasion, equivocation 
and political straddling finally reaches a 
point of disingenuousness so transparent 
that such a m an is sure to becom e a danger­ 
ous cham pion of his own party, as we fear 
Mr. B l a in e is rapidly becom ing. 
T he sw itch in g off from this practical 
issue of tho dem ands of labor to discuss the 
condition of the Southern negro has no 
bearing upon protective tariffs, and is read­ 
ily recognized as an old dodge to work upon 
the lingering prejudices of sectionalism . 
To sum up tho w hole anim us of artful Mr. 


B l a i n e , ho show s no sincere purpose to 
deal with tile labor question on its merits, 
but sim ply handles it a 
an artifice by 
which to effect ulterior personal and politi­ 
cal ends. 
Too m any eyes, sharpened by 
the past record of the M aine statesm an, are 
w atching tho gam e. 
It cannot becom e a 
success. 


HIGH 
GRADE 
SOCIALISM. 


The recent defalcation in high life and its 
tragic sequel are prolific in lessons. 
There 
is tho great lesson, w hich ought to m ake a 
lasting im pression upon the d u llest mind 
and conscience, w hile in the feelin g caused 
by Hie sad even t in a considerable portion 
of the public there i3 a revelation that 
furnishes food for the m ost serious reflec­ 
tion. 
The fact that a proud man has been 
hum bled by bis own fall, that great trusts 
have been betrayed, th ai an honored nam e 
and lin eage have been tainted, ought to 
aw aken em otions of profound sorrow aud 
regret in the m ind of every man anim ated 
by the w holesom e cathod e spirit that de­ 
sires to see the record cf social developm ent 
a record of elevation aud progress, 
But a great m any very respectable people 
have not seem ed to realize that they were be­ 
traying bad taste and an im perfect m ental 
aud moral adjustm ent in givin g expression 
to their gratification at the disgrace and ruin 
that had overtaken one who, but a short 
t ine before stood very high in public cong- 
dence. 
Perhaps they believed th at they 
were rejoicing over an exposure of wrong­ 
doing and in an appreciation of the poetic 
justice that follow ed so sw iftly upon tho 
detection of a great crim e; but we fear an 
analysis of th is feelin g w ould fail to dis­ 
cover for it a sin gle noble m otive. 
It m ani­ 
fests its satisfaction hardly less 
openly 
aud 
exu ltin gly 
w ith 
respect lo great 
and startling reverses w ith w hich crim e 
has nothing to do, and where character is 
not called in question. 
It is an eager and 
hungry recognition of th e fact th at another 
lofty pedestal has lieen shattered; another 
lever of power broken; another social dis­ 
tinction annihilated. 
It is from th is apparent instin ct of pro­ 
test against th e favoritism of fortune th at 
the spirit of Socialism , as w e understand it, 
draw’s its sustenance. 
There are m any who 
are disturbed by th e prom ptings of a Social­ 
istic im pulse w ho w’ill not ackuow ledge 
th e 
justice 
of 
th e 
principle. 
be­ 
cause 
in 
so 
doing 
th ey 
w ould 
lose more than th ey could gain. 
This 
fortunate fact w ill doubtless prevent Social­ 
ism from becom ing dangerous or seriously 
troublesom e, at least in th is country. 
W ith 
few exceptions, the active Socialists are 
m en and wom en who have everyth in g to 
hope or dream of in case of success, but 
nothing to lose in case of lailure. 
They 
burrow into society from th e bottom . Their 
field of depredation com prises all that has 
been established by the slow and painful 
social evolution of w hich the w orld’s his­ 
tory is made, 
Their purpose is to pull 
down and appropriate th at w’lilch neither 
their gifts nor their services en title them 
to share. 
From tho bottom to th e top, upon every 
well-defined level, there is a m odification 
of th is same spirit. 
There are Socialists in 
every grade, but above the low est they 
; have no desire to moor their fortunes in 
i the s h a llo w s to w hich those w ho represent 
th e first principles of the doctrine in vite 
I them . 
But w henever circum stances more 
powerful than their ow n w ishes tap th e 
' high er reservoirs and m ake a breach Lu 4b* 


I ba riers th at have hitherto retained pros­ 
perity and power, they rarely fail to show 
I their elation, even though they may not be 
personally benefited by the m isfortunes of 
another. 
I hope it is not yet heresy to este em in­ 
dividual w ealth as am ong the greatest bless- 
1 tags of m ankind, and to honor tho m an w ho 
m akes good use of it as a public benefactor. 
I W ealth, so colossal as to give its possessor 
alm ost absolute pow er, is to be deprecated 
the sam e as absolutism of every sort. 
But 
w ithout a concentration of large m eans in 
th e hands of a com parative few the history 
of progress w ould not be w hat it is, or be­ 
com e w hat it now prom ises to bo. E ven 
tho State, w ith it ready m eans of collectin g 
resources, cannot take the place of private 
w ealth. The State does not in v e n t It rarely 
promotes. 
Its functions alo conservative, 
not creative. 
D eny to genius and enter­ 
prise the prospective rewards th at now in ­ 
spire them , and effort would inevitably tie 
paralyzed, w hile progress w ould be a term 
used only in connection w ith the past.

on lier hands nearer hom e. 
It is possible, how ever, th at this infam y 
maw stir vip internal strifes in Bulgaria, 
w hich m ay produce a powerful interven­ 
tion on the part of Russia, and w ill draw 
tile other powers into the conflict, thus pre­ 
cipitating a renewal oi the E astern war. 
The great powers appear lik e as m any 
jealous carnivora 
each grow ling at the 
others over the spoils of Eastern ascen­ 
dancy, and sooner or later m ust com e a tre­ 
m endous w restle, in w hich, w hatever else 
may happen, tho sick m an of Turkey is 
sure to be annihilated. 


THE BLAINE SCHOOL OF ETHICS. 


The science of moral philosophy is ac­ 
credited w ith being a rather abstruse and 
m etaphysical one. B ut one of its canons is 
gen erally accepted at tho start, viz., that a 
th ing is either moral or im m oral, and, if 
one or the other, is such in all tim es and at 
all places. 
Prohibition is generally counted am ong 
the moral reforms. But, as a m atter of pub 
lie policy! different m en hold 
different 
opinions. 
It is an open issue now up for 
discussion, and it is rather discreditable 
business for parties to accuse each other of 
being the rum party, w henever a leading 
m an of either party happens to hold a pri­ 
vate opinion on the subject; it being plain 
that opinion is divided in both parties. 
But Statesm an B l a i n e , in his unrivalled 
fi rtility of expedients, has hit upon a device 
by w hich th e m atter can be straddled w ith ­ 
out moral friction or com punction. 
It con­ 
sists of being a Prohibitionist in one State, 
an anti prohibitionist in another, and sif­ 
ting on th e fence in another. 
This policy 
rests upon th e hypothesis th at w hat is good 
for the State is not good for the nation, and 
that right and wrong are local and terri­ 
torial affairs. 
We are sorry not t o t e able to credit Mr. 


B l a in e w ith being the founder of this 
peculiar sciiool of moral philosophy. In the 
arch ives of the State of N ew York is re­ 
corded the report of a com m ittee appointed 
by the L egislature to investigate som e of 
thepecuU aroperationsof railroad m anagers. 
Am ong the ind ividu als put under oath was 
one J a y G o u l d , w ho is also a moral phi­ 
losopher in his way. 
W hen asked w hether 
ho lie Id to D em ocratic or R epublican prin­ 
ciples, he replied th at he was a D em ocrat iii 
one State, a R epublican in another, but an 
Erie man everyw here. 
Mr. B l a i n e is fast establishing a reputa­ 
tion for piety. 
So deeply w as he surcharged 
w ith it at North B erw ick grove th at he fer­ 
vently predicted th at he should have no 
D em ocrats to fight in 
heaven, as such 
could not enter there w ithout ceasing to be 
Dem ocrats 
In his pursuit of 
the new 
school of ethics w e com m end him to the 
m iscellaneous works of Brother G o u l d as 
invaluable aids in th e prosecution of th at 
order of moral developm ent.

SOME BRITISH PENSIONERS. 
, 


It was recently asserted by an A m erican 
journalist, w ho lived for som e years in E ng­ 
land, th at “three out oi every four m en 
above forty five years of age” whom lie m et 
in that country were pensioners. 
A lthough 
his statem ent m ay be som ewhat an ex a g ­ 
geration, it is certainly true th at a large 
percentage of people iii Great Britain, as 
com pared w ith th is and other countries, are 
recipients of public m oney. 
Soldiers, sa il­ 
ors, policem en, school teachers and all tho 
em ployes under the civil service are pen­ 
sioned after serving a certain num ber of 
years. T hese of th em selves m a k eu p alarge 
number. 
But there is another, and by no m eans 
sm all class, of pensioners am ong the upper 
classes of aristocracy who deserve especial 
notice. 
W e refer to the aristocratic recip­ 
ients of perpetual pensions. 
For instance, 
the Duke of G r a f t o n receives a yearly pen­ 
sion of $52,500--antl w hy? C ertainly not 
for any services rendered the State except, 
indeed, his votin g os one of the hereditary 
legislators against every liberal m easure 
can be called such. 
Incredible as it m ay 
seem he draw s this large pension because 
his paternal ancestor, tho first duke of 


G r a f t o n , w as one of the illegitim ate c h il­ 
dren of tho Merry Monarch K ing C h a r l e s . 
T he Duke of S t . A l b a n s receives an 
annual pension of 122,500, for precisely 
the sam e reason as his grace of G r a f ­ 


t o n. 
T he D uke of 
R ic h m o n d, 
prior 
to 
1857, 
received 
a 
royalty 
of 
ono 
sh illin g on 
every 
chaldron 
or 
thirty- 
six 
bushels 
of 
coal 
exported 
on 
th e 
river Tyne, w hich runs through th e centre 
of the great coal-producing d istricts of 
England, because lie, too, was descended 
from th e offspring of Royal C h a r l e s. 
But 
in 1857, th e House of Commons, in view of 
the enorm ous incom e accruing from this 
royalty, com m uted w ith his grace of R ic h ­ 


m o n d for a lum p sum exceedin g $.'1,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
in consols or certificates of the national 
debt, tho interest on which am ount his 
grace now draws, and his posterity w ill, 
after him . except a reform legislature sees 
fit to stop the iniquity altogether. 
In 1884 tho Com m ons com m uted in a like 
m anner w ith the D uke of M a r l b o r o u g h 
and his brother, F ord R a n d o l p h C httrch- 


h il l , aw arding them a lum p sum for tho 
large yearly incom e received, because their 
ancestor. J o h n C h u r c h il l , first duke or 


M a r l b o r o u g h , received it. 
Tho heirs of 
the D uke of SCHOMBERG, w ho w as killed 
at th e battle of the B oyne—th e heirs of the 
D uke of W e l l in g t o n and a large number 
of others are lik ew ise in receipt of enor­ 
m ous pensions, m any of them originating 
centuries ago. 
Tho sad reflection w hich arises regarding 
this m atter is th at the people of Great 
Britain and Ireland are obliged to pay all 
these pensions. 
The shoulders of labor, 
directly or indirectly, bear tho w hole bur­ 
den. 
Is it to bo wondered at, therefore, 
that rags, m isery and destitution abound 
w here tho descendants of disreputables of 
past generations are thus pam pered at the 
expense of the toilin g masses.

T h e G r e a t A r e r a g e o f A i r n a n d W o m e n , 
and I am very certain th at I fail to grasp 
the fu ll exten t of th at trem endous figura­ 
tion. $36,000,000. 
That is on an average $3,000,000 a m onth, 
$100,000 a day—an obvious absurdity. 
Our school teachers, our police, our fire­ 
men are underpaid ; so. too, I think is the 
mayor, but other officials are absurdly over­ 
paid, because, as a m atter of fact suscepti- 
blo of easy dem onstration, t i e ordinary offi­ 
cial is not a man of average in telligen ce 
Seventy-five public officials in evcrylOOare 
m en w ho have either failed to gain a livoii- 
hood in ordinary lin es of endeavor, or mon 
who are dependenton relatives and patrons 
to such an exten t that influence is brought 
to bear in their behalf and they are billeted 
upon the public crib. 
The patronage at the 
dispensation of som e of these high-priced 
officials is am azing. 
I know of m en who 
have fifty or more than that friends and de­ 
pendents put into public places, w here they 
get from $4 to $10 a day, in return for which 
they give services that are absolutely’ nom i­ 
nal. 
W hat kind of conscience does a com m is­ 
sioner possess w ho delib erately com pels tho 
tax-payers, his fellow -citizens and neigh­ 
bors, to pay hundreds of dollars daily for 
nothing? 
H ie answer is "It’s tho custom ; to the 
victor belongs the spoils,” and if a man is 
fortunate enough to be made a com m issioner 
of public works or a com m issioner of street 
cleaning, given the disbursem ent of hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars ann ually, all 
the public has a right to do is to in sist that 
his work m ust be done, tho details are nec­ 
essarily left to lam , and if by screw ing this 
one down he can raise a fund on w hich to 
pension a hoard of lazy appointees, w ho are 
expected to pay on election day by active 
and Intelligent service tho favor exten d ed 
them 364 days in th e year, w hen th ey are 
paid for doing nothing, th at is h is affair 
and not the puolic’s. 
The World newspaper has been exposing 
a variety of th ievesbig and little. 
Am ong 
the little ones I find a series of inspectors, 
as.fo r exam ple, an in s p e c to r of w eights and 
P lea su re s. 
A num ber of these m en are ap­ 
pointed, and it has been their h a b i t to go 
from store to store, and shop to shop, ex­ 
am ining and testin g the scales and the 
various im plem ents of m easuring goods, for 
w hich service they dem and and receive fees 
aggregating m a n y thousands of dollars, all 
oi which should be turned into th e public 
purse; all of w hich, how ever, have been

W hen shown up by the m erciless critic of 
the W orld, their answ er has been, "W hy, 
it is the custom ,” and they seem to think 
that that was an all-sufficient answer, a1- 
though it was an absolute travesty or the 
law and a practical defying of law-m akers 
and law-givers. 
The public take the sam e view of it, they 
say. 
W hy, these m en did not m ean to do

cham berlains 
of 
the 
city 
to 
pocket 
these 
enorm ous sum s 
of interest, 
w hich in 
reality 
belonged 
to the public, inasm uch as they were the 
normal outgoing mid increase of tho i auk's 
use of the public m otleys, it was also to Mr. 
Sw eeney that to e city then becam e in­ 
debted for a charter w inch designated $30,- 
000 a year as com pensation tor the cham ­ 
berlain. out of w inch sum lie w as to pax the 
expenses of his office.

office need not bo more than $5000, and I

touches, every transaction being conducted 
on paper and by his clerks, that enorm ous 
salary is paid. 
He does not do the work of 
a head book-keeper. T he cashier in Jordan, 
Marsh & Cods store aud th e ch ief book­ 


keeper in that, enorm ous establishm ent do 
more work literally every w eek iii tho year 
than tho cham berlain of tne City of N ew 
York does in any three m onths. 
"But,” you say, "ho has to find h eavy 
bonds, and upon his signature depends tho 
outgoing of m illions of dollars.” 
Well, you 
are partly right and very greatly wrong. 
He does have to file heavy bonds, but upon 
his signature depends nothing. As inattor 
of fa d , every dollar th at is drawn from the 
city is draw n on a warrant m ade out in the 
com ptroller’s office, upon w hich are half a 
dozen checks before it reaches tile com p­ 
troller; the com ptroller’s signature being 
appended, Hie warrant is sen t to the mayor, 
and alter Ins signature com es that of the 
cham berlain. 
This absolute routine m ay 
not lie follow ed in every case, but all these 
signatures are necessary, and all th e preced­ 
in g check s are essential. 
For instance, a check drawn on the Broad­ 
way Bank by the cham berlain alone would 
be treated lik e so m uch w astepaper, so, Can 
you tell mo w hy the cham berlain of the 
City of N ew York should flavo $25,000 a 
year?

them to be good. 
Preserved plums—Take the weight of the 
plums in sugar, and to two pounds of sugar 
allow half a pint of water. 
Make a syrup 
of this, and when clear boil the plums in it 
forty-five minutes. 
Do not put in many at 
a time. When they are all doue let the 
syrup boil one hour. Pour over them while 
hot. This rule is good for all Kinds of 
plums. 
Peaches—Pare and cut in two peaches 
that are ripe and have begun to mellow. 
Take out the stones and put the fruit in a 
large earthern dish. 
Cover with coffee 
crushed sugar. For every pound of fruit 
allow' one of sugar. Lei this stand over 
night. In the morning turn the syrup into 
a preserving kettle and clarify; then put in 
the peaches and cook until tender, which 
will be in about thirty minutes. Lay them 
in a stew-pot and pour the boiling syrup 
over them.

Makes a Good Living. 


Enterprising Ferrets Working in Ships 


and Shops and Houses. 


Characteristics of a Very Exciting 
Game. 


A n oth er W ay to Preserve Peaches. 
Peaches for preserving may bo ripe but 
not soft. Cut them in halves and pare them 
neatly. 
Take as many pounds of white 
sugarsas of fruit; put to each pound of 
sugar a teacup of water; stir it until it is 
dissolved ; set it over a moderate fire, and 
when it is boiling hot nut in peaches. Let 
them boil gently until a pure, clear, uni­ 
form color; turn those at the bottom to the 
top 
carefully 
with a skimmer 
several 
times. Do not hurry them. When they are 
clear take each half up with a spoou and 
spread the halves on flat dishes, to become 
cold. 
When all are done let the syrup boll 
until it is quite thick. Pour it into a large 
pitcher and let it set to cool and settle. 
When the peaches are cold put them care­ 
fully into jars and pour the syrup over 
them, leaving any sediment 
which has 
settled at tile bottom, or strain the syrup. 
Some of the kernels from the peach-stones 
may be put in with the peaches while boil­ 
ing. 1-et them remain open one night;

Thomas Cooper, of Ninth street, is the 
most eminent rat-catcher in Brooklyn, and 
an artist in his peculiar line of work. Tho 
reporter found him, not many days ago, in 
ashed in the back of Ids residence, with 
his shirt sleeves rolled up and a pipe in his 
month, He sat on a tomato box tenderly 
exam ining a ferret tho color of a light 
ecru. 
Something was tho matter with its 
foot, and its owner tore off a shred from 
his 
pocket 
handkerchief are carefully 
bound up the injured member, after rubbing 
it with some liniment. 
“Them creatures.” said the rodent-annihi- 
lator, rubbing his hands up and down his 
velvety corduroys, "wants just as much 
’tontion as a child.” Then he took the fer­ 
ret tenderly to the house and returned to 
The shed. In this building wore chickens, 
dogs, rats in a cage, pigeons, a turtle, a bull­ 
frog, guinea-pigs, rabbits and a variety of 
other small live stock, the possession of 
winch stamped Mr. Cooper ae an English­ 
man. English he is, ana thorough at that. 
But he is not a bit like the legendary rat­ 
catcher, whose daughter sold sprats arouud 
Westminster, nor does he in any wgy resem­ 
ble the pied Piner of Iiamelin. Mr. Cooper 
is a thin, wiry man. with iro n -g r a y hair and 
sharp, ferrety eyes. Ile speaks broad Eng­ 
lish, though he has resided in Brooklyn 
twenty-six years. 
“The stones in the newspapers about rat- 
oatcbin’,” said he, plugging his pipe with 
his finger, “is all bosh. There ain’t a bit of 
romance in the business. It's just like other 
businesses—it pays to do the work thor­ 
oughly 
and well, an’ that’s about all. 
There’s some money in it, because there 
ain’t 
no 
opposition. 
Rat-cathin’ 
ain’t 
picked up in a day. It takes years of patient 
work for a man to get his hand in. A green 
rat-catcher’ll go to work an’ git bit all to 
pieces on his first job, an’ then he’ll throw 
up the thing in disgust.” 
’ Haven’t you been bitten?” 
For reply lie exhibited a number of scars 
all about his arms and bands. 
“Some IC it ti Ii Worse Than Other*." 
Puff and pause. "A hungry rat is about 
as bad to tackle as anything I know of, and 
he’ll always kill a land rat. It’s a regular 
thing for a swarm of ship rats to climb up 
the hawsers an’ riggin’ an’ get on to the 
docks. There they’ll bunch themselves to­ 
gether. and by squeakin' or some other 
means draw out all the neighborin’ land 
and 
dock 
rats 
on 
to 
tho 
dock 
an’ go 
for ’em. 
It don’t matter how 
many 
or 
how 
few 
there 
are, you'll 
always find the dead bodies of the Irtnd 
rats left on the field after the light. A ship 
rat won’t live on land. When I get my fer­ 
rets to work in a ship and any of the rats 
escape my traps or nets. they ii get ashore 
bv the hawser and make straight for an­ 
other ship. 
A rat understands every part 
of a ship as w e l l as a sailor. 
You’ll always 
find ’em about the steward’s galley or 
wherever tho grub is, and about the engine- 
room, where ifs warm, and in the lower 
hold.” 
“ What is the difference oetween ship rats 
and land rats?” 
"I divide the rats into three kinds. \ es, 
three sorts. 
The city rat. the country rat 
and the ship rat. The city rat is larger than 
the others, light brown iii color, with a 
whitish belly. The rats that come into port 
on Italian steamers are different in color. 
The male is the color of a Maltese cat, and 
the female is light brown and white. Tho 
ship’s rat got teeth as yellow as saffron,and if 
they get under your skin it wants a good 
deal of Friar’s balsam before the place’ll 
heal. The country rat is smaller than any 
of the others.” 
"How much do you get for clearing a 
ship?” 
"Sixty dollars. It’s pretty hard work, too, 
sometimes, I can tell you, to get ’em out of a 
ship. For keepln* a hotel clear I ll *ret. 
mayoe. $.100 a year, and we get about the 
same for a private house as a ship. ’ 
“What is the method of catching the rats 
you mostly use?” 
"Well, I work alone. I’ve got a dozen 


English ferrets which cost as high as $10 
apiece. Ferrets kill rats two ways. Olio’ll 
bito the neck an’ draw out all tho blood. 
That’s tho liest. But my best ferret only 
bites and kills, and so tho body decays. 
He’ll kill a dozen rata in ten minutes. When 
I goos to a place I finds out tho room with 
the most rat-holes in it. Then I plugs ’em 
u p , all but one. Tho ferrets go down, and 
I hen I fix a quarter-inch mosh-net over 
the hole, and sit and watch. As fast as 
the rats run into the net I grab ’em with 
tongs or my lingers, and pop ’em into a 
hog. 
After two or three hours the ferrets 
will have killed or sent up every rat in the 
place. If they don’t come up then I whistle 
for ’cm. 
I f a l l t h e R u t * a r e II p a cl 
they’ll come up at once, but if there’s one 
left its pretty hard to get the ferrets up. My 
best ferret’s so tame that he’ll follow me 
about an’ crawl all over me. lie ’s as intel­ 
ligent as a child, but he’s geitin ’ too big tor 
his business, an’ 
can’t work some rat­ 
holes,” and the rat-catcher heaved up a 
deep sigh. "All of ’eni’ll come when they’re 
called. I have to keep ’em in a room by 
themselves, and it has to bo cleaned out 
every dav, and their feet bas to be washed' 
They live on bread and milk and fresh 
meat, but they don’t get any for twenty- 
four hours when they re wanted for busi­ 
ness.” 
At this moment a little terrier emerged 
from behind a cage, wagged his tail hesita­ 
tingly. and looked up into Mr. Cooper’s 
face. 
"Get hack,” said he, and the canine rat­ 
catcher shrank into his hiding place. “That 
dog’s as friendly with my pet ferrett as it 
would be w ith a pup. But I don’t use dogs 
much, unless I havo to work tho slide 
door.” 
•'What’s that?” 
“Well, you see, many rats make holes 
over doors ii rid over windows, and we can’t 
put traps there, you know. A rat can climb 
up anything it can grasp. In the soft part 
of its feet are several little holes like 
pin heads. These 
act as 
suckers, and 
enable them to stick to anything by ex­ 
hausting the air. 
We can always find 
when rat holes are high up by look­ 
ing at the w alls. Their tails leave marks 
wherever they climb. When I find the hole 
I nail a strip o f wood each side of it, and in 
this I put a slide door, hold up by a string. 
When the ferrets are in I g o as far as I can 
and sit down and watch, with my dogs tied 
up. After a few' moments the rats’ll begin 
to pop out and run down into the room, and 
they’ll stick while the ferret is inside. As 
soon as the ferret puts his nose out I let the 
slide door down and undo the terriers, and 
they make short work of the vermin. 
I’ve 
got a chemical preparation which draws the 
rats out, and I’ve cot another which I put 
abort holes which I plug up. 
The rats 
won’t go neaiJt," 
“What are fney made of?” “Ah! if every 
ono was to know that, what’d become of 
rat-catchin’? 
" In 'a private house or hotel I always 
begin at the top floor aud plug up the holes 
as the ferrets drive the rats down. Ferrets 
can’t climb: so if I bogin at the bottom the 
rais’d give'em a fine chase. 
I can always 
drive rats down into a cellar, and there 
mighty few escape the traps, tho nets, or 
the ferrets and dogs. 
As a rule, though, a 
rat’s got to bo pretty hard drove to go into 
a trap 
They breed like rabbits 
The 
nests'll be found down at the bottom of a 
burrow six or seven feet deep. 
There They’ll Breed 
from seven to eleven every six w'eeks. And 
they’re increasin’ fast in Brooklyn. If you 
could only see under tho houses and about 
the sewers you’d see something as’d aston­ 
ish you. Sometimes the w'eather’ll drive 
’em into the sewers, an’ then people thinks 
they’vo got rid of ’em. But back they come 
again, as sure as fate. 
Why, the public 
buildings swarm w ith ’em, and so do most 
of the 'urge stores. It’s impossible to clean 
out a hotel at ono job. because of the food 
that’s always about, so I make contracts 
with most of them by the year, and clean 
them out once a week. Sometimes I kotch 
as many as a thousaud in three months in 
one building ” 
“Could you free the city of rats?” 
“Well, I think if I had two men. and it 
was worth my while, an’ I was allowed to 
go about in my own way, I could pretty 
well do that. Only, you see. it’d take time, 
an’ the work’d have to bo kept up. But the 
city won’t pay to have its buildings cleaned 
out.” 
“Do you ever catch mice?” 
“Seldom. 
You don’t often find mice 
where there’s rats, for rats catch an' kill 
’em quicker nor a cat can, an’ they eat 'em, 
too. Once when I was cleaning out the St. 
Clair Hotel I bagged two white mice and 
five white rats, an’ that’s about the only 
strange thing I saw in twenty-six years.” 
“How long will a rat live without food?’’ 
“About three days. 
But it won’t live 
twentv-four flours without water. A good 
way to kill rats on a small scale is to ketch 
one and keep him for three days in a cage 
without food. But he must havo water to 
drink. When he’s well starved let him 
loose and he’ll kill every rat he can find. 
A hungry rat always kills a rat as ain’t 
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hungry. But they never bite in the dark. 
I’ll put any rat in my clothing an’ let him 
crawl all about mc, but when he conies out 
into tho light I don’t want to touch him 
with my fingers.’ 
“Is there much rat baiting going on?” 
“No, it’s all stopped now. The business is 
too risky. There’s fine an’ jail starlit’ a rat­ 
catcher in the face if he sells a few rats to a 
party of gents as wants to try their dogs at 
a little killin'. 
Twenty-five years ago I 
could get *50 for IOO rats any evenin’, but 
now the business is busted, an’ we chucks 
’em away dead.” 
With a broken look Mr. Cooper rose and 
said "Good-by,” extending an invitation to 
the writer to go and see the next rat- 
capturing match. 


FR EET T R A D E A N D T H E F A R M E R S .

To th e E d ito r o f The Globe: 
The free traders persistently ignore ono of 
tho primo factors of the tariff question, 
i. e., the indirect support experienced by 
the so-called unprotected industries, tho 
farmers being the chief objects of their 
affected sympathy, as that class, amounting 
to 7,070,493 persons, is, as they assert, 
sham efully taxed for tho exclusive benefit 
of 3,377.112 people employed in manufac­ 
tures. It is stated that the farmers could 
purchase tile manufactures tlioy need for 
40 per cent less, if they could supply them­ 
selves in the "markets of tho world;” but 
this assertion is purely hypothetical, as the 
farmers now derive nearly all their means 
of purchase from the market provided at 
home, 
as 
only 
about 
14 
per 
cent. 
of 
their 
products 
is 
sold 
abroad, 
white HO per cent. is sold in this market. Toe 
manufacturing community furnish about 
$2, W O .OOO.OOO of the entire business of tho 
country, 
amounting 
to 
$7,OOO,OOO,OOO 
(as 
per 
census 
of 
1880), 
a 
very 
large portion 
of which 
finds its way 
into the pockets of the farmers, Now sup­ 
pose foreign manufactures were admitted 
free, nearly ail of this $2,000,000,000 would 
be taken away and the income of the 
farmers would bo reduced to that enormous 
extent. The markets abroad for agricul­ 
tural products cannot be increased materi­ 
ally, for the physical reason that foreign 
stomachs could not be enlarged on account 
til our overproduction of cereals, etc., but 
the prices of that which we did export 
would be reduced. 
Let us view this subject more concretely. 
Imagine a place in the country, distant 
from a city, with a radius of a mile now 
devoted to agriculture; the farmers thoro 
would naturally have a limited demand 
for their products. Now. suppose a manu­ 
facturing city is built within tho aforesaid 
radius; the farmers at first would derive a 
profit from the silo and increased value of 
their lands, and be relieved from tho com­ 
petition of their immediate neighbors, and 
the influx of new industries would furnish 
a new class of customers in those employed 
therein, the requirements of whom would 
enhance very materially the prices et all 
agricultural produce. The new city could 
not be built if our manufacturing was 
done abroad, which would inevitably be 
the result of adopting the opinion ot the 
free traders that farmers should buy for­ 
eign manufactures free from duty. 
The 
question for the farmers to ask themselves 
is, whether it would be better for them to 
pay $1 40 for a horae-mado article, aud sell 
five aud a half dozens of eggs at twenty- 
five cents per dozen to pay for it, or buy it 
at $1 abroad and sell ten dozen of eggs at 
ten cents per dozen in order to purchase it. 
For when free trade had driven into agri­ 
culture the 3,000,000 of people, now em ­ 
ployed in manufacture, to compete with 
the 
farmers, prices 
of 
all farm pro­ 
duce would inevitably fall more than 
50 
per 
cen t. 
and 
there 
would 
ba a small demand even at those rates. 
Tho ultimate result would be that the 
seller abroad would put up the price of the 
said foreign article to $1 4o after it had 
ceased to De made in this country. 
Undoubtedly the free traders’ reply to 
this will bo a reiteration of their hackneyed 
assertion that the superior intelligence and 
industry of the American operatives would 
more than countetbalance th© low wages 
abroad, and prevent the dosing of our 
factories. This is quite as hypothetical as 
their other statements, as experience lias 
proved repeatedly that whenever a low 
tariff has existed, labor has been sent peg­ 
ging for employment by the inundation of 
our markets by foreign commodities.

One day I saw 
the tin from a roof IOO feet long rolled up 
like the diploma of a young girl graduate 
arid carried the whole length of the town in 
Virginia City, and as soon as it got beyond 
the city limits, where there was nothing to 
break the force of the wind, it just spread 
that roof out like a tablecloth and tore it 
into shreds like it was tissue paper.’-’ 
"That’s nothing." sarcastically remarked 
the Kansas gentleman; "you can talk as 
much as you like about high winds, but 
I’m telling you that Kansas is the banner 
State for zephyrs. 
Why, that’s where we 
have cyclones and corkscrew winds. You 
read a good deal about cyclones in the 
newspapers, but you never see a word about 
the corkscrew gales; you bet you don’t 
Any man who dared to publish a word 
about them would bo lynched! 
If people

After 
filling their canteens thov sat with us and 
talked of tho beautiful city on the Hudson, 
and finally started together for their rifle 
pits. I watched through an embrasure and 
saw one fall. Instantly ho began to dig a 
little hollow with his hands in the sandy 
soil, 
und 
Instantly 
Hie 
Confederate 
sharpshooters went to work at him. Tho 
dust flew up on one side of him. and then 
on tim other. The wounded soldier kept 
scraping his little protective trench in the 
sand. We called to him. 
Ile answered 
that his leg was broken below the knee by 
a rifle hall. From the rifle pits we heard 
his comrades call to bim to take off ills 
burden of canteens, to tie their strings to 
gether and to set them to one side. He did 
so, and then the thirsty men in the pita 
drew lots to see who should risk his life 
lor tho water. I got keenly interested in 
this dicing with death, and watched in­ 
tently. A soldier sprang out of the rifle 
pits. Running obliquely, he stooped as he 
passed the canteens, grasped the strings, 
turned, and in a flash was safe. Looking 
through 
the 
embrasure, 
I 
saw 
the 
dust rise in many little 
puffs around 
the wounded man. who was still digging 
his little trench, and, with quickening 
breath, felt that his minutes were num ­ 
bered. I noted a conspicuous man, who was 
marked with a goitre, in tho rifle pits, and 
recognized him as tile comrado of the 
.stricken soldier 
He called to his disabled 
friend, saying that he was coining for him 
and that lie must rise when he came near 
and cling to him when he stopped. The 
hero left the rifle pits on the run; tho 
wounded man rose up and stood on one 
foot; the runner clasped him in his arms; 
the arms of the wounded man twined 
around his neck. au d .he was carried iuto 
our batteries at full speed, and was hurried 
to the roar and to a hospital. To the honor 
of the Confederate sharpshooters be it said 
that when they understood what was being 
done they ceased to shoot. 
One day during this protracted Cold Har­ 
bor tignt a battery of Coehorn mortars was 
placed in position in the ravine behind us. 
The captain of this battery was a tall, hand­ 
some, sweet-faced man. Ile spent a large 
portion of his time in our earthworks, 
watching the fire of his mortars.

He playfully accused me of being afraid, 
and insisted that at (JOO yards a sharp­ 
shooter could not hit a man, but I had seen 
too many mon killed in our battery to be­ 
lieve that. So he continued to jump on 
guns and to poke his head into embrasures. 
Due day I went to the spring after water. 
White walking hack I met four men carry­ 
ing a bodyin a blanket. "Who is that?’’ I 
asked. "Tho captain of the mortars." was 
tim reply. 
Stapling they uncovered his 
head for me. I SAW w lero the ball had 
struck him in this eye. and saw tne great 
hole in the back ot his head where it had 
passed out. 
'Hie killed and womuJed of tho first day’s 
fight lay unburied and uncared for between 
the lines. 
The stench of tho dead men 
became unbearable, and finally a flag of 
truce was sent out. There was a cessation 
of hostilities to bury the dead and succor 
the wounded. I went out to tho ground in 
front of our picket line to talk to the Con­ 
federate soldi©] s, and to trade sugar aud 
coffee for tobacco. Every corpse I saw was 
as black as coal. It was not possible to 
remove them. They were buried where they 
fell. Our wounded—I mean those who had 
fallen on tho first day oil Hie ground 
that lay between the picket lines—were all 
dead. I saw no live man lying on this 
ground. 
T ho wounded must have suffered 
horribly before death relieved them, lying 
there exposed to the blazing Southern sun 
o’ days, and being eaten alive by beetles o’ 
nights. 
Ono evening just before sunset I went to 
tho spring to till some canteens. Having 
tilled them, I loaded my pipe and smoked in 
silent enjoyment. 
Looking up, I saw two 
Confederate 
infantry 
soldiers 
walking 
slowly down the ravino. 
They 
were 
tall, round-shouldered mon. 
I clasped 
my knees and stared at them- 
They 
walked 
toward me, then halted, 
and, 
dropping 
their 
musket 
butts 
to the 
ground, 
they 
clasped 
their 
hands 
over the muzzles of their rities and stared 
at me as I stared at them. I could not un­ 
derstand what two fully armed Confeder­ 
ate soldiers were doing inside of our lines. 
After gazing at one another msUeace for an 
instant, one of them smiled (I could almost 
t hear the dirt on his face crack, and was 
agreeably interested in the performance), 
and inquired kindly, "Howdy?” 
bo, I 
said, 
still 
seated 
and 
sucking

pipe, "Howdy,” as that seemed to bo 
Hie correct form of salutation in Virginia. 
Then I asked indifferently what they were 
doing within our lines. 
They told me 
that they had been captured and that they 
were on their way to our rear. The state­ 
ment struck me as decidedly funuy.

They then said that they were 
lost; that they aero afraid to return to the 
front for fear of being killed; that they 
wore afraid to keep on travelling for fear 
of running against the Union pickets on 
the flanks, and that they were out of 
provisions and were hungry. 
That last 
statement appealed strongly to me. I urn- 
agined myselt prowling between the front 
aud rear of tho Confederate army, with 
an 
empty 
haversack dangling at my 
side, and nothing to hope for but a Con­ 
federate prison, and my heart went out to 
these men. I opened my haversack and 
shared my hardtack with them. and then 
showed them the road which led to our 
rear. They sat down by the spring and ate 
the hard bread aud drank of the cool water, 
and talked drawlingly of tho war, and 
tinally slouched off to the rear. At the time 
I thought them to be deserters. After dark, 
to replenish the waste of my charity, I 
visited the camp of some hundred days 
men, and found a half-tilled haversack.

was surprising what careless follows those 
hundred days men wore. They were always 
losingsoinething, haversacks generally, and 
we light artillerymen were constantly find­ 
ing them.

Queer Beliefs Which Are 
Common to Many People. 


The Meed of Mew Clothes on Easter Sui* 


day, According to English Ideas. 


W hy You Should Always First Put 
Money in the Hight Pocket

"Whenever my mother dropped her dish 
cloth,” sad the great showman. Bb lima* T. 
Barnum, "she always know aho wai going 
to have a visitor. She knew It. Thoro was 
no use trying to dissuade her from that bn 
lief. 8he had proven it time and again for 
many years, and she couldn’t ho talked out 
of it. If she dropped a fork and the tines 
stuck in tho floor, thoro would also ho a 
visitor, but lie was suro to lie a gentlemen. 
If when ho cnnio ho stayod 
to dinner 
and, by accident, got two knives, two 
forks or two spoons at his plate, he would 
be married within a year and thoro was no 
help for it 
If 
an 
unmarried 
female 
stumbled up stairs, she would not bo mar 
ried within a year, and all the old maids 
were very cautious how they wont up stairs. 
Yet mv mother scouted the idea of her being 
superstitious and taught me never to go 
under a ladder for four of had luck. 
"Now, as for mo,” said Mr. Barnum, “I 
haven’t a grain of superstition in mv com­ 
position. lcndeavor to commence all my 
important undertakings on Friday to show 
my contempt of tho superstitions attached 
to that day, and I think that for lim next 
fifty years, at least, no man should bo 
hanged on Friday.” 
Judge Stephen Burdett Hyatt of the city 
court, New York, visited Paris, Franco, 
three years ago. and upon his return told 
this interesting fact concerning Hie super­ 
stitions of the people: “I wandered through 
the streets of Paris day after day. One fact 
I discovered was that no house in any 
street I went through—and I went through 
many—was numbered thirteen. After the 
fact was first brought to my notice I made 
it a study to search for such a number. I 
always found number twelve, but the next 
number was invariably douz.e b is-twelve 
and a half. And this is owing to the super­ 
stition of the French people concerning 
tim number thirteen, which is tile strongest 
of all their peculiar superstitions.” 
But the French aro not the only supersti­ 
tious people. On tho contrary, superstition 
is almost universal, and there is not a nation, 
tribe, nomadic band nor scarcely an individ­ 
ual who is not imbued with it, or at least 
possessed of some pot superstition. 
"That assertion is ridiculous,” remarked a 
staid old gentleman one day. 
"Take that horse-chestnut out of your 
pocket before you deny it again,” exclaimed 
his friend, who knew he always carried one 
to cure his rheumatism, as people of other 
nations carry about their persons talismans 
of various kinds to charm away disease, 
avoid death, propitiate love, prevent acci­ 
dent, preserve virtue, promote temperance, 
save from drowning, cure hydrophobia and 
for many other reasons. 
Tile sailor who will not leave port on Fri­ 
day for fear of shipwreck prizes most of all 
the caul, and ids faith iii its saving power 
cannot bo shaken. Tom Hood attempted to 
do so in his " Whims aud Oddities,” when 
bespoke of the jolly mariner who confi­ 
dently went to sea in spite of the ink-black 
sky which "told every eye a storm was soon 
to be.” 
B ut still th a t Jolly m ariner 
Took In no reef at all; 
Nor in Ids poucli confidingly 
Be woro a baby's caul. 
His faith was majestic, but it did not avail 
him, according to the story, for the storm 
in fearful fury burst upon his frail bark and 
iio 
Was sm othered by th e squall. 
H eaven ne’er heard lits cry, nor did 
The ocean hoed his caul. 
There is no end to the superstitions. They 
pertain to birth and infancy, childhood, 
love and courtship, marriage, death and 
burial, the human body, articles of dress, 
food, furniture, singing, sighing, laughing, 
crying, sneezing, whistling, table furniture, 
bric-a-brac, money, diseases and, in fact, to 
every conceivable act of life as well as 
everything tangible and intangible. They 
possess the minds of not only Hie ignorant 
aud tho sickly, hut the 
educated 
and 
healthy as well. They come in all shapes 
and manners, thev have existed from time 
immemorial, and they will continue to ex­ 
ist to the end of time. 
Men walk tile streets with horseshoes on 
their breasts, women carry them as charms, 
and thousands nail them over their doors 
to propitiate good luck, white few men eau 
resist a desire to rejoice when they pick up 
one from tho street. 
Judas had Hie thirteenth scat at the 
Lord’s supper; and Judas had yellowish red 
hair. Ho betrayed his Master. 
Nobody 
overheard of a parent calling b's child 
Judas, but red anti yellow hair became un­ 
popular, and in course of time even a red 
or yellow board was held in contempt and 
regarded 
as .a 
token of a vile dispo­ 
sition. 
Yellow 
hair 
was 
regarded as 
a 
deformity, 
and 
in 
tile 
ancient 
tapestries 
both 
Cain 
and 
Judas 
are invariably represented with yellow 
beards. There is groat wealth of supersti­ 
tions. The hand has devoted to it many, 
among which may be enumerated tho fol­ 
lowing: A great, thick hand signifies a 
porson not only strong, hut stout; a little, 
slender hand, one not only weak, hut timor­ 
ous; a long hand aud long fingers betoken 
a man not only apt for mechanical artifice, 
but liberally ingenious. Those hands that 
are short denote a fool and a good-for- 
nothing; 
a 
hard, 
brawny 
hand, 
ono 
dull 
and 
rude; 
a 
soft 
hand, 
one 
witty, 
but 
effeminate; 
a 
heavy 
hand, 
one 
luxurious. 
Tho 
itching 
of the right hand signifies that it will 
shortly receive money; if tile left hand 
itches, it is a sign that before many days 
money will have to be paid. Th© little 
white specks on the finger nails aro consid­ 
ered ominous. Concerning tho feet, a flat­ 
footed person is generally considered to 
have a bad temper. The itching of tho foot 
indicates that its owner will shortly under­ 
take a long journey. 
An old saw says concerning the clothing: 
At raster let your clothes be new, 
Or elso be sure you will it rue. 
In the north of England it is believed by 
the people that tile rooks will spoil tHeir 
clothes on Easter Sunday if they are not 
entirely new. As onoo a year is not, in most 
cases, too often to renew the clothing, this 
superstition is not as baleful as many. 
An old superstition pertaining to clothing 
is that before putting on new clothes a sum 
of money must lie placed in the right-hand 
pocket, which will insure its always being 
full. It by mistake, however, it he put in 
tile left-hand pocket, tile wearer will never 
have a penny so long as tile clothes last. 
lf an article of dress is put on inside out, 
it is good luck. 
Cham liers’ 
"Book of Days” says that 
when William tile Conqueror, in arming 
himself for Hie battle of Hastings, happened 
to put on His shirt of mail witli the hind-side 
before, Hie bystanders were shocked by it, 
as being att evil omen. till XX’i ilium claimed 
it as a good ono. betokening that lie was to 
be changed from a duke to a kiug. 
It is said of ilia cast-off clothes of the dead 
that they never last very long, but that, as 
tho bodv decays so do Hie garments. In 
Denmark a corpse is never allowed to bo 
buried in the clothes of a living person, lest 
as the clothes rot in 
the grave that 
person to whom they belonged should waste 
away and perish. 
So in Hie Netherlands 
even the rings ot the dead are never given 
away. 
Tho apron Is not without its superstitions 
XX'omen turn thorn before Hie new moon to 
insure good luck for the ensuing month. In 
Yorkshire, a town in England, wiien a mar­ 
ro n woman’s apron falls off it is a sign that 
something is coming to vex lier; when, 
however, tho apron of an unmarried girl 
drops down she is frequently the subject of 
laughter, as it is a sure sign that she Is 
thinking of lier sweetheart. 
If a young 
woman’s petticoats are longer than her 
dress it is proof that her motlier docs not 
love her as much as lier father, a notion 
which extends as far as Scotland, lf tho 
stocking is put on wrong side out, it is lucky, 
but unlucky to turn it. To clothe Hie left 
foot before the right one is a 6ign of mis­ 
fortune. 
Everybody knows that throwing an old 
shoo after a wedding party or a person 
going on a journey will produce good luck. 
it is needless to say that this superstition is 
encouraged by the shoemakers. 
In tho 
Bible the receiving of a shoe was an evi­ 
dence and symbol of asserting or accepting 
dominion or ownership, whereas Hie giving 
back of tile shoe was tho symbol of resign­ 
ing it. Young giris ou going to bed at night 
place their shoes at right angles to olio an­ 
other in Hie lorm of the letter T, repeating 
this rhyme; 
Honing this night m v tru e love to see, 
I place m y shoe* la th e form of a T. 
Rings are worn as talismans. The tur­ 
quoise ring is said to possess special prop­ 
erties, a superstition to which Dr. Donne 
alludes; 
A com passionate turquoise, th a t doth tell, 
By looking pale, the w earer is uot well. 
The carbuncle, among other pro]>erties, is 
said to give out a natural light. 
A piece of 
superstition makes it unlucky to weal au 
oral. although it is a most beautiful stone; 
the diamond is 
believed to counteract 
poison, un emerald ring ensures purity of 
thought, and a loadstone ring is worn as an 
amulet to preserve new-born children and 
their mothers lrom fairies; a necklace of 
amber is said to cure a wen, and tile moon­ 
stone is loaded down with superstitious. 
To lose a ring, given as a token of affec­ 
tion. is unlucky. 
Medicated rings have 
been used from time immemorial for the 


ctire of cramp, epilepsy and fits, and even 
today electric rings are sold in our streets. 
The pin lias not been neglected. On seeing 
a pin one should always pick it up for good 
luck, although it may bn known to be bad 
luck to Hie sitter if a wicked boy crooks ii 
and puts it on a chair, business end up.

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MAKING LEAD PENCILS. 


Interesting 
Particulars of 


the Process. 


Over a Quarter of Million of Pencils 


Used Even Day. 


Graphite and Its Peculiarities and 


Manufacture. 


[Brooklyn Eagle*.] 
The consum ption of lead pencils in this 
country is estim ated at 250,000 a day. This 
Is at the rate of one per day to every 160 of 
population, or a lo u t 78,000,000 a year. 
A fter seeing these In u res readers of she 
Eagle will probably feel interested rn an 
account of tho m anufacture in Brooklyn. 
G raphite, which is the softest substance 
due from tile earth, is taken in the lum p 
direct from the m outh of the m ine to the 
reducing m ill. 
Here it is pulverized by 
stam ps under w ater, the, particles floating 
oft w ith the w ater through a series of tanks. 
It comes to the factory in Brooklyn in bar­ 
rels. in tho form of dust. The powder is lus­ 
terless and of a dingy color. 
It is liner and 
softer than any flour, and can be taken up 
in tho band just as w ater can. but is hardly 
retained more easily than water is. 
lf one 
attem pts to take a pinch ol it between tho 
forefinger arid thum b it is as evasive as 
quicksilver, and tho only sensation left is 
th a t the tie6li is sm oother than before. 
The first process in m anufacturing is to 
separate tile graphite dust further, accord­ 
ing to lineness. It is mixed with sufficient 
w ater to run very freely, and is then turned 
into a hooper, from which the w ater runs 
slowly through a series of tubs. 
The 
coarsest and heaviest particles fettle to tile 
bottom of the first tub, th e next coarsest 
arid heaviest in tho next, and so on, th e 
m ovem ent of Hie w ater being made very 
gentle. 
On reaching 
the last tub tho 
powder, being twice as heavy as w ater and 
sinking iii it if undisturbed, lias so far set­ 
tled th at Hie w ater discharged at tho top is 
nearly clear. After the flow is stopped and 
the powder allowed to settle, tho clear 
w ater is w ithdraw n by rem oving succes­ 
sively, beginning with the upper one, a 
num ber of plugB inserted in holes in the 
eido of each tub, care being used not to 
agitate tile contents sous to disturb tho de­ 
posited dust. This being done properly, tho 
deposit is rem oved through the gates at Hie 
bottom of each tub. The separation is thus 
perform ed by 
this ingenious process of 
■‘floating” more perfectly than it could be 
by any direct handling, dry treatm ent be­ 
ing wholly im practicable. 
For tho finest 
pencils the deposit from tho last tub only 
is used, but for ordinary and cheap grades 
th a t from tho two before tho last will 
answer. 
The graphite is now ready for the clay. 
This is a peculiar pipe clay from Germany. 
A fter being 
Subjected to th e F lo atin g P r » f f ,i 
th e finest is m ixed w ith the graphite, in 
proportions varying according to the de­ 
gree of hardness required. The more clay 
used the harder the pencil. For m edium 
grades tho proportion is about soven parts 
clay to ten paris graphite by weight. Tho 
graphite aud clay are mixed together w ith 
v. ater, to tho consistency of thick cream , 
and tho m ixture is fen to the grinding mills, 
w hich consist of two flat stones, a 1 o st tw o 
feet in diam eter, placed horizontally, only 
the upper one running. Between these the 
mass is ground like paint, for the finest 
pencils 
as 
m any 
as 
tw enty-four 
tim es, 
thus securing 
tho 
m ost 
per- 
! 
oct strength, uniform ity and 
freeness 
rom grit in the leads. After grinding tho 
m ass is inclosed in stout canvas bags, and 
th e clear w ater forced out bv hydraulic 
pressure until it becomes a thick dou^h. It 
then goes to the form ing press. I b is is 
sim ply a sm all vertical iron cylinder, hav­ 
ing a solid plunger, or piston, driven by a 
screw. A plate is inserted in tile bottom , 
having an opening ot the sliaoe and size of 
the load desired, and tho graphite is slowly 
forced through the hole, exactly as w ater is 
forced from a syringe, coiling itself .round 
and round like a coil of w ire oil a board set. 
beneath the press. The eoil is taken up at 
intervals, “rove” off straig h t by the hands 
into lengths sufficient for three heads, which 
are straightened out, iaid in order on aboard 
and pressed flat by putting a cover over 
them . They are Anally hardened by plac­ 
ing them in a crucible aud baking in a kiln. 
T he handling m ust bo done expediously, as 
tho leads begin drying im m ediately and be­ 
come brittle as they dry ; Puton tirst issuing 
from tim press they are so plastic th at knots 
m ay he tied loosely in them . 
The leads are now readv for the wooden 
case. For the cheapest pencil pine is used. 
and for the common grades an ordinary 
quality; of red cedar. A lth o sawm ills tho 
cedar is cut into blocks about seven inches 
long, and these are sawed into strips about 
three and a half inches wide and three-six­ 
teenths of an inch thick. Tho pencil con­ 
s i s t 'of two parts glued together, with tile 
lead between. Each strip is wide enough to 
m ake the halves of six pencils. The pencils 
are m ade six at a tim e, anti the im perfect 
strips are put to.get.hor so tis to m ake a lull 
s tr p o u to t the parts. 
W hen these boards 
(which tire now ready for shaping) reach 
tile factory they are first passed in a con­ 
tinuous line under a cu tter which cuts six 
little grooves, round or square, for tho 
leads, ami sm ooths tile faces by the same 
stroke. The lead in tho foreign pencil lies 
wholly in one-half of the wood, the other 
slip being put on as a cover, as m arly every­ 
body has had occasion to know by Hie 
covers com ing oft and leaving an unpleas­ 
antly flat 
surface; 
but 
the American 
m ethod lias the glue equally iii each strip. 
Accordingly, the two strips are glued alike. 
Filling the leads 
la lin a c b y 0 :r l» 
sitting at brass-covered tables. Tho tirst 
takes a grooved slip with her left hand and 
a bunch of leads iii hor right. Spreading 
these out in lier lingers like a fan,she dexter­ 
ously lays th em in the grooves and passes 
tho tilled slip to the girl at the left, who 
puts over it another slip which has ju st re­ 
ceived a coating of hot gluo lrom a brush 
w ielded by a third. Any two slips tit to­ 
gether, and tho united pairs are laid in a 
row and pressed together rn an iron fram e 
by a screw, and the row of slips is loft to 
dry. The rough ends of tho slips and the 
projecting parts are nex t ground smooth 
against a vs heel covered with sandpaper, 
pud are then ready for the most interesting 
hr+ii characteristic process of all—th at of 
separating arid shaping. 
The foreign m aker still m akes each pen­ 
cil separately. 
His glued slip is one pencil, 
and he form erly shaped it by hand, hut now' 
does th a t by a plane driven back and forth 
by m achinery. Yet it is still one at a tim e 
w ith him , and after shaping his pencil he 
has to sm oothen it w ith s. ne! pa per. N ot so 
in the Am erican factories. The work of 
separating ann shaping them is done by the 
game operation of a single machine. The 
slips are led one by one under a revolving 
cutter, which separates and rounds them on 
one side by cutting away the superfluous 
wood. As they come from under Hie cutter 
they are turned over and passed under 
a 
second 
one. which 
does 
the same 
work on the other side, so th a t they 
fall into a basket iii a continuous stream , 
six wide, of finished pencils. Tile fami­ 
liar operation of planing is essentially 
that of cutting with a pocket-knife. 
Tho 
planing m achine, on the contrary, uses re­ 
volving knives, winch m ake a succession 
of little gouges in the wood. These gouges, 
which would otherw ise leave tho surface 
very irregular, are m ade to leave it tolera­ 
bly smooth by following one another so 
closely th at the gouges become one long 
gouge or cut. but usually tho board is not 
sm ooth enough to answ er for nice work 
w ithout fu rth er finishing. 
Yet so perfect 
is tho operation of these revolving cutters 
th at they leave tim surface not only true, 
but so sm ooth th at th e finest sandpaper in 
ordinary use would scratch it. The m a­ 
chine separates and shapes probably fifty 
penoiis while tho foreign m aker is m aking 
one, and requires nobody to com plete its 
wora. As the stream of pencils I all six 
abraast they are finished in point of utility 
gild are ready to be sharpened and put to 
use. 
Before they leave the room aud several 
Hines afterw ards they are counted by m eans 
of a counting board. This is m erely a board 
on winch are fastened two strins of w’ood 
about four inches apart, having in each 
strip 144 grooves. Catching up a banditti 
of pencils, 
T he IV trk m a n R u h i T heta 
along tho board once and back, thus filling 
all the grooves, the pencils lying in them as 
a pen lies in its rack on the inkstand, and 
bo has counted a gross of twelve dozen 
w ithout possibility of m aking a m istake, 
BUU in five seconds’ time, By a sim ilar de­ 
vice, the euftiloym ent of a tray having a 
num ber ot round depressions of th e size of 
a coin, into which the pieces are shaken, 
gold coins are som etim es counted. 
I In deference to custom aud the habit of 
associating tho 
desired blackness of the 
leads with th a t of the wood, the natural 
beauty of tho cedar is concealed in the 
stiiidard com m ercial grades by coloring. 
After being im m ersed in dye the pencils go 
to the very curious little varnishing m a­ 
chines. From a little hopper they settle 
through sideways, aud are seized between 
two wheels, which thrust them endwise. 
duo at time. through a hole iii a tube wet 
with varnish from 
above. Each pencil, 
pushed on by its follower in tho single-lile 
m ovem ent, em erges from the tube and drops 
on a horizontal belt. Is then moves glowfly 
v itn th a belt some th irty feet, drying as it 
goes, aud w hen the belt, reaching tho pulley 


releases It, drops in to the bask et If you place 
a pencil in ihe m outh, pushing it well bin Ic, 
and then, com pressing the lips tightly rn 
it, expel the air, it will shoot out w ith some 
force. In a sim ilar m anner this comical 
little m achine spits out irom its cylinder a 
stream of pencils at tho rate of IOO per 
m inute. 
Tho other operations are of m inor conse­ 
quence, consisting; of shaving a lim o from 
the ends, sharpening certain styles on a 
wheel, stam ping each other w ith its proper 
m arking and Hie various m anipulations in 
packing. Tho patent package is a stroke of 
inventive genius. 
Tho dozon pencils tiro 
grouped en h in its groove, around an oval 
piece of wood. 
Tho oval package is more 
showy than tho round, and eight pencils 
can bo slipped out aud roplacod at w ill w ith­ 
out Uisturi’ing it. 
'Hie sanio m echanical 
skill runs all through tho work, all the pen- 
cils boing exactly uniform in size, length 
end finish, and cveu the stam p falling on all 
in exactly the sam e relative position. 
E xeept tho lead make s and tho attend­ 
ants on tho shaping machines, tho operators 
are girls, the m achines being so autom atic 
th a t neither strength nor skilled labor is 
requisite. The work is singularly cleanly. 
Tho shaping machines are covered by a 
m etallic 
bood 
connecting 
w ith 
pipes 
through which nil the shavings and dust are 
sucked down by a blow er lo the engine- 
room, where they are used for fuel. Thus 
the floors are kent free from litter. 
H ie 
work is in no respect unhealthful, aud the 
factory Is peculiar in being perm eated by 
the arom atic odor of the red cedar.

The accident on tho Gross-Glockuer is an­ 
other illustration of tho too often proved 
tru th th at the raco is not to the swift nor 
the battle to the strong, unless the sw ift 
aud tho strong condescend to use common 
sense and natural reason. The Marquis Al­ 
fred von Pallavicini, w ho, in com pany with 
M. Crom enna, and a couple of the best 
guides in Pinzgav and P usthertal, has m et 
his death iii an attem pt upon the giant of 
tim E ast Tyrolese Alps, was known iii 
Vienna as one of tho most accom plished of 
tho young nobles in tho K aiserstaut in 
athletic sports and exercises. It is said 
he 
could 
lift a flaker clear 
od 
tho 
ground 
by 
sim ply grasping and 
rais­ 
ing it by tho hind wheels. 
M. Crommelin 
who shares Ins fate, was also a powerful 
athlete, and, iiko the m arquis, a practised 
m ountaineer. These two young men, along 
with C hristian Rangetiner, tho prince of 
Tyrolese guides, aud a com rade hardly in­ 
ferior, h a \e been swept down the trem en­ 
dous precipices of the Fasterze glacier and 
tho Glockuer Wand. 
rh o ascent of tho Gross-Glockner. which 
towers to the height of more than J 2 ,0 0 0 
feet betw een tho P ustertbal aud Pinzguu 
at the m eeting point of the Tyrol, Salzkani- 
m ergut and K arinthJa. is under the most 
favorable circum stances a still’ pioce of 
m ountaineering. The neighboring giant, 
Hie Gross-Venediger, though only about KOO 
feet lower, is nothing like so hard to m ount; 
and upon one side in particular, irom the so­ 
called Klein-Glockiior. the ascent is ex­ 
trem ely difficult. Some years back, how­ 
ever, the young Marquis von Pallavicinni 
m ade this ascent 
in com pany of three 
giuides, n o t inferior to the bravo folio we 
who perished with him tile other day. In 
the records of tho A ustrian Alpine Club it 
stands w ritten th a t at th a t tim e it was nec­ 
essary to hew the enorm ous num ber of 
2500 steps in the solid ice, w ith hardly a 
break of a yard in the constant toil of fif­ 
teen hours; and dining the whole of that 
tim e tho path was so narrow and precip­ 
itous th at the leading guide was never able 
to yield ins place to any reflower, but had to 
keoD chopping away w ithout change or re­ 
lief. It was practically the same effort 
which the M arquis Alfred attem pted to re­ 
peat. 
Tho aged father of the deceased, who has 
lost bis only son, has been on the m ountain 
since the beginning of the m onth, when 
apprehensions were tirst excited bv tile pro­ 
longed absence of the party, 
'.ho active 
search for their bodies was conducted by 
some fifty of the best m ountain guides of 
1’inzgan and P ustertbal, under tho leader­ 
ship of H err Julius Meurer, president of tim 
Austrian Alpine Club; and on the 7th of 
tim m onth, some ten days after the dis­ 
appearance, the first body was discovered— 
th at of the second guide, Eiigolbert Rubi- 
soier, lying crushed and m angled on Hie 
Pasterze glacier, at tho foot of a chasm 
several hundred yards deep The h at of the 
m arquis lay a few yards from him. It is now 
known that every guide of the Glockuer 
district 
refused last 
year 
to 
attem pt 
the m ountain from this terribly dangerous 
side. 
But entreaties and rew ards of an ex­ 
ceptional kind at last enlisted Christian 
R angetiner—who leaves a young widow and 
three children—in the foolhardy enterprise. 
It is believed th a t the party was swept 
away by one of tho snow avalanches which 
are of frequent occurrence on this side of 
the Glookner; ami the searching for the 
bodies is alm ost as perilous as the original 
attem pt. 
Not long ago the body of an un­ 
lucky clim ber was found, w hich had cvi- 
dently lain am ong the icy recesses of the 
m ountain since tho lastcoiitury. The dress 
w as old-fashioned, and in the pockets were 
coins of a hundred years ago. lim body had 
been alm ost completely preserved. 
Tho 
Gross-Glor finer is about equally distant from 
Gastein and from the picturesque town of 
Lieuz. the m ost eastern town of Tyrol, situ­ 
ated lust where the I)rav, swollen by the 
junction of the Issei, goes forth on its course 
through the groat valley of 
K arinthia. 
From Lienz the ascent is not very difficult

this tim e finding out th at the m ajor’s order 
was one of business. He saw the future 
squires standing before him . wasting their 
tim e in sm all country towns, and saying, 
"Disperse, you rebels.” which undoubtedly 
m eant th at they should repair to New York 
and be rounders. 
W hen people are let into public life it is 
very m uch like their being let Into society, 
there is no telling w hat havoc they will do. 
I rem em ber sitting bv the side of Simmons 
in W ashington soon after he was made col­ 
lector of the port of Boston. The Pharisees, 
fv'ribep, m ugwum ps and w itch-burners had 
all discussed him in various lights. Some 
said th a t he was m erely breaking into 
society and th at it was dangerous to have a 
m an like th at appear in t nblic life while 
some other Bostonian w ith a grandfather 
should have the wiiolo prestige.

The exercises ot Rollin 
at this school were confined it seems to set­ 
ting snares for rabbits, and then he went to 
Boston and dispersed him self through tho 
newspapers, dispersed him self through tho 
spirit world as a m edium , started a spirit­ 
ualistic paper and cam© to Now York. He 
reported l’-eechor’s 
sermons.

Paris Squire picked up some K nicker­ 
bockers front about Albany and had a way 
of m aking his countenance look like their 
doc a at oo soc. H e m elted their souls by his 
various taide-turning m ovem ents, and, not 
content w ith his power overspirits, he wont 
over to London and learned to box rn St. 
M artin’s lane, where N at Langlian kept a 
gin m ill on one sido of tho street and Ben 
(Jaunt kept one on tho other side. His P ari­ 
sian habits may have been naughty; few 
persons go to Paris at a tender age and do 
not lo-e some of their m edium power. The 
next we hear of Squire is off in California, 
still eugHged in dispersion, and out there he 
was a Republican. Ile returned to New 
York only fifteen years ago. a rather jaunty 
specimen of the flush m ining operator and 
speculator. In a little w hile 'Vail street 
( leaned him out, and he dispersed off to 
Texas. 
From there ho w ent to Now Or­ 
leans, and got into a Dar-room fight there, 
and, after leaving thoro, never stopped till 
lie got as far as Boston, w here lie settled 
down and road some law and wrote verses. 
He m arried the daughter of his law partner, 
who had a habit of bending his elbow, and 
got into politics as a Republican again, and 
finally 


S ettled D o m w ith Slmmnni 
to practice law and politics. Six years ago 
they dissolved, having gone into m ining 
ventures again in the far Av est and into 
m unicipal im provem ents in 
the 
sm all 
towns in the interior, and we next hoar of 
him in New York again w ith an office— 
some m anufacturing company out East. 
About 1884. pretty well b u n t up, Squire 
appeared at the Chicago Convention, where 
Cleveland was nom inated.

and 
say: “ I settled your bash.” The office of 
com m issioner of public works is pretty 
m uch the whole of New York.

"W hy,” said Rollin."I was out at Chicago 
dis' ersing myself and I got to know most 
of those fellows. They w ant this depart­ 
m ent a little worse than you want to nil it. 
N om inate me and I w ill see to the confirm­ 
ing.” 
This, boiled down, was tho conversation. 
So Squire picked up Thompson, whom any­ 
body could pick up. Thompson had been 
the commissioner ot public works, and was 
one of the best city politicians iii Now York, 
a Boston boy by tho way, though he dis­ 
persed him self to New York when he was 
only about J years old. Thompson entered 
Hie as a reform er, and the way lie dbl it was 
to ascertain where all the im portant gin 
m ills were, and go down to them and stuiid 
up there am ongst tho boys and talk politics 
and life just as friendly as if ho had been 
a nobody. 
Ho would treat, listen to all 
tho jok*s. aud sincerely loved to sit on 
Hie tot) of the barret and see the bar-room 
cat play in the sawdust. N othing was too 
sm all to engage his m ind; lie m erely om it­ 
ted the large. He had thus scraped to­ 
gether, by tho aid of Edward Cooper’s 
money and O ttendorfer’s eontributb us. a 
Dem ocratic organization which for a tim e 
troubled Tam m any Hall. There was no 
need of anybody quarrelling with a man 
like Thompson, as he was good nature it­ 
self; all he wanted was universal society, 
late hours and regularity in politics. 
Who 
would have looked at Thompson and sup­ 
posed th at there was a lim e In his life when 
lie was 


A n F.Iegaut E x q u is ite In Society, 
dancing tho germ an, paying com plim ents 
to tire ladies and holding an eye-glass to his 
nose. 
Yet the ball-room and the gin-niili 
are not very far apart; the love of pleasure 
which m akes a m an prom inent in one often 
carries him down to the other. There was 
a m an nam ed Allan Campbell in this city, 
w ith a considerable knowledge of how 
streets were paved and public constructions 
set up. He was bom in Albany, but had 
come to New York, and 
had a taste 
for 
publio 
em ployment.

Had 
a 
son 
whom 
Thompson 
took 
a 
fancy 
to, 
and 
together 
they 
w ent 
around 
playing the gam e of 
politics. 
It had 
daw ned on Thompson’s m iud th at he could 
m ake tho seniof Campbell a very prom i­ 
nent m an in New York: as for him self 
Thompson was modest. He wanted to get 
the organization up aud advance other men 
to the picked places. Ile w anted to m ake 
E dw ard Cooper mayor of New York, which 
lie did . he desired afterw ard to m ake Ed­ 
ward Cooper governor of New York in tire 
place of tho present David B. Hill, and 
there ho failed, though the adm inistration 
at W ashington was with him. Thompson 
was know n all over the country by tho 
tim e Squire (anre to him with the above 
proposition. It mildly surprised Thompson. 
Y et he had seen so many politicians, so 
m uch of common rude life, so m any men 
advanced to great power who literally came 
out of tho gutter, th a t ho was soon upon his 
feet again. Thompson was running down. 
The adm inistration, w ithout having any ob­ 
jection to him particularly, had sacrificed 
him in soite of his labors, probably tire 
suggestion of some of the New A ork m ug­ 
wumps. who were always eavesdropping or 
squinting to find out som ething prejudicial 
to a m an. The fact th at Thompson was 
generally asleep in the coupe when he rode 
along Broadway at night was com m uni­ 
cated to the mugwumps aud it created a 
m oral revolution against him. T hat a m an 
should be able to sleep in a carriage was 
prim a facie 
evidence 
th at 
he 
was a 
rounder. So Thompson 
W e n t the W a y o f A l t Flesh, 


ately located ob C&aatnut's tre a t 
M aud Com ptroller Allan Campbell, whom he 
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literally created. The roor fellow-had no 
money, yet everybody w anted to borrow 
from him , supposing th a t fie owned the 
New York Custom House, lie was always 
thirsty, and yet he could not go In any­ 
where to take a drink hut th e whole ward 
w anted to come u p to the b a r and share it 
w ith him. He experienced tho ingratitude 
of tho great, as all men do who labor in 
their interests and then are judged by a 
wholly different standard. 
In the epic of 
affairs Tam m any Hall had revived and 
taken away the sheriff’s otliee and all the 
best places, and the new m ayor coining in 
was a rival of Edward Cooper and therefore 
not very friendly to Thompson. All things 
looked dark. 
So when Squire presented him self and 
said th at he and Frank Edson had gone to 
school together, and Frank would send in 
his nam e if Thompson would arrange the 
confirm ation, you can see w hat naturally 
ensued. Thompson sent for Flynn, Flynn 
was another great dispersant character. 
Bearing the nam e of an ancient Irish king. 
he hail m arried a daughter of Israel, and 
upon some flimsy foundations as a business 
m an, had accum ulated a great deal of 
money in politics. You perceive th at I ani 
only illustrating the law of dispersion as 
enunciated bv Major Pitcairn. Here was 
one young fellow of the Irish pursuasion. 
two young fellows out of Boston, a m ayor 
out of Verm ont and a Board of Alderm en 
probably out of jail: and they fortuitously 
brought together tho universe to Rollin M. 
Squire. 
, 
You have seen how in the play of canst, 
w hen the doctor w ants to be young again 
and 
go 
am ongst 
the girls, 
tire devil 
appears to him and says: "N otrouble about 
th a t at all, doctor, just give me your auto­ 
g raph.” T hat w as how R ollin M. Squire 
In h erited th e K nrth* 
FTynn or Thompson, or both of them , 
for they were about the samo thing, re­ 
m arked: "M ake an agreem ent to deliver 
over to us the whole of your patronage and 
to resign your office w hen you don’t suit us 
and wo will have you confirm ed.” Now 
the com m issioner of public works spends 
al out F t0,000,000 in a lair, ordinary year. 
I do not exactly rem em ber how m uch 
money Aladdin and Ids lam p raised to­ 
gether by the aid of their uncle, the pawn­ 
broker, but it could not liavo bosn as m uch 
in sober fact as Rolliu M. Squire was now 
going to spend. 
It is not necessary to describe the scene 
where tire Board of Alderm en of New York 
were put through. You m ust have seen 
the alderm en of New York at least in your 
dream s. There are twenty-four of them . I 
understand, though whenever I enter tho 
cham ber a sense of oppression, notuum ixed 
with awe, overw helm s me, so th at I am not 
exactly sure about the num ber. Most of 
them were once Irish kings; all the rest are 
descended from H erm an and Armenius, 
who beat the Romans som ewhere on the 
Rhine. A nam eless Grace attends thorn all, 
and 
in 
order 
th at 
they 
shall 
not 
seem affected and conscious of their per­ 
sonal 
beauty, 
drey 
generally have 
a 
cigar betw een their teeth, ranged at an 
angle of th at placo to 
which they all 
extinct to go lf they escape tire peniten­ 
tiary. Most of tliese gentlem en represent 
w hat are called "nods. 
If this should Ie 
spelled "w ards” by any m istake it would 
convey a false idea. Interrogating any on« 
Of these persons as to his district he will 
tell you ho represents the "F ifteent wod.” 
The dean of this faculty will tell you ho 
comes from "De Fust W od.” There is an 
old story to the effect th at tho Board of 
Alderm en once closed the doors to go into 
executive session iii the m anner of the 
A m erican Senate. 
T h e ltoo«tle W a* to he Q tren A w ay 
and the question was who should have the 
custody of it. 
They had m ade a now prin­ 
cipality, or som ething of th a t kind, and 
w anted a m an who would m eet the em er­ 
gency. 
Alderm an Sm ilax! arose and re­ 
m arked th at it was well know-n th at in this 
city tfiere lived 70,000 Poles, all of whom 
were trustod constituents and voted right. 
These 70,000 votes would at once be alien­ 
ated unless John Skupinskt received the 
boodle. 
G reat applause greeted this re­ 
m ark. Mr. Abraham Abraham s, alderm an 
from B axter street, then arose and said that 
it was kuow n how New York had 200,000 
Hebrews, all of 
them alert, sagacious 
political characters. 
For the welfare of 
tho city ami the conservation of this race 
he nom inated Moses Levi to hold tho 
boodle. Tho applause seemed to be general 
at this rem ark. Tire clerk took down the 
name, Then arose Alderm an Spiegel, who 
beat Y am s and the Romans on tho Rhine, 
and does it yet when ho gels filii of (jeer. 
Ile hoped tire cham ber would not he un­ 
m indful of the fact th at iii the city of New 
York lived more G erm ans than in any Ger­ 
man city in tire world, more than iii florlin, 
H am burg or Vienna. Seven hundred thou­ 
sand G erm ans were in this metropolitan 
district, every m an of whom would feel it a 
personal insult if Max Bismarck wi re not 
given the boodle. The applause now seemed 
so definite th at tho .Mayor came to the 
door 
and 
eavesdropped 
so 
see 
w hat 
was going on. Then arose a Hungarian 
and m ade a proposition that a true tfaygar 
should receive the place. 
A Bohemian 
nom inated a man of his nationality. An 
Italian alderm an advocated tire claims of 
one of his countrym en and was heard re­ 
spectfully. 
A 
Swedish alderm an made 
another proposition. 
A French alderm an 
got in his work. These and many more 
propositions from various countries to the 
east of us were listened to with the great­ 
est respect. 
Finally one man, with his 
hands in his pockets, started up in tho rear 
of the room and said: "I have heard every 
kind of man in tire world, it seems to me, 
nam ed for til is office but an American. I 
should occasionally Uke to see an American 
get som ething here.” T he entire Board of 
Alderm en arose up and 
I n O n e U n b r o k e n S h o u t, 
as fropi oho m an, articulated 
"P ut lHm 
out!’’ So Flynn and Tho npsun and tire 
captains of fifties and hundreds w ent to the 
Board of 
Alderm en. 
Every 
alderm an 
w anted some cash in hand, a prom se of so 
m any in tho departm ent, a certain num ber 
of recom m endations at the custom house 
and so much of a certain contract for his 
broiher-in-law . E verything was promised 
as the m om ents wore precious. To every­ 
body’s astonishm ent the m orning papers 
announced th at Rollin M. Squire had be­ 
come com m issioner of public works. The 
people of New York were too much in 
the 
habit 
of not understanding their 
Politics to have any curiosity on that sub­ 
ject. "His nam e is Squire.’’ said the lather 
of the fam ily to his Ron who attends Colum­ 
bia College. “O yes,” says tho son, who is 
to graduate next year, "I think I have heard 
the name. 
W hat did >-ou say ins nam e 
w as?” Squire then took a peep at his office, 
lie found that it had been created in 18 73, 
tliat the term for which ire could hold it 
was four years, th at the honest salary was 
$ lo ,000 a year. He iound th a t there were 
eight special bureaus in this departm ent, 
and he proceeded to ask w hat they were. 
The first bureau was for the laying of 
w ater pipes, sewers, walls, hydrants aud 
street pavem ents. The heart of this bureau 
was called the w ater purveyor, and his 
nom inal 
salary 
was $3000. 
The next 
bureau was kept by the w ater register, 
who collected money from m ankind for 
using the public water. His salary is 84000. 
The next bureau was th at of the chief en­ 
gineer of tho Croton aqueduct,w ith a salary 
of ii7000. The next boss was tho superinten­ 
dent of street im provem ents forputttng do wu 
gradings, flaggings, curbings and gutters. 
Ile got $3000. 
N ext came the superinten­ 
dent of lamps and gas. 
Then came the 
superintendent of streets and roads. N ext 
followed the superintendent of repairs and 
supplies for public buildings. Then the 
S uperintendent of Incum brance*, 
to take away things which people could fall 
over. Every one of these heads of bureaus 
the commissioner could appoint, and. al­ 
though it has been custom ary for this de­ 
partm ent to spend from two to three m ill­ 
ions. the conditions of things now com ing 
into vogue rendered it probably that Rollin 
M. Squire need not w ant to call the l ’resi- 
dent of the United States his uncle. 
In fact Flynn had mado up his m ind to 
m ake Tweed in his grave look up w ith 
envy. There was a new aqueduct to build 
to cost about $30,000,000 and to be kent in 
band as long as it would pay. Mr. Flynn 
also m ade up his m ind that his lather-in- 
law was out of a job, who had been holding 
up the door of a theatre ou Broadway as 
treasurer, aud th a t he was just the m an to 


put all tho telegraph wires down in the 
streets. 
Then 
the 
Broadway 
railroad, 
whose 
opportunity 
hart 
been 
bought 
from the same Board of Aldermen, bad 
gotten 
into disrepute and the Legisla­ 
ture had annulled the charter so that a 
receiver was to Ire appointed. They took 
tire chief contractor off lire aqueduct and 
mado him receiver of the railroad. This 
contractor was ono of the ancient Irish 
kings by the nam e of O’Brien. 
His first 
nam e is John, ami I may further rem ark 
that if you ever expect to find John O’Brien 
in this city by the aid of tho directory or in 
auy other way, you m ust come prepared to 
live at least a century. Out politicians bv 
the name of O’Brien are num erous enough 
to make a directory. 
T h e n 
is Jim m y 
O’Brien ar, the head of Irving H all and 
Johnny O’Brien at the head of the Republi­ 
can organi/.atIon, aud Johnny O'Brien at 
the lo ad of the firm of Flvmi, Squire.O’Brien 
and Hill, and Judge O’Brien som ewhere ut* 
on the bench or 
attorney-general, and 
O’Byrno, or O’Brien, one of the district 
attorneys. 
In the short space of tw enty m onths Mr. 
Rollin M. Squire bas

as tho proprietor of a linen duster, poet of 
tho City Hall at the funeral of G rant, the 
m aker of governors and presidents and the 
expender of more money than the wbolo of 
his family Las got away w ith back to near 
the timo of Adam. 
Ho bas fought the 
Mayor, fought the President, and is now 
supposed to Pave bought un a judge some­ 
where. Before this docum ent reaches you, 
you may bear they have got one ct the 
judges of 
tho 
Suprem e Court to put 
off 
flqulro’s 
trial 
for 
a 
good 
m any 
months in order th at Ire may not he rail­ 
roaded to Sing Sing. or that Governor Hill 
might dismiss him from the office. Tho 
Governor has passed through a good many 
m utations since I described his inaugura­ 
tion iii your colum ns. Before he was inau­ 
gurated governor fie seemed about half 
way into tire presidential office. Since th at 
time there has been a change 
in the 
weather. 
The Governor has never been 
able to pacify the mugwumps. Those peo­ 
ple never express an opinion hut they re­ 
gard it as sacred, and whoever violates it 
they condemn to be stoned iiko tire Jew s of 
old. 
Boor Squire in the progress of his disper­ 
sion has got as far as the grand jury, which 
has formally indicted him for signing that 
piece of paper which Thompson and Flynn 
put at him. You may not quite understand 
why the signing of th at paper const'tate* a 
crime, tie promised Mr. Flynn to give him 
the patronage of the offico. Now. Mr. Flynn 
is the chief contractor to the departm ent of 
public works. So if he appointed all tho 
ncaus of bureaus and superintendents of 
these public works, they would have to 
receive such supplies as lie sent in m eekly, 
w hether good or bad. This am ounts, there­ 
fore. to 
B rib e ry a n d C o rru p tio n . 
The officer who solemnly obligates him ­ 
self to adm inister his departm ent and gives 
it away to a jobber before he takes it, in or­ 
der that the jobber may, by corrupting tho 
Board of Aldermen, procure his confirm a­ 
tion, is guilty of a m isdem eanor. 
Tire 
Mavor of the city, Grace, wire is a Roman 
Catholic with a Protestant wifo from the 
State of Maine, at tire present tithe holds 
the honors here. He has become tho m uni­ 
cipal Grover Cleveland. Y et he is wearied 
of his office, which brings him a good many 
annoyances. 
He would like to bo governor 
of New York for his children, but he thinks 
th a t if he was nom inated a good many Dem­ 
ocrats 
would vote against him on the 
ground of his religion. So he will probably 
step out, but I think ho will leave behind 
him much more of a nam e than his com­ 
peers in business thought. 
Squire som ewhat rem inds us of Jim Fisk 
in m iniature. Fisk came here from Ver­ 
m ont, like Squire, and dispersed him self 
through Wall street, carried our biggest 
railroad into an opera house and m et his 
Nemesis in ono of his satellites. Squire ap­ 
pears to ho a roan of some cultivation, but 
there is a kind of a w ant of avoirdupois 
about him. too much of a snicker, so to 
speak. 
Yet. would you believe it. there are 
tens of thousands of people in New York 
w ho would not know the nam e of Squire 
now lf you w en1 to pronounco it. notw ith­ 
standing all the papers Pavo had to say. 
Now how are we to have 
any control 
over 
the 
Mayor 
and 
his 
appoint­ 
m ents which will not ho aco rru n to n e? It 
seems to me th at the way alderm en should 
be chosen is on the grand jury system. The 
reputable people in the town ought to bo 
put into a wheel, or their nam es in place of 
them , and then a certain num ber be drawn 
out to m ake a city council. 
When one dies 
another nam e should lie drawn. ’Hie aldor- 
mcn ought to go to their board like directors 
to a bank m eeting, and each one have a *20 
gold piece put on his desk so as to ensure 
Ids attendance. There never has been, so 
far as is known, a square board of alderm en 
in this generation.

An E lectric M ountain. 
[Tulare Free Pres*. I 
A very peculiar property has recently been 
discovered in the rock of a m ountain seven 
m iles from the town of Santa Cruz. This 
rock is heavily charged with electricity, and 
w hen applied to a battery was found to pro­ 
duce strong electric currents. 
A sm all 
handful of this rock applied in a battery 
generates sufficient electric force to operate 
tire battery for three weeks, and appeared 
not to bo tho 
least 
exhausted Of its 
powers. 
This rock has very much the 
appearance 
of ordinary soapstone, and 
exists in immense quantities, constituting 
the principal mass of the m ountain. Its 
'strange property was accidently discovered 
by a man who w;,s experim enting with 
m ineral w ater on the m ountain, and having 
occasion to use some of this rock, placed it 
in contact with tho battery. 'lire man who 
m ade this wonderful discovery kept it a 
profound secret from the world until ho 
and one o rtw o o f his confidential friends 
had obtained a title to the portion of the 
land, paying $15,000 therefor. Tho nresent 
own ors are now experim enting with this 
rock, witli a view to thoroughly testing Its 
properties. 
The result of such investiga­ 
tion we can only surmise, but are very 
anxious to learn.

Line by P ro fesso r M orse. 
[W ashington Critic.] 
It was enacted by Congress on tho 3d of 
M arch, 1843. th at tire sum of $30,(JOO be 
appropriated for testing the capacity and 
usefulness of the system of electro-m agnetic 
telegraphs invented by Sam uel F. B. Morse 
of New York for tire use of tho govern­ 
m ent of tho U nited States, by constructing 
a litre of sanlelertro-inagnetic telegraphs,un­ 
der the superintendence of Professor Morse, 
of such length and between such points as 
should fully test its practicability and 
utility, the same to be expended under the 
direction of the secretary of tho treasury 
upon the application of said Morse. 
Tile second section of the act authorizes 
the secretary of the treasury to nay from 
tho $30,000 w hat ho m ay deem a fair com­ 
pensation to Morse and others for superin­ 
tending the construction of the telegraph. 
There wore four patentees, Morse, F. O. 
J. .Smith, Alfred Vail and George \ aiL 
Prof. Morse in attem pting to construct the 
line between W ashington aud Baltimore 
(for they were tire cities to he connected), 
conceived tire idea of building it under- 
ground, and accordingly, after the wire 
was made, which, by the way, was of cop­ 
per, wrapped w ith fine thread and tarred so 
as to m ake as perfect an insulation as was 
known at th a t date, leaden pipe w as se­ 
lected and mado to receive the w ire under­ 
ground. 
About $ 11,000 of the $30,000 was 
expended on this pipe before a tost was 
made. The test, however, was a failure. 
A 
battery 
and instrum ent 
were 
placed 
at 
citlior end 
of 
tho 
load 
pipe, 
hut 
there was 
no 
current, 
and it was soon ascertained that the cur­ 
rent ail passed from the wire to tho pipe 
and from the pipe to the best known con- 
duotor—-Mother E arth. Mr. George Wood, 
a clerk to tho patentees, said afterw ards 
th at for several days it w as thought Pro­ 
fessor Morse would lose his reason in coli­ 
seum nee of this disappointm ent. 
A fter a lengthy consultation F. O. J. 
Sm ith, better known as 
" F o r” 
Sm ith, 
agreed to (my tire leaden ripe for a sm all 
consideration, and it may be stated th a t but 
for a suggestion m ade by Sm ith (anti Ire 
alone is entitled to the credit], th a t tho 
wires should be put on poles, as they are 
now. years m ight have elapsed before the 
electro - m agnetic telegraph 
would have 
been in operation. S m ith’s suggestion was 
a success, much to Hie del iglu of Morse, 
who had in the m eantim e gone alm ost dis 
trad ed , and tilings then went on sw im ­ 
mingly. 
T he litre having been com pleted between 
the two cities, the office at W ashington was 
established in the north end of the Capitol. 
Mr. lyon is F. Hnntzinger was the operator-- 
tire first in the city, and a good one. Much 
a thing as a key to write with in those days 
was not known. The modo of writing or 
m aking the character then was with tire 
wire as it cam e in to the operating-room 
(rom B altim ore; or, to give a bettor id on, 
im agine ono of tho wires on tho streot 
sw agging so low' th a t it could be cu t in two. 
A good operator can take either end of the 
wire in his right and left hand, aud by 
striking them one with the other send a 
message. This was about the way messages 
were thon transm itted. 
When it was no longer a doubt th a t tire 
telegraph was a success tire office was re­ 
moved to Seventh street, between E and F 
streets, over the then city post office, whore 
tire east front of the general post office now 
stands, and the line was open to the general 
public. 
W illiam Linton and J. W. Lugon- 
beol learned Hie art of telegraphing in the 
early spring of 184b, ami were tho tirst em ­ 
ployes on tho line between W ashington 
and New Orleans. 
Among tho few' operators in W ashing­ 
ton now who can look back 
and 
call 
to m ind tho telegraph 
in 
its 
infancy 
alo the follow ing: John W. Lugenbeei, 
W illiam Linton, Fred Dooms. .James Tow­ 
ers, Llewellyn W ashington and W illiam 
Macfeely. There wore two others not now 
residing in W ashington w hose nam es should 
he m entioned iii connection with the early 
days of the telegraph: Messrs. .J. B. and 
Lam bert Tree. Those gentlem en studied 
tire art with tho w riter and were for several 
years his assistants. Lam bert Tree was a 
quiet, sedate young man. so much so tlm t 
the w riter dubbed him "judge,” not dream ­ 
ing tit tire tim e ho would ever aspire to a 
judgship. 
Ho has. however, been throe 
tim es selected judge iii Illinois, and now 
has the high honor of representing his 
country as m inister to Belgium.

Although Mr. Fow Ie was poisoned, yet the 
result was not as serious as the Somerville 
affair. 
The intended victim is about BB or 60 
years; old. short and tlyn, with gray hair 
and small gray moustache. He was born 
in M ashington. N. C.. and until the break­ 
ing out of the civil war lie was a slave on a 
Mr. Fow I c’s plantation. Ho went by his 
m aster’s nam e until the close of the war, 
when 
he 
resum ed 
his 
own 
name, 
which 
is 
W alker. 
W hen 
his 
son 
John. 
who 
tried to poison him, was 
2 
years 
old. 
Mr. W alker, or 
Fowio, 
came North in search of em ployment. He 
drifted about from city to city until he 
finally located in the Hub. A few vents 
ago he was employed by Professor Carpen­ 
ter, the well known m esmerist, and be soon 
boort mo one of the professor’s leading cards. ” 
About six m onths ago Mr. W alker went 
to Bridgeport, and after expending over 
$50 lie cttcceeded in getting his son released 
from the relorm atory. 
He returned to 
Boston, bringing the boy with him. and 
opened a fruit aud newspaper stand at 80 
Dom e street. 
About three m onths ago Mr. W alker’s 
store was so overrun with rats th at he pur­ 
chased a box of Hough on Hats, and, after 
using a little of it. placed the rem ainder on 
a high shell in the store, 
A week atter Mr. 
W alker started to eat a piece of bread, but 
it having the appearance of being mouldy 
he threw it away. A week later he was 
taken violently iii, and vom ited consider­ 
ably.

W illard Pierce has been an inm ate of the 
Tyngsboro almshouse. His history was a 
singularly unfortunate one, and Ilia condi­ 
tion for many years m ade death a relief to 
him self and those who were com pelled to 
be witnesses of his pitiable state. Forty

The college-bred 
boy was not backward 
in showing bis 
liking 
for 
the 
fair 
m aiden, 
and it 
soon became the talk of the village that 
the schoolm aster was head and ears in love 
w ith the larm er’s daughter. The young 
people took long strolls alter school hours 
through woods and by brooks, boated and 
courted on Tyng’s pond by m oonlight, and 
the w inter evenings were passed by lamp 
or firelight in teaching the half-educated 
girl a sm attering of tile modern languages 
After Pierce graduated from college it 
was agreed between him and his affianced 
t hat he should accept a position tendered 
him in a W estern university. If ho was 
successful it was understood between them 
th at they should be m arried at th e end of 
two years. 
A year passed and young Pierce proved 
successful in his new duties. 
In tile vaca­ 
tion <>f that year he determ ined not to re ­ 
turn to his Eastern home, but to save the 
money to purchase a home for him self and 
Ins intended bride, lie was taken ill, aud 
at the opening of the fall term was not able 
to resum e his duties.

To his astonishm ent, the 
building was deserted, and rn bis inquiry, 
the neighbors inform ed 
him th at Miss 
lu cy , Hie belle of the village, had been m ar­ 
ried two m onths previous to a New York 
m erchant. W ilb lier husband and m other 
she had rem oved to New York. 
Tile young m an suffered severely from 
the blow. Ile finally becam e so despondent 
and erratic in his disposition th at it was 
oectned advisable to place him in tho town 
almshouse. 
Hero he lingered for years. 
His bean! and hair grew to great length, 
and hung alo u t bis head in a m atted mass.

a presentable condition, At tim es ho w ould 
call aloud the nam e of "Lucy,” his old 
sw eetheart, aud would pityingly supplicate 
lier to return to him .

W hon his final illness cam e his 
senses returned to him. and all his old 
troubles seemed to be forgotten. 
Tho woman who heartlessly jilted this 
poor but gifted son of New 'England lives 
in Now York City and is looked upon asone 
of the Ie 'dors in social and charitable work 
Her old lover’s tom bstone in tile Tyngsboro 
churchyard beats the follow ing inscription:

Ho Moves Them Mont at Will and Sus­ 
pends Animation Entirely. 


Colored King George, Who Thinks 
He is 316 Years Old. 


A m iddle-aged negro of som ewhat un­ 
sound m ind is now stooping iii Boston, who 
calls him self Ring George. 
A lthough in 
apparently good physical health he has been 
m ade tho subject of m uch investigation by 
tile m edical fraternity of tho E astern States. 
According to his own statem ents King 
George is .‘lie years old' He played am ong 
the rocky hills of W orcester county before 
the "breaking waves” showered the first 
visitors at Plym outh, and was just begin­ 
ning to raise a beard when the Boston tea 
party occurred. OI the later events con­ 
nected w ith the Revolution he knows prac­ 
tically nothing, and has 
but indistinct 
recollections of his career up to the tim e of 
his visit to T h e G lobe editorial rooms yes­ 
terday morning. 
K ing George has several strange physical 
peculiarities th at have puzzled scientists 
and doctors alike. Ho is about 5 feet 3 
inches in height, and weighs 196 pounds. 
His body is apparently wpll developed and 
free from all disease. 
As he sat down in a 
chair and fondly handled an iron cane th at 
m ight have been easily m istaken for a 
crowbar, he said:

TRIPLE MORDER 


“B ar ain ’t an ’oder m an like me in dis 
world. 
Tse got two hearts, two sets of ribs 
and run my pulse an ’ blood to suit m yself,” 
Thereupon he rem oved his coat, vest and 
undergarm ents and faced the reporter, re­ 
questing th at he should exam ine his ribs. 
It was difficult to locate them w ith any de­ 
gree of accuracy, though it was conclu­ 
sively shown th at he possessed them . Tho 
bowels were loose and the abdomen un­ 
usually flexible. 
Aside from these facts 
nothing out of the ordinary was noticed. 
"Now jest watch me,” be said, taking a 
seat. W ithout apparent effort his bowels 
began to assum e strange proportions. In 
place of Hie ordinary skin there appeared 
extending from tho pelvis a line of ribs as 
hard and unm ovable as those hidden iii tho 
dense flesh above.

King George next said lie would stop his 
heart beating, and did so bv bowing his 
head and placing his hands slightly upon 
his breast. To piovo the truth of King 
George's statem ents a reporter called on 
i>r. J. J, Sm ith, who exam ined the king 
with no sm all degree of interest. 
After 
the exam ination had been m ade, tho doctor 
said: "This is the most rem arkable case I 
ever knew. Tho exam ination I have made 
is not a thorough one. but is sufiicient to 
satisiy 
me 
that 
the 
mull 
is 
w hat 
he 
claim s 
to 
bo in 
certain respects. 
I am convinced beyond a reasonable doubt 
that he lins tho power to suspend anim a­ 
tion. n u did it for me twice, and I was not 
able to detect tho slightest m ovem ent of 
the heart or D u lse . It is very rem arkable, 
being one of the lew rases I have heard 
about, ai d Hie second I ever saw in which 
action was wholly suspended. Ring George 
is n phenomenon. 
I never saw a man who 
had such control over his abdomen. 
"In regard to his ability to move his heart, 
I do not feel qualified to offer criticism . 
N aturally speaking, it is an impossibility, 
In this case I do not feel any positive as­ 
surance, however. W hen he said he was 
about to move his heart I exam ined it and 
found it in a natural state. After he said he 
had 
moved 
it 
I 
exam ined the m an 
again and found no indication of tho 
presence of his heart. On placing the steth­ 
oscope against the groin, however, I per­ 
ceived the 
presence 
of an organ th at 
resembled it fully. It had the only regular 
pulsation to be found on th a t side ol the 
body. I cannot seo bow it would be possible 
for the heart to move thus, because it is 
directly against tile laws of nature. It would 
seem as it the man had no diaphragm . 
"R egarding his ribs I can say little, I 
have no doubt but tho natural set are regu­ 
lar and in their right position, but Irom 
w hat point are developed the alleged ribs 
that

the 
abdomen 
I 
cannot determ ine. 
Ring 
George 
is 
a 
freak 
of 
nature. 
He

I never saw a man built like him before in 
my Hie. 
The statem ents I have made are 
my 
first im pressions simply. 
To talk 
autborilively would render further investi­ 
gations necessary. 
I shall study the case

There is no denying th at King George is 
a curious citizen, lie talksabout his casein 
a very professional way and says he has 
been exam ined by several of the leading 
surgeons in tho world. 
Tuesday lie visited 
M assachusetts General Hospital, whore ho 
was exam ined by Dr. Richardson and his 
staff. 
It was said at the hospital th a t the 
negro suspended anim ation repeatedly at 
the request of the surgeons, and did so to 
their entire satisfaction. 
Last evening one of the surgeons con­ 
nected w ith the institution sain: "I have 
heard considerable about King George, and 
have exam ined him. Ile is of more than 
ordinary professional interest. 
Yesterday 
lie was induced to visit the hospital, where 
Drs. Richardson, W arren aud others ex­ 
am ined him . They are positive that he can 
suspend anim ation to a ct nsiderahle ex- 
tenLand are interested in his abdom inal pe­ 
culiarities. 
W hile it is true pulsations car­ 
bo heard on both sides of tile chest, it is not 
my own idea that it arises from the pres­ 
ence of two hearts, King George and a 
sm all arm y of surgeons notwithstanding. 
His abdom en is strangely constructed. I

"M oreover, K ine George has powerful 
muscles, and it may be said th at Hie alleged 
ribs which at com m and cover his bowels 
are nothing but m uscles of tile stom ach, 
which have become so hard and strong th at 
they deceive the ordinary physician and 
m ake him think they are I.one.” 
K ing George is really about 48 years of 
age. Ho is a thoroughbred negro and has 
the characteristics of his race.

THE SAME OLD FICHT. 


A T ie -U p In N e w f o r k a n d it* R e s u lt* 
- B r o c k t o n I .noter*. 
Tho New York surface railroads again 
came in for a share of trouble last week. 
The directors of the Broadway, U niversity 
and Seventh Avenue lines notified their 
men th a t a new schedule of work would be 
issued on Monday. This now schedule in­ 
volved six trips a day instead of five. All 
argum ent being useless, tho m en struck, 
and on 
Monday m orning no curs were 
available. 
The com pany’s theory is th at the six trips 
can be made w ithin the tw elve hours th at 
constitute a day's legal labor. 
The em ­ 
ployes, w ithout reference to the hours of 
daily service, object to Hie additional work 
imposed upon them . In the spirit of equi­ 
table adjustm ent the question is as to w hat 
am ount of work can be reasonably dem and­ 
ed w ithin the specified time. 
Men and 
brutes can be overworked w ithin tw elve as 
well as w ithin sixteen hours of daily labor. 
There ought not to have been an obstinate 
conflict on th a t point between parties who 
could readily come to an understanding 
under conditions of fair arbitration 
'Hie Belt line road was next in order of 
strike and tie-up. One of the men speak­ 
ing of their grievances said: "Tho first 
broach of contract on the part of the com 
pany was when they reduced the wages of 
the trackm en from $2 to $1 7f> a day. 
There was no protest entered. N ext the 
cartm an were cut from $2 to $1 60; labor­ 
ers from #1 75 to $1 50: ear cleaners and 
switchmen 
from 
$175 to 
$1 50. 
The 
hostlers wero given from two to four boites 
additional to clean. The hitchers were dis 
charged, aud we were forced to do that 
work. All the wood-workers who were 
receiving $2 75 to $8 per day, were also dis­ 
charged, and the com pany tried to rehire 
them at $2, but w ithout effect. T here are 
other 
petty 
grievances, such as being 
watched and afraid to ta ’k. They have 
been aceum m ulatiug. and now m ust bo re­ 
dressed.” 
An attem pt to start a car on Broadway at 
9.30 a. rn. on Tuesday was the signal for a 
rush of the strikers, and it had to be post­ 
poned till tho police arrived in large num- 
ten , 
Al 10.40 it started on th e road, and 
m anaged to get as far as the junction of 
Broadway aud Seventh avenue. Then the 
car ran past tho sw itch, and 500 strikers 
surrounded 
it.

delivery 
wagons 
and ov erturned it on the track just below 
Forty-fourth street. A score or more of 
policemen used their clubs vigorously on 
tho h e ad set the mob. driving them hack. 
After tho wagon was righted and driven to 
one side the car w ent on its charter-saving 
journey. 
At til© com er of Forty-second 
street car No. 117of tile F ortvsecond street 
and 
Boulevard line 
collided w ith the 
charter car. At the same tim e a stone was 
hurled through one of the ventilators in 
the rear of tho car and a shower of glass 
fell on the heads of those in the "charter 
savor.” On both sides of the street were a 
howling, shouting, cursing rabble, who ran 
along w ith the car. 
At tne junction of Sixth avenue and 
Broadway tho car was blocked by car No. 
77 of the Sixth avenue road, several mort 
having seized the horses w ith the intention 
of unhooking them . 
D etective Price ar­ 
rested one of 
the m en who held the 
horses, while tall "A leck” Williams, cap­ 
tain of the tw enty-ninth precinct, charged 
the mob. Bricks, stones, st icks and canes 
were here hurled at the car in profusion, 
and the driver had all ho could do to dodge 
them . The mob was finally dispersed after 
severe clubbing, but rallied again. In the 
attem pt to got away from the police, one of 
tho mob broke the glass door of a large 
w lite store. 
F u rth er on the rabble again appeared and 
overturned alarg e dry goods truck on the 
traek. This the police force lifted by main 
strength from tho track, and the car pro­ 
ceeded on its way am id the yells and de­ 
risive Lootings of the crowd. 
At the junc­

Sixth avenue, 
Broadway and 
T hirty-third street another delay was caused 
by a Sixth avenue cai- crossing in front 1 1 
the Broadway car tilled w ith mon and 
women. Stones were again thrown, ova

women screamed w ith fright, and tried to 
get out of tho car. 
At this moment. 
Captain Williams, w ith a large 
squad 
of 
police, appeared 
and 
clubbed 
the 
crowd right and left, driving them into the 
side streets. The mob did not again collect 
and the car proceeded on its way unm o­ 
lested. 
It reached Bowling Green at 11.26 
a. rn., then started on tho return trip to the 
stables 
In the m eantim e oilier cats were 
storied ami mad** regular trips. 
At noon six cars were running. 
A non­ 
union employe of the Belt road was at- 
t J eked by rioters on W ednesday, owl he 
drew a pistol and tired in tho crowd, I.tiling 
one m an. 'Hie trouble on the Broadway 
road term inated on Thursday, the men re­ 
turning to work on the com pany's terms. 
Tile B eltline affair was sculled later, little 
advantage having been gained by the men. 
Ttie trouble between the lasters of Brock­ 
ton, Mass., and the m anufacturers, has 
been 
settled, though 
the 
whole 
week 
had been spent in various attem pts to patch 
up the difficulty. 
A compromise tins been 
effected. Over 5000 laborers are affected 
by the welcome decision. 
A large labor dem onstration was h e ll in 
Fall River on 'I liursday, when speeches 
were m ade advocating closer uuicu, aud 
declaring that wages were insufficient.

to report him self once 
a m onth. 
Tile 
curioits-looKing assem blage which finds its 
way to this office is w orthy of an inspection. 
In Hie same building is kent a rem arkable 
series of photographs, likenesses of every 
prisoner, past and present, in the United 
Kingdom, 
ll* re these are filed and kept 
carefully indexed for future reference, and 
m any a scoundrel has been brought to bonk 
thanks to the recognition aff orded by this 
album of beauties. 
The Black Museum is also well w orth in­ 
spection, its contents boing as curious as its 
nam e is appropriate. 
The assortm ent is 
large anti com prehensive. Crow bars, dark 
lanterns, silent m atches infernal machines, 
revolvers and knives, alf having done duty 
and some having taken life. 
The top 
shelves are graced by a 
collection ut 
casts 
taken 
from 
the 
heads of n u n 
hanged 
for 
m urder. 
From 
tho 
gas 
bracket dangle a num ber of ropes which 
have been used at executions, and round 
tile room are such trifles as the scalp of 
W ainw right^ victim , w ith the hair still ad­ 
hering, together w ith the Pit of cigar Hie 
m urderer was sm oking when arrested, and 
Hie chopper with whicli ho cut up the body ; 
O’Donnell s revolve r and the three bullets 
taken from Carey, the intorm er, after d e a th ; 
Orton’s snuff-box and tile ham m er with 
which Gouldstone murdered His live chil­ 
dren ; an entire collection of objects once tho 
property of Peace, and a hotch-potch of 
sim ilar ghastly reminiscences. 
In Ute convict’s property office are stored 
those objects found on prisoners which are 
not supposed to he stolen, 
or 
are not 
claimed, em bracing every article under the 
sun, from valuable trinkets to boots and 
shoes, and trout wheelbarrows to

cages. The collection, which fills several 
rooms, is most carefully kept, every piece 
being labelled and registered so as to allow 
speedy identification if it is ever applied 
for.

How Wilmington Was Once Before 
Associated With a Great Crime. 


It is m any years since tho public atte n ­ 
tion wa* draw n tow’ards W ilm ington, a 
quiet farm ing locality, and seldom anv­ 
illing occurs to disturb the equanim ity of 
her people. The recent crim e recalls th at 
years ago, 
when it was m uch 
sm all­ 
er in population than now, the press fur­ 
nished tho country w ith an account of a 
tragedy which, for inhum anity, has not 
been exceeded in Hie country since. 
Daniel H. Pearson had lived in W ilm ing­ 
ton from his childhood, if lie was not born 
here. Ho was et a roving disposition, and 
at an early ago left home, but m ade period­ 
ical visits to it. Finally ho m arried, in 1834, 
a young woman, whose hom e was in Towns­ 
end, in the nort hern part of Hie county, and 
they settled down in hie old home, the 
home at W ilmington. 
Although at first their relations seemed 
pleasant, it w is not long before a cloud ap­ 
peared over th eir household, and just before 
their first chil I was born it is said th at ho 
offered hts wife a sum of money to leave 
him. She complied, the child w as born and 
died, and a tie which m ight have bound 
them together was severed. Tho separa­ 
tion continued for several m onths when ho 
sought hot out and she consented to again 
live 
w ith 
him . Their 
happiness 
was 
of 
short 
duration, 
for 
ins 
dis­ 
position 
was 
such 
she 
could 
not 
get 
along w ith 
Ii tin, 
and 
they quar­ 
relled. The w inter of 1849 found her work­ 
ing as a dom estic in Boston. At tiffs tim e 
she had a daughter about it years of age, 
and twin girls aoout 4 years old. 
One of 
the tw ins was w ith her m other. T hinking 
silo could g* t along better during the sum ­ 
m er at her hom e in this town, on April I, 
1849, she left her place rn Boston and w ent 
to W ilm ington. 


Th*? l i t t l e E s ta t e W a * O w n ed 
by lier husband, and. his relatives living 
near by, she could get an easy living there. 
The place they owned was of little value, 
the house being very sm all, and everything 
denoted poverty. D uring the period th at 
the wife w as at lier little homo In this town 
the husband w as em ployed as a servant in 
a private house in Boston. His visits *o his 
home were very few, and it was supposed 
lie ha*! separated from his fam ily for good. 
OuaW ednesday forenoon. April ll.1849,U te 
neighbors of Mrs. Pearson, who had occa­ 
sion to pass her door, noticed th at the cur­ 
tains were not raised as lute as IO o’clock, 
and as she was known as an early riser, one 
of tho lady neighbors called to see Hie 
reason. 
Tho door was locked, and she 
ventured to open a window, and w hat she 
saw, the dea l m ottler and children, was a 
sight she could never forget. T he whole 
of 
tho 
sparsely settled neighborhood 
was 
aroused 
and 
hocked 
to 
tile 
ltouso, 
and 
when 
the 
coroner 
iiad been sum m oned it was determ ined 
that, the m other and her children, the 
twins, had been m urdered. The deed had 
been done w ith a common shoo knife sharp­ 
ened at Ute point, and the blade was found 
in the hand of the poor wom an w hose Ufo 
had been a sacrifice and the handle upon 
the door. To all appearances the knife had 
toon placed in tho w om an’s hand by Ute 
m urderer to have the appearance of suicide. 
It did not tak e long for suspicion to rest 
on the husband and father. Daniel ll. Pear­ 
son, and parties wero sent to Boston to find 
him. Ho was easily discovered, but re­ 
luctantly w ent to his old hom e w ith the 
officers. A rriving there he was given an op­ 
portunity to show where he was at the 
time the m urder must have taken Place, 
which was between 9 o’clock d. rn. and IO 
o’clock the uext m orning. His story was 
that ho w ent to Providence by rail and 
thence to New York, nut the tim e lie 
says lie was going and returning was far 
from the tim e it takes to m ake the round 
trip, aud he found his m istake. He was 
formally arrested for the crime, and the 
prelim inary exam ination took place rn the 
bown Hall, Reading, on April 13. 1849. 
Surgical testim ony was introduced to show 
how death was produced, and one w itness 
testified that a bottle of laudnum was 
found on a table in the room where 
Th® lioilie* W ere F o u n d , 
a n d a short letter addres od to the m ur­ 
dered woman. Tile condition of tho poor 
wom an’s hands indicated th a t she had had 
a terrible struggle with the m urderer, and 
the room was in (Rapider. 
W itnesses who 
knew Pearson testified to seeing him in the 
tow n early in Hie m orning the m urder was 
discovered. He was bound to the grand 
jury, which found a bill, and in 1850 ho 
was 
taken 
before 
a jury 
for 
trial. 
He 
still 
m aintained 
his 
innocence. 
Tho 
governm ent 
was 
represented 
by 
Attorney-General 
Train, 
and 
General 
Butler 
aud 
.fudge Abbott, 
the ablest 
lawyers in tho country, defended Pearson 
H aving an honest belief th at he was inno­ 
cent, his relatives spent m uch money to 
have a fair trial. The law yers put in the, 
plea of insanity, and it cam e out in evi­ 
dence th at he was "peculiar,” to say the 
least, but the jury found inm guilty, and 
recom m ended him to the m ercy of the court. 
He wa - sentenced to ba hung, which event 
took place in the yard of the jail at East 
Cambridge, July 28,1850. This trial, and 
th at of Professor W ebster for tile killing of 
Dr. Parkm an, occurred w ithin a few' m onths 
of each other, and created great excitem ent 
am ong the people. 
Just prior to the execu­ 
tion Pearson sent for Rev. bather Taylor, 
and 
T o (.Isnt H e C o n fe sse d 
the deed. He told how he loft Boston fully 
prepared to m urder the whole fam ily, but 
the eldest girl being away, she was saved. 
lie went tho "back w ay" to his old home, 
and -aid it was his foot m arks which the 
mon saw. 
It was about s o’clock in tho 
evening when he arrived at the little house. 
aud he saw in the room w ith hts wife, who 
was sowing, and the 
tw ins, who 
wero 
asleep, his old father, who had dropped 
in to keep the disconsolate wife company. 
He waited outside for las father to leave, 
and saw him get tip, go out the door, and 
go toward^ his home. Finally Hie m other 
prepared to lie down beside her sleeping 
innocents, and she extinguished the light. 
W hen lie thought she was safely in bed, he 
lifted an unlocked window and got in. The 
room 
lie 
entered 
was not the 
one 
w here 
his 
wife 
lay, hut lie 
did 
not 
linger 
there. 
Ile drew from 
his 
pocket a sharpened knife he had prepared 
and entered lier room. Site heard footsteps 
and asked, “ Who’s there?” He responded, 
"Me, vour husband. Be quiet. I’ve come 
hack to live with you.” This caused a throb 
of joy to come over tho wife, and she bid 
him welcome. He did not get iv light, but 
crawled into bed, the children not waking. 
Ile carefully placed Hie knife under Hie 
pillow, and soon all were apparently asleep. 
To satisfy him self if his wife really slept he 
called lier nam e; no answer being returned 
lie reached for the knife and plunged 
it into her throat. The woul d was not fatal 
and slit; awoke and fought to save her life, 
ami several tim es clasped the sharp blade 
in her hands, only to be wrenched front bet , 
each tim e m aking fearful wounds. Finally 
his strong arm gained advantage over the 
poor woman, another stroke and site was 
d’std. 
The struggle had aw akened the 
children, who 
were 
toying 
beside Hie 
m otlier, ami they screamed w ith fright, 
and, last they m ight he brought against 
him in court 
I l e R i l l etl T h e m A lin . 
Ile put tho Knife in the dead w om an’s 
hands to give her the appearance of suicide. 
The funeral of the m urdered three took 
place in this town. and a great concourse of 
people, for m iles around, attended. Thou­ 
sands of people visited the scene of Hie 
m urder. The m otlier and tw in daughters 
were placed lit tho same coffin, and on Hie 
silver plate on the coffin was til© following:

The house w here this m urder took place 
still stands, it is located in the northeast­ 
erly part of Ute town on lite Andover road 
and near tho boundary line, it has been 
occasionally occupied w ithin the past th ir­ 
ty-seven years, but n*»t for long periods.

stands on a little knoll on the w esterly side 
ol the road, and is pointed out tty passers as 
the 
"Pearson 
place.” A lthough

in passable condition. A few ancient apple 
trees stand near the house, and a lew 
bushes and vines, once tenderly cared lor, 
rem em ber the service rendered, and seem 
to give the only life which surrounds tho 
place.

C h ica g o , August 29.—Tho Farm ers’ Re­ 
view will print the following crop sum m ary 
this weok. 
The detailed reports from the 
corn bolt indicate an im provem ent in the 
outlook for the crop in Ohio, Indiana and 
Minnesota, in all of which States there is 
the present promise of a full average crop. 
In Belm ont, Durkee, Logan, Lucas and 
Montgomery counties, in Ohio, tho yield 
promises to equal th at of any form er year, 
while

cent. 
In 
I ar otto,

cate an average yield ol irom 55 to 80 per 
cent, 
In Carver. Meeker, Kamsay. St. 
Louis, Sherburne and M adena counties of 
Minnesota, flit average of 68 is indicated. 
The rem aining counties reporting this week 
promise 50 to HO per cent. of an average. 
Barry anti Saginaw counties of M ichigan 
promise a full yield; Montcalm county has 
the prom ise of only 45 per cent, of att aver­ 
age, and the other counties range from 45 
to 85 per cent, of an average. 
In H am ilton county, Neb., Hie outlook is 
favorable for a full yield, while Buffalo, 
H arlan and W ebster counties indicate a fair 
yield. In Douglas, Gage. Otoe and Richard­ 
son counties the outlook is far less than 
one-half Ute usual yield. Ellis county. 
Kan., shows a full average, while Cherokee, 
Butler and Lyons counties promise only -tei 
t*• 50 per cent, of att average. 
None of the 
W isconsin counties reporting this week 
give tlie promise of a n average yield. In 
Oseauke county the average fails to 30 per 
cent, In Vernon and K enosha counties the 
average is 85 nor cent., while Dunn, Lafay­ 
ette and Sank counties give the promise of 
less than halt the usual yield. 
in Illinois a general im provem ent of 5 to 
lo per ct ut. is rated, but the general aver­ 
age for the State rem ains low. In Dupage, 
Green, Henry. Madison, Stephenson ana 
W hiteside counties Ute average ranges from

In D akota the yield of wheat is 
averaging from 12 to 18 bushels aud the 
grain is grading well. In M innesota the 
yield of wheat ranges from 8 to 24 bushels, 
ruling very irregular. 
In m any counties in Iowa, Indiana, Il­ 
linois and W isconsin the ground is teported 
too dry to perm it of tall ploughing and tho 
etfects of drouth are also still seriously felt, 
owing to Ute drying up of the pasture. Un­ 
less relief by rain conies shortly stock will 
go into the w inter in poor condition. Fruits 
are reported as abundant in all tho W estern 
States w ith the exception of Wisconsin. 
Hog cholera is reported in St, Francois 
county, Missouri, Ringgold county. Iowa, 
and 
in Christian, Greene, Pulaski and 
Shelby counties of Illinois. As a rule, How­
